Freedoms fire

against tlag-buriing are unconstitutional in- 
fringements on free speech, a number of 
politicians — mostly conservative Republi- 
cans, but a few liberal Democrats as well — 
have been trying to change the Constitution 
to reflect their own narrow views of free 
speech. 

Amending the Constitution is, as it should 
be, an immensely difficult task, requiring a 
two-thirds majority of both the House and 
the Senate, followed by the 
approval of at least 38 state 
legislatures. Because building 
such broad and deep support 
is so difficult, the Constitution 
has been amended only 17 
times since the adoption of 
the Bill of Rights in 1791. 

Sadly, free speech lacks 
majority support on Capitol 
Hill — which is why the con- 
stitutional process is such a 
vital check on the passions of the runaway 
mob. A new amendment, co-sponsored by 
Senator Orrin Hatch (R-Utah) and Repre- 
sentative Randy “Duke” Cunningham (R- 
California), is now up for consideration. It 
states, simply, “The Congress shall have 
power to prohibit the physical desecration 
of the flag of the United States.” Both the 
Senate and House Judiciary Committees 
have recommended passage — the House 
panel just last week, in a voice vote. 

Prior to this, the last anti-flag-burning 
amendment came up for a vote in 1997; the 
House approved it by an overwhelming 
314-115 margin. Fortunately, the Senate 
failed to bring it to the floor. Yet in 1995,

the Senate approved a similar amendment 
by 63-36, just three votes short of the nec- 
essary two-thirds. The fate of the latest 
amendment is likely to be the same. Once 
again, free-speech activists are putting their 
hopes in the upper chamber. “We’ve got to 
win this in the Senate. We’re not going to 
win it in the House. It’s close, baby,” says 
John Roberts, executive director of the 
American Civil Liberties Union of Mas- 
sachusetts. 

Implicit in Roberts’s opinion is the view 
that the House will be the House, and 
there’s nothing much that 
can be done about it. But 
it’s important for free- 
speech activists to keep the 
heat on, even if they believe 
that the result is a foregone 
conclusion. Pressure espe- 
cially needs to be applied to 
Massachusetts Democrats 
— four of whom went the 
wrong way two years ago, 
and who now have a 
chance to redeem themselves. 

In the 1997 vote, Massachusetts’s 10- 
member, all- Democratic House delegation 
split evenly. Voting against the amendment, 
and thus supporting free speech, were Ed 
Markey, Barney Frank, John Tierney, John 
Olver, and Marty Meehan. They deserve to 
be praised, and should be urged to continue 
to stick to their principles. Voting for the 
amendment — and against free speech — 
were Bill Delahunt, Richard Neal, Joe 
Moakley, and Jim McGovern. They need to 
be told that free speech is more important 
than pandering. Joe Kennedy, who voted for 
the amendment in 1997, has been replaced 
by Michael Capuano, who will — according 


to his office — join the pro-free-speech side 
and vote “no.” As a vulnerable freshman, 
Capuano in particular should be congratu- 
lated for his gutsy stand. 

The American Civil Liberties Union has 
made it simple to let your representative 
know what you think about this latest as- 
sault on freedom of speech. Just go to its 
Web site, 
http://www.aclu.org/action/flag 106.html, 
to learn more about the issue and register 
your opinion. 

Recently, in testimony before the Senate 
Judiciary Committee, retired senator John 
Glenn got to the heart of the matter, noting 
that an anti-desecration amendment would, 
if passed, mark the first time we had ever 
acted to limit the freedoms guaranteed by 
the framers of the Constitution. As a deco- 
rated Marine pilot, pioneering astronaut, 
and Midwestern conservative Democrat, 
Glenn is as mainstream as they come. 
Would Hatch and Cunningham, the Duke 
of Hazard, accuse John Glenn of lacking 
patriotism? 

Freedom of speech is only as vital as our 
willingness to protect its most loathsome 
outbursts. If the Ku Klux Klan can’t march 
through the center of town, if anti-choice 
extremists can’t yell at women who enter 
abortion clinics, and if demonstrators can’t 
burn the American flag — the symbol of 
freedom — to protest some outrage real or 
imagined, then freedom of expression is no 
longer tangible and real: it is nothing but a 
pious, meaningless catch phrase. That’s 
why it’s important to leave the Bill of Rights 
as it is. &

Globe’s Beam gets bonked 


| [* WHAT SOME newsroom 


denizens are calling “Eileen McNa- 
mara, part deux,” Boston Globe editors 
appear to have caved in to objections 
from art critic Christine Temin and 
pulled a column by writer Alex Beam 
that Temin apparently felt intruded on 
her turf. The action, which angered nu- 
merous Globies and was said to have 
infuriated Beam, came four weeks after 
McNamara ob- 
jected to a column 
by colleague Steve 
Bailey that criti- 
cized a column of 
hers. As a result of 
that tiff, Globe ed- 
itor Matt Storin 
told writers to 
keep intramural 
criticism in print 
to a minimum. 

In this case, 
Beam penned a 
column critical not 
of Temin but of 
the new Massa- 
chusetts Museum 
of Contemporary 
Art in North 
Adams, which 
Temin was sched- 
uled to review in 
an edition two 
- days later. Sources 
say that ies Temin learned she would 
be pre-empted, she complained. Mary 
Jane Wilkinson, the Globe’s deputy 
managing editor for features, said she 
“looked at what would best serve read- 
ers” and decided Temin’s piece should 
run first. “All I know is I visited North 
Adams Friday [May 21] and didn’t have 
a column in the paper on Wednesday 
[May 26],” said Beam. “And I wasn’t 
on vacation.” To Globe sources, the 
event recalled a previous occasion when 
Temin objected to the treatment of her 
work and brought in her husband, a 
lawyer, to help argue her case. Editors 
acquiesced then, too. 

Adding insult to perceived injury, 
Globe arts editor Scott Powers was 
said to have wanted Temin’s piece to 
run before Beam’s because he believed 
it “vital” for the Globe’s art critic to 
have first say on the subject. (Powers 
wouldn’t comment.) But Temin was 
beaten to the punch: both the New 
York Times and the Boston Herald 
published articles on the museum that 
ran before hers. Beam’s piece eventu- 
ally ran — a week later than he in- 
tended, and well after other coverage.

white Ford Tempo, but it’s no good — the air conditioner 
doesn’t have the muscle, so she rolls down the windows and 
pushes on through Dorchester. 

You couldn't blame Younger, a Roxbury community leader, if she 
wilted in last Sunday's heat. She’s spent hours campaigning with 
state-representative candidate Marie St. Fleur in the former 
assistant attorney general's bid to replace Charlotte Golar Richie, 
who earlier this year left office to become Mayor Tom Menino's 
housing secretary. 

But she knows time is getting short: the primary for the Roxbury 
and Dorchester seat, which all but decides the winner in the heavily 
Democratic Fifth Suffolk District, is coming up on June 8. And 
whoever wins will not be replacing some anonymous hack, but 
inheriting the seat of a woman credited with raising the district's 
profile and turning the attention of the local political establishment to 
its needs. 

“We have worked very hard to see that people who have lived 
here through thick and thin can benefit,” she says en route to meet 
the candidate for a few more hours of door-knocking after morning 
visits to several churches. “Charlotte Golar Richie helped bring 
credibility back to this district, and we think Marie is the one to carry 
things further.” 

But inside the district — home to a kaleidoscopic mix of African- 
Americans, Haitians, Vietnamese, Latinos, whites, and more — that 
view is not unanimous. Barry Lawton, a long-time community activist 
and a history teacher at the Jeremiah Burke High School, is giving 
St. Fleur a stiff challenge, positioning himself as the alternative to the 
woman he says the district's political power structure is trying to 
“anoint.” 

A third force in the primary is quirky perennial candidate Althea 
Garrison. For more than a decade, she’s been on the ballot for 
something, be it the House, the Senate, or the city council. She even 
held the Fifth Suffolk seat for one term after she successfuliy 
challenged the validity of incumbent Nelson Merced’s nomination 
papers in 1992. 

Menino, who supports St. Fleur, is throwing his weight around in 
this race. So are other prominent city and state pols. Richie has 
remained technically neutral, but she’s apparently backing St. Fleur. 

Golar Richie's “advisory board? a coalition of activists who served as 
her de facto board of directors when she held the seat, is behind her 
as well. And so is her former boss, Scott Harshbarger, whom St. 
Fleur served as an assistant attorney general for seven years. 

The Bay State Banner recently endorsed St. Fleur, too, and State 
Senator Dianne Wilkerson has also come out for the 37-year-old 
Haitian immigrant, whose father fled the brutal regime of “Papa Doc” 
Duvalier for Boston when she was a young child. 

But Lawton has powerful supporters as well. City Councilor 
Gareth Saunders is in his camp. Herald columnist Wayne Woodlief 
called him the best man for the job in a recent op-ed piece. 
Organized labor, including the Massachusetts AFL-CIO, has come

through with several endorsements, which probably 
means bodies on the street come Election Day. In a 
district where turnout is historically lousy, this kind of 
help — taking voters to the polls, placing sign-holders, 
making last-minute phone calls — is crucial. 


UNDAY AFTERNOON, a group of Lawton 

strategists are huddled in the 42-year-old’s cramped 
Blue Hill Avenue campaign office, plotting out the nuts 
and bolts of the race's last days. 

At times it’s hard to tell whether Lawton — tall, thin, 
affable, and soft-spoken — is the candidate or a 
volunteer himself. At one point, he gets up to bring in 
some milk crates that serve as tables for volunteers 
folding literature in the office's tiny back room. Then he 
pulls a granola bar from the office's canteen and holds it 
aloft. “Anyone?” he inquires before 
unwrapping and eating it. 

That kind of hands-on, we're-all- 
in-this-together spirit is typical of 
Lawton, his supporters say. “Barry's 
just been there? says Lawton 
strategist Kevin Peterson. “He has 
experience, he's been a community 
leader, he’s filed legislation on their 
behalf, he’s registered voters.” 

On the way to Franklin Park to 
woo Roxbury voters, Lawton says 
his years as a high-school teacher 
have molded his thinking. “We have 
thousands of young people locked 
up in prison who come out with 
fewer options than they had going 
in,” he says. To reverse the trend, 
he says he'd work to ensure that 
local construction projects provide 
jobs for community residents. And he vows to ensure that residents 
have access to work and education that puts them on career tracks 
with opportunity for advancement. 

St. Fleur’s vision isn’t notably different. Both candidates have a 
history of work with nonprofit and community groups in the 
Dorchester and Roxbury area, and they've identified many of the 
same issues — not just jobs, but affordable housing and education 
— as priorities for the district. St. Fleur would allow job training and 
education to count toward the work requirement for welfare 
recipients, and Lawton supports increasing the earned-income tax 
credit. 

It's not ideological differences but St. Fleur's former day job — 


and her ties to Menino and Harshbarger — that put the juice into this 


race. Lawton has branded St. Fleur the “establishment” candidate. 
“She chooses to prosecute people from the community, while |

choose to defend them,” he says. 
“There's a distinction there. | choose to 
serve the community from the 
community.” 

But St. Fleur and supporters call 
accusations that she’s the “downtown 
candidate” simply ridiculous. “I take 
offense to that,” she said testily during a 
debate on Boston Neighborhood 
Network television last Friday. “A kid 
makes it out of the neighborhood and 
now she is the establishment 
candidate?” 

“She was raised in the community and has significant grass-roots 
support,” adds consultant Joyce Ferriabough. “She is a success 
story out of Dorchester.” 

St. Fleur and backers point out her ties to area organizations like 
Project HOPE and the Dudley Street Neighborhood Initiative. And 
the candidate hopes to use her familiarity with such organizations to 
help them work better together. “You have to be able to work with all 
the groups in the district and have a basic respect for them, to look 
at what their positions are and be a facilitator,” says St. Fleur, who 
speaks both Spanish and Haitian Creole — surely a plus in this 
diverse neighborhood. 

Walking down Fowler Street in Dorchester, St. Fleur doesn’t seem 
daunted by the long day or the heat. She chugs up porch steps and 
drops in on backyard barbecues, even hand-writing messages on 
literature when residents aren't home. “I truly love what I’m doing,” 
she says. “I love the people of this district”

A brief interview with David Foster Wallace 


Don’t expect to find any rakishly charming Don 
Juans in David Foster Wallace’s new collection of 
fiction, Brief Interviews with Hideous Men. More 
neurotic than erotic, the book delves (with some glee, 
we might add) into the mire of modern romance 
through a series of fictional Q&As. With characteristic 
flair, Wallace subverts the form by omitting the 
questions, marking their absence with a Q. We caught 
up with Wallace in New York, a day after he read to a 
packed house at the Harvard Film Archive, and found 
him to be tired and full-bladdered, but not at all 
hideous. In the spirit of his book, however, we adopted 


the Brief Interview format for our 10-minute discussion. 


Q: 


A: What do you mean? 


Q: 

A: Not suffering fools gladly is a euphemism for being 
hostile and snapping at people, and I can’t remember 
ever having done that. 


Q: 

A: Yes, no. The thing is, sometimes you’re concerned 
with Q&As being boring, so it’s tempting to make sport 
of people just to keep things interesting. That can be 
mean. I think I perhaps do that. 


Q: 

A: I think, um, the car crash is less important than 
turning to your friends and seeing the expressions on 
their faces. And them seeing the expression on your 
face. I’m more a reactor than a spectator. Does that 
make any sense? 


Q: 

A: No, I’m glad you’re being honest. We left [Boston] 
at six o’clock this morning. I feel that people are asking 
perfectly reasonable questions and I’m just ranting. Feel 
free to cut out major nouns. 


Q: 

A: Between you and me, it’ll be closer to 15, ’cause the 
next guy’s not calling till 5:30. Actually 14, ’cause I 
need to piss. 


Q: 

A: I don’t think it’s really quite the same as being 
unable to walk down the street without girls trying to 
tear your shirt off. 


Q: 


A: No, the test is actually how many of them read it. 


Q: 

A: That’s very nice of you, and I applaud your 
discernment and all that. The stuff that I cut my teeth 
on, the stuff that I really like to read, struck me as being

challenging but also just fun as hell. I think a lot of 
avant-garde stuff in the US has lost touch with the fun 
— you know, has flown up its own butt.

A: At first when people said that about Infinite Jest it 
hurt my feelings. All writers want everybody to love 
them. But, you know, for me to do what I do and have 
some people like it — that’s going to have to be 
enough.

The site is a 
weird and wicked satire run by Zack Exler, a 
29-year-old Somerville computer consultant 
who registered the domain name gwbush.com 
back in December of 1998, “just because it was 
available.” 

The candidate himself was less than amused;

a press conference, at which he called Exler a 
“garbage man” and said that “there should be 
limits to freedom.” 

But for now, all Bush can do is bluster while 
the FEC ruminates. Thanks to the Internet’s 
first-come, first-served system for allocating 
domain names, Exler can put what he wants on 
gwbush.com. “With no resources,” he says, 
“we’ve been able to build a political satire on 
the Web and have a million people see it.” 

This kind of conflict is spurring changes in 
the way the Net handles its domain names. By 
September 2000, the government will hand the 
job of registering domains to a new nonprofit 
organization called the Internet Corporation for 
Assigned Names and Numbers (ICANN). The 
organization, headed by cyber-pundit Esther 
Dyson, met last weekend in Berlin in part to 
determine how such disagreements will be 
resolved in the future — whether George W. 
Bush is entitled to gwbush.com, for example, or 
whether Tiger Electronics is entitled to 
furby.com. 

ICANN hasn’t settled on the specifics yet. 
But critics fear that when it does, the little guys 
— programmers in Somerville, for example — 
will get shortchanged. They fear that the 
current proposal for conflict resolution favors 
well-funded trademark holders over non- 
commercial interests and individuals. “The US 
government is taking domain names and IP 
addresses and handing them over to some 
unknown party in the private sector,” says 
technology activist Ronda Hauben, who sees 
ICANN as far too indebted to commercial 
forces. 

For now, though, the new rules are at least a 
year away, and Zack Exler isn’t worried. 

“If George actually succeeds in getting the 
Federal Election Commission to rule against us, 
he’s gonna be in trouble. If every little supporter 
of Bush — everyone who says “Go Bush’ in any 
shape or form — will have to register with the 
FEC ... then I know quite a few lawyers who'll 
be interested in pursuing that.” ;

Richard Belzer 


“I see conspiracy everywhere | look,” admits Richard Belzer 
in his new foray into the comedo-forensic literature, UFOs, 
JFK, and Elvis: Conspiracies You Don’t Have To Be Crazy To 
Believe (Ballantine, 222 pages, $24). The one-time stand-up 
comedian, talk-show host, and (until very recently) star of 
NBC’s Homicide: Life on the Street isn’t kidding. Although 
Conspiracies is saturated with his trademark fatalist, why- 
did-I-get-born-on-the-dumbest-planet-in-the-universe 
deadpan sarcasm, this tome is, first and foremost, the work 
of a believer to make Fox Mulder blush. Split into two parts, 
it’s an overview of what Belzer calls “the two greatest 
detective stories of the century”: namely, the conspiracy 
behind the Kennedy assassination and the suppression of 
evidence of alien life on Earth. 

“I guess I have some kind of detective DNA,” says Belzer from his home in France, in 
advance of a signing at Barnes and Noble in Kenmore Square this Tuesday. “As a child and as 
an evolving adult I always questioned authority. And I always felt reflexively that there was 
more to the surface than meets the eye. I used to be a newspaper reporter, then I played a 
detective for seven years on TV, and having been a stand-up comic and a talk-show host, I’ve 
had a journalistic bent. Epiphanies about history that aren’t generally known have always 
intrigued me. So it’s just a combination of madness and seriousness.” 

And though Homicide has been cancelled (a prescient passage in Conspiracies described the 
series as “critically acclaimed and therefore doomed”), Belzer may soon be returning to the 
small screen in the role of a detective — this time as the voice of an animated, time-traveling 
sleuth in a series based on Doug Moench’s comic-book-style volumes The Big Book of the 
Unexplained and The Big Book of Conspiracies. Belzer’s obsession with such topics won’t 
come as any surprise to those familiar with his Homicide character, Detective John Munch 
(who once made a cameo on The X-Files), or with Belzer’s own comedic rants, including his 
recent CD, Another Lone Nut (Uproar). And neither will the following advice come as news: 
don’t get him started. 

“Well, what’s amazing to me about the Kenn-dy case is that new information comes out all 
the time but the mainstream press doesn’t trumpet it,” he says. “Like just very recently it came 
out that different doctc: . examined two different brains [both purported to be JFK’s]. I mean, 
if there was io -unspiracy, why were there two brains? But that’s not gonna be a headline in 
the New York Times. And there’s thousands of pages of stuff that’s been released just in the 
past year that’s really tantalizing and fascinating. We now know for a fact that Oswald worked 
in some capacity for the CIA. We now know for a fact that the Zapruder film is totally 
doctored. Now we know scientifically that that film has animation in it, it has frames missing. 
But when you tell people that, they look at you like you’re fucking crazy.” 

If the proliferation of conspiracy theory is indicative of anything in our culture, it might be 
the illumination of the great paradox of the so-called information age — that the more 
information we become privy to, the less we’re able to sort through it coherently. In essence, 
data overload leads to less certainty, not to mention cynicism and apathy. 

“It can be exhausting,” says Belzer. “And people will say, ‘Well forget about it, | don’t care if 
Kennedy was killed by our own government, I’ve gotta go buy an RUV.’ I think that’s why a lot 
of people are in denial about these subjects. It’s like, ‘Who needs that information?’ There was 
a coup d’état, there really are aliens, we’re a manufactured species, we’re helpless in the face of 
it, our religion and science and military are helpless in the face of this, all order will break 
down. And I’m almost directly quoting government documents here. 

“IT mean, it’s a contradiction. On the one hand I’m a nihilist; on the other hand I think that 
individuals can make a difference and can illuminate ideas.” He chuckles, “And at the very least 
be entertaining. If all else fails.”

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In which we learn there is more to Tibetan cuisine than 


momo — and 


it is good 


Rangzen Tibetan 


BY ROBERT NADEAU After visiting the first two Tibetan restaurants in 
Boston, I was ready to write this cuisine off. I joked that if the only thing the 


Chinese invaders had done to Tibet was open Szechuan restaurants — which, 


unfortunately, is not the case — 
then there would be no real argument 
for international intervention. That 
joke, I now realize, was wrong. I was 
expressing a prejudice. After a fuller 
exploration of the menu at Rangzen, 

I am admitting here that my opinions | 
were premature. I do not yet claim 
that Tibetan food is good enough to 
defeat Chinese cuisine in a culinary 
Olympiad, but Rangzen’s version is 
certainly delicious and varied enough 
to host dinners for any and all 
human-rights organizations that want 
an alternative, even in these difficult 





times 

In fact, there is one item, right at 
the beginning, at Rangzen that is 
good enough to be on any menu — 
French, Tuscan, Chinese, Thai, 
Japanese, you name it. That is the 
complementary basket of fresh-fried 
crispy wafers, like papadums except 
without all the spices. These things 

have to be the greatest potato chips 
going, even if they are made from 
chickpea flour. 

Nor is Rangzen a slouch in the 
mixed-appetizer department. We had _ | 
a couple of platters of thunlam tosoe 
($6.50), translated eloquently as 
“combination of 1, 2 & 3.” I can just 
see a couple of MIT types arguing 
whether that means six or nine. In 
practice, it seems to mean seven or 
eight, consisting of four mixed 
mignyapolo, two or three tsel num- 
taks, and a big shogo numtak. 
“Shogo numtak” is apparently 
Tibetan for “fried football of mashed 
potato with a little cilantro and ginger 
thrown in.” The tsel numtaks are 
absolutely fabulous eggplant slices 
dipped in what I suspect is a thin 
chickpea batter, and fried. And the 
mignyapolo are as crunchy as deep- 
fried wontons, but stuffed with 
cream-cheese-scallion or shrimp- 
potato fillings. 

With fried dumplings, one must 
have dips, and Rangzen has two 
excellent chili dips: the mild one is a 
kind of stewed salsa; the hot one is a 
chili purée. 

I had earlier pinned my hopes for 
this cuisine on momo, which are 
round steamed dumplings. Rangzen 
has momo in both vegetarian and 
beef versions. My ‘impression of the | 
steamed vegetarian dumplings ($7) 
was that they were a little too al 

dente. However, I was impressed by 
the bowl of lentil soup that accompa- 
nied them. My two previous ventures 
into Tibetan soup were surprisingly 
unrewarding, but Rangzen makes the | 
kind of serious soup one would 
expect from mountain country. Gya 
thuk ($4.95, $8.50) is a much thick- 
er version of the noodle soups that 
make for budget meals in Vietnamese 
and Chinese restaurants. The smaller 
size’ is quite enough for anyone who 
isn’telimbing with oxygen that day. 
Rangzen has five kinds of noodle’ 
soups, each with a different pasta.

The noodles in gya thuk resemble 
spaghetti, and the soup is flavored 
with slices of meat (your option) 
onion, tomato, and cilantro. It’s still 
more like minestrone than like pho. 
Miso soup ($1.50) is a good imita- 
tion of the Japanese kind, but twice 
as big and somehow twice as hearty. 
Dre thuk ($2.50) is translated as 
“Tibetan-style rice soup.” I’d call it 
congee, as the rice is cooked to near- 
gruel consistency, with a roasted taste 
like that of Minute Rice. Rangzen 
also has a variety of breads, which, 
judging from the kind called shogo 
phaley ($6), are something like 
Indian breads. This whole-wheat flat- 
bread is similar to nan, and is stuffed

some pork meat and a few bones 
embedded inside, and a telltale red 
pepper or two — think highly spiced 
head cheese. This is surprisingly 
appetizing on a warm night. 

More-orthodox entrées 
resemble meat-and-potatoes 
versions of Chinese or Indian 
food. Phaksha ngopa ($8) 
features stir-fried pork, lean- 
ing toward the Chinese influ- 
ence, with meat, scallions, 
and a little ginger. The rice, 
however, is excellent basmati. 

Drinks include lassi and a 
“lemon juice” ($1.50) that is 
more like lemonade. You will 
be tempted by poecha ($1), 
traditional Tibetan tea. And 
you will enjoy it if you 
remember that it is buttered, 
like our hot buttered rum, 
only without all those nasty 
alcohol fumes. 

When the Chinese invaders 
do leave, I want a piece of the 
first ice-cream stand in 
Lhasa. This is a cuisine that 
is not yet attuned to Western 
ideas about dessert. They get

with the mashed potato—cilantro mix- 
ture of the appetizer shogo numtak. 

There is a special list of 
“Traditional Tibetan Dishes.” 
Unfortunately, they were fresh out of 
le-phing, translated as “bean flour 
gelatin, square pieces. Served cold.” 
But the kitchen could satisfy our 
curiosity about phikpee ($5.50), 
“over cooked pork with dry red hot 
pepper, refrigerated, served cold.” 
Might be oven-cooked. What phikpee 
is, is a bowl of gelatin cubes with 





that our desserts are sweet, and that 
we order them at the end of a meal. 
But the Tibetan sweet side is a lot like 
the Tibetan savory side: carbohy- 
drates and butter. Deshi ($3) is warm 
sweetened rice with butter and a few 
raisins and cashews. I liked it better 
than fancier deshi with saffron I’ve 
had elsewhere, because I don’t much 
like saffron. Phagtsa mogu ($3) is 
described as “pieces of dough 
sautéed with cheese, butter & sugar.” 
You might think “fried dough,” but 








the reality is more like gnocchi or 
cavatelli, and the cheese sort of holds 
the butter’s coat while the butter gets 
in there and does the work. 


Décor has been important to area 


Tibetan restaurants. Rangzen is the 
most restrained of our local three, 
but one whole wall features a 
breathtaking mountain vista, with 
peaks plenty high enough to induce 
a little Imax vertigo. Our waiter

explained that this is the view from 
where his brother lives in Tibet. A 
couple of Buddhist pictures and a 
hanging on the kitchen door com- 
plete one’s sense of being else- 
where. The room is otherwise a 
somewhat dark former Chinese 
restaurant. 

Service was excellent, although 
Rangzen is not yet doing that much 
business. It is far enough outside of 
Central Square that it needs a much 
larger sign, but it will find its fans. 
This is some politically correct cuisine 
you can really sink your teeth into.

BLUE DINER, 150 Kneeland St. (South 
Station), 695-0087. $4-$13. Not quite a 
diner, not even very blue, this is still the 
best place to go for a serious meal at 3 
am. The all-night hours, the barbecue 
menu, and the cool bar in back called the 
Art Zone draw everyone from cops to club- 
bers. 

BUDDHA'S DELIGHT, 5 Beach St., 
Boston, 451-2395. $4-$10. Chinese and 
Vietnamese Buddhist-temple cuisine, 
strictly vegan (except for condensed milk in 
some drinks) imitations of your favorite 
shrimp, pork, and egg dishes. I've seen 
better visual work in this tradition, but it 
didn't taste as good as the best here: 
spring rolls, summer rolls, nam vang noo- 
die soup, hot-and-sour soup, moo shi, 
Lake Tung-ting “shrimp,” and anything 
spicy or with lemongrass. Good coffee. 
Weird desserts. 

GRAND CHAU CHOW, 41-45 Beach St., 
Boston, 292-5166. $4-$22. A fancier sup- 
plement to the popular Chau Chow 
Seafood Restaurant across the street, with 
good versions of every imaginable 
Chinese dish, but concentrating on 
Cantonese-style seafood and specialties 
of the Chau Chow people from Swatow 
and Southeast Asia. Notice the 
Swatowese dumpling soup, vinegar dips, 
grey sole with fried fins and bones, 
sautéed pea tendrils, and a surprising 
General Gau’s chicken. 

LE! JING, 20 Hudson St., Boston, 292- 
6238. $8-$35. Everything from won ton 
soup to a three-course Peking duck, but 
the emphasis is on South Chinese banquet 
dishes in a more formal and expensive din- 
ing room. Recommended: the beef teriya- 
ki, steamed minced shrimp balls, clams 
with black bean sauce, and taking a 
chance on dessert. BR Dim sum daily, 11 
a.m. to 2:30 p.m. 

NEW SHANGHAI RESTAURANT, 21 
Hudson St, Boston, 338-6688. $8-$17. 
Chinatown’s venerable Szechuan palace 
refurbished and refocused on Shanghai 
cold appetizers and soy-based stews. 
Five-spice beef and duck, crispy eel (out- 
standing, no joke), crispy scallops with 
black-pepper sauce, steamed prawns with 
garlic, whole fish with braised bean curd — 
a consistently fine meal handsomely 
served. You could dress up for this. BR 
Dim sum on Sat. and Sun., 11 a.m. to 3 


p.m. 
PEKING CUISINE, 10 Tyler St., Boston, 
542-5857. $3-$9. Formerly known as 
China Grove, this family-style restaurant 
continues in the Mandarin and Szechuan 
tradition of its predecessor. Serves both 
standard Chinese fare as well as more 
adventuresome dishes like scallops with 
black-pepper sauce and sautéed ee! with 
yellow leeks. BR Dim sum on Sat. and 
Sun., 11:30 a.m. to 3 p.m. 

PENANG, 685-681 Washington St., 
Boston, 451-6372. $5-$17. If you've been 
hesitating about Malaysian food, hesitate 
no more. Penang is as much fun as the old 
Trader Vic’s, and has much more interest- 
ing food. The sharpest flavors are in the 
roti canai appetizer, as well as familiar 
morsels like the Penang popia and chicken 
Satay. Lively entrées are the yam pots 
(featuring delicious mashed taro root), the 
“house special” squid or lobster or crabs 
with a complex sauce, and the fragrant 
beef : 

PHO BOLSA RESTAURANT, 1 Stuart St., 
Boston, 695-1843. $4-$6. A good attempt 
to market Vietnamese soup with a user- 
friendly menu describing the usual 18 vari- 
ations of pho with encouraging English 
prose. The soup is very close to what you 
can get with a little more courage else- 
where, once you've had a few experiences 
at Pho Bolsa. Stir-fries less reliable. 

PHO PASTEUR, 8 Kneeland St., Boston, 
451-0247. $3-$5. Superb specialist in noo- 
die soups, beef or chicken based, with a 
variety of mix-ins. Also a line of drinks and 
desserts, and some, like “avocado juice” 
(actually a luscious milkshake), that are 
both. Small, homey, clean. 

SOUTH STREET DINER, 178 Kneeland 
St. (South Station), Boston, 350-0028. $3- 
$6. In the funky little 1920s diner building at 
the corner of South and Kneeland Streets, 
this all-hours diner serves solid, handmade 
versions of what you'd expect: burgers, 

fries, cheese omelets, and plenty of coffee. 

No beer or wine. BR All day Sat. and Sun. 


COPLEY/PRUDENTIAL 
AMBROSIA ON HUNTINGTON, 116 
Huntington Ave., Boston, 247-2400. $16- 
$29 In a dramatic and sophisticated set- 
ting, dishes strongly influenced by provin- 
cial French cuisine are sparked into the 
sublime by Asian seasonings. An empha- 
sis on native New England game and 
seafood, as well as wonderfully imagina- 
tive desserts. Lively bar scene as the 
evening progresses. 

BRASSERIE JO, 120 Huntington Avenue 
(Colonnade Hotel), Boston, 425-3240. $9- 
$20. Traditional Parisian bistro flavors with 
some hearty Alsatian dishes. A clone of a 
second restaurant by Chicago's Alsatian 
chef Jean Joho, this is a remarkably useful 
restaurant for the Colonnade Hotel, the 
Symphony-Prudential area, and anyone 
who happens by for breakfast lunch, din- 
ner, drinks, or a late graze. Unusually for 














the '90s, the big flavors are in the entrees, 
such as choucroute gami, cog au vin, and 
duckling a l’orange, with important cabbage 
and potato statements on the side. BR Sat 
and Sun., noon to 4 p.m. 

MARCHE MOVENPICK, 800 Boyiston 
Street (Pru Mall), Boston, (617) 578-9700 
$5-$18. Yikes! If Epcot Center were rein- 
Camated as a restaurant, it might resemble 
this giant outpost of Swiss megachain 
Mévenpick. Certainly, we're not looking at a 
normal dinner out; you move among 
themed food stations with a cafeteria tray, 
then pick a themed room to eat in. This is 
more about entertainment (and waiting) 
than great cooking, so go for the simple 
things — fresh oysters, fruit smoothies — 
and the fun, hard-to-find dishes like Swiss 
Sausage and résti potatoes 

TURNER FISHERIES, 10 Huntington Ave., 
Boston, 424-7425. $17-$25. Traditional 
seafood favorites, as well as more exotic 
offerings. Fresh fish prepared to order; also 
a raw bar. BR Sun., 10:30 a.m. to 3 p.m 


DOWNTOWN/ 
WATERFRONT 
AURA, One Seaport Lane (Seaport Hotel), 
Boston Waterfront, (617) 385-4300. $19- 
$32. Chef Ed Doyle's food can be hand- 
some — check out the roasted bass on a 
cedar plank — but at these prices, you 
have a right to expect a perfection that the 
flavors don't always deliver. And Aura’s 
hotel-lobby setup is clearly more oriented 
toward conventioneers than natives. 
Esquire’s reviewer named Aura one of the 
country’s top new restaurants of 1998 
Maybe he was impressed by the desserts, 
which are gorgeous. Maybe he just doesn't 
get to Boston much. 
THE BARKING CRAB, 88 Sleeper St. 
(Northem Ave. Bridge), Boston, 426-CRAB. 
$7-$15. A hearty clam shack — actually a 
lobster tent gone year-round with a crab 
name. Warm informality blends simple 
seafood entrées and the odd yuppie treat 
into things like the “crab burger.” The fun is 
eating like this with a full view of the down- 
town skyscrapers. Hearty desserts and 
local microbrews as well. Familiar, yet new. 
FAJITAS & 'RITAS, 25 West St., Boston, 
426-1222. $5-$11. Lively, casual Tex-Mex 
restaurant and margarita bar. Décor is pro- 
vided mostly by the customers, who cover 
the walls with crayon graffiti. 
GALLERIA ITALIANA, 177 Tremont St., 
Boston, 423-2092. $20-$30. A trattoria 
you'd be delighted to find in Italy, with 
hearty country food and a welcoming infor- 
mal style. Menu changes daily. Foodie tip: 
check out the inexpensive cafeteria-style 
lunch. 
THE GOOD LIFE, 28 Kingston St. 
(Downtown Crossing), Boston, 451-2622. 
$7-$20. A Runyonesque joint that com- 
bines a neighborhood fee! with downtown 
flavor. The food is basic — burgers, buffa- 
lo wings, steak — and the bar harks back to 
a day when men were men and martinis 
were all eight ounces. 
HIBERNIA, 25 Kingston Street (Downtown 
Crossing), Boston (617) 292-2333. $17- 
$28. The Irish theme is so subtle you could 
miss it at this hip, narrow nightclub/restau- 
rant next to the venerable J.J. Foley's. The 
kitchen, when we visited, had a split per- 
sonality: the attempts at fusion felt 
hamhanded (i.e., ‘tobster potstickers” over- 
whelmed by ginger and soy), but modified 
Classics were graceful and tasty: beautiful 
purple-potato salad with smoked-trout paté, 
sweet-crusted grilled chicken, and a tower- 
ing “berry surprise” for dessert.

This is actually two restau- 
rants in one — a formal dining room 
upstairs (jacket and tie required) with 
entrées starting at $17, and a more relaxed 
and romantic café downstairs. 
MAX'S DEL! CAFE, 151 Milk St., Boston, 
330-9790. $5-$8. A trendy, downtown café 
with a New York deli struggling to get out. 
Kenya AA coffee with surprisingly good 
chicken soup and decent pastrami sand- 
wiches, once you turn down the focaccia, 
Swiss-cheese, and Dijon-mustard options. 
BR Serves breakfast. 
OSKAR’S, 107 South St. (Leather District), 
Boston, 542-6756. $17-$26. Hovering 
between goth and industrial in decor, 
between Boston and New York in mood, 
Oskar's epitomizes the new wave of down- 
town lounge-restaurants. Cigars are abun- 
dant. The kitchen serves lunch, dinner, 
cocktails, and late supper. 
IL PANINO’S BISTRO, 295 Franklin St., 
Boston, 338-1000. $12-$24. A bustling, 
very moderately priced alternative to the 
fancy dining room upstairs. The food is sim- 
ple and low in fat, yet based on superfla- 
vorful ingredients. Don’t miss anything with 
arugula, fresh basil, or the other great 
Italian flavorings. 
SILVERTONE, 69 Bromfield St., Boston, 
(617) 338-7887. $6-$12. This sleek under- 
ground bar on funky old Bromfield Street 
gets kinda packed after work, but the menu 
is worth a look if you can score a table: 
cheap, good, no-nonsense takes on home- 
style food like meatloaf and steak tips. Also 
a nice stop for lunch. The wine list is short 
and gratifyingly un-inflated. 
THE VAULT, 105 Liberty Square, Boston, 
292-9966. $20-$32.

LES ZYGOMATES, 129 South St. Boston, 
542-5108. $13-$24. This bistro with a gen- 
uinely French feel has a wine-bar angle 
(the list of 40-odd wines changes weekly), 
an artsy angle (galleries across the street), 
and a shamelessly Gallic angle (sweet- 
bread vol-au-vent, venison in wine reduc- 
tion sauce). The menu favors purism over 
Culinary excitement, but the place has a 
buzz about it nonetheless 


EAST BOSTON 

ANGELO & SONS SEAFOOD, 297-299 
Chelsea Street (Day Square), East Boston, 
567-2500. $7-$18. Just out of sight of the 
Logan runways, this East Boston seafood 
joint is the best reason we know to drive 
through the Callahan Tunnel. The owner 
spent much of his life as a fisherman, and 
his love of the catch shines through every- 
where. Order the mixed-shellfish plate to 
start (it's called “seafood aioli”), and what- 
ever's on the specials board. 
SANTARPIO’S, 111 Chelsea St., Boston, 
567-9871. $3-$11. One of the classic 
Boston pizzas, thin crust toasted to a mar- 
velous crisp. And a font of wood-fired, East 
Boston “barbecue” items — skewers of 
lamb or sausage served simply with peas- 
ant bread and a hot cherry tomato. And 
that's all there is in a neighborhood bar with 
a core of boxing fans. Don't knock Boom- 
Boom Mancini or Vinnie Paz’ in here. 


THE FENWAY 

CENA, 14 Westiand Ave., Boston, 262- 
1485. $13-$20. A standout among the 
many new bistros and grilles because the 
menu concentrates on vegetables with a lit- 
tle seafood and chicken — no red meat and 
little cheese — and because so many of the 
world-beat flavors work. Call it health 
gourmet, or call it the future, but call it “Kay- 
nah” as in the Latin, because the fun decor 
is faux ancient Rome. 

EL PELON, 92 Peterborough Street, 
Boston, (617) 262-9090. $1.50-$4.50. A 
tiny taqueria in the West Fenway channels 
the cheap-'n’-fun spirit of West Coast burn- 
to shops, but fuels it with the inventive ener- 
gy of a chef who's worked in some of the 
city's high-end bistro kitchens. It's hard to 
go wrong here, and at $3 to $5 an item, you 
might as well try it all. Don't miss this. 
SOPHIA’S, 1270 Boylston St., Boston, 
(617) 351-7001. $15-$19. A big room with 
drinks and entertainment (this used to be 
the nightclub Quest) serving Spanish-style 
tapas from early evening. Since no one in 
urban Spain dines until almost midnight, we 
aren't too surprised that the place is pretty 
empty until about nine, and we aren't too 





proud to sneak in for Manchego flan, roast- 
ed stuffed peppers, baked avocado and 
shrimp in garlic sauce. You could be pretty 
happy with a full diner of Chilean sea bass 
or veal cutlets, too. 

SORENTO’S ITALIAN GOURMET, 86 
Peterborough St, Boston, 424-7070. $6- 
$19 A (somewhat yuppie) neighborhood 
pizza parlor with food better than most 
“northem Italian” cafés. The secret: a short 
list of top ingredients worked into al dente 
pastas, delectable calzones and pizzas, 
and a couple of creamy sauces. BR Sat. 
and Sun., 10 a.m. -4 p.m. 

TIGER LILY, 8 Westland Ave (Symphony), 
Boston. (617) 267-8881. $11-$24. A big 
Malaysian restaurant full of Trader Vic 
decor and all kinds of semi-exotic food. 
Don't miss the elaborate satay tofu, or the 
“double ayam” which is a chicken done up 
like a Peking duck in three fluffy steamed 
buns. You can dress informally, if you 
ignore the people going on to the 
Symphony most nights. 


JAMAICA PLAIN 

BLACK CROW CAFFE, 2 Perkins St. 
(Hyde Sq.), Jamaica Plain, 983-9231. $14- 
$25 A continental café with owners and 
some décor from the West Indies. Great 
soups, salads, cappuccino — and desserts 
to die for. BR Sun., 10 a.m. to 3 p.m. 
JAKE’S BOSS BBQ, 3492 Washington 
St., Jamaica Plain, 983-3701. $5-$15. 
Veteran pitmaster Kenton Jacobs brings 
Texas smoked barbecue back to the inner 
city, in a handy location next to Doyle's. 
Beef brisket and chopped (pork) barbecue 
best show off the smoker, and don't miss 
the smoke-enriched collards and cowboy 
beans. 

JAMES’S GATE, 5-11 McBride St., 
Jamaica Plain, 983-2000. $6-$15. Joining 
Matt Murphy's on the short list of Boston's 
Irish bars with great food, James’s Gate 
treats a mixed-age, informal crowd to 
updated Irish pub classics (like shepherd's 
pie) and truly impressive contemporary cui- 
sine with Italian and Mexican flavors. Don't 
miss the steamed mussels, the glazed pork 
chop and salmon platters, or the “veggie 
quesadilla,” which involves caramelized 
shallots, spinach, and goat cheese. BR 
Sun., noon to3 p.m. — 

JP SEAFOOD CAFE, 730 Centre St., 
Jamaica Plain, 983-5177. $10-$24 (lunch, 
$7-$9) A neighborhood sushi bar and 
Korean-Japanese restaurant that's part of 
an established fish store, so you know 
everything will be terrific. And it is, espe- 
Cially dumplings, scallion pancakes, stir- 
fries loaded with vegetables, teriyaki and 
tempura, and an excellent bibimbop.

AUDUBON CIRCLE, 838 Beacon St 
(Audubon Circle), Boston, 421-1910. $7- 
$12. The second baby from the team 
behind Cambridge's Miracle of Science is a 
sleek, no-nonsense wood-paneled room 
that produces some of the best grilled food 
you can get in a bar: moist chicken slices 
tossed over a salad, an amusing box of 
Chinese potstickers, seared rare tuna 
steak, a generous cheeseburger with the 
most flavorful home fries for miles 
BOSTON BEER WORKS, 61 Brookline 
Ave., Boston, 536-2337. $7-$17 (lunch 
$5-$10) One of the city’s first brewpubs, 
this lofty, neo-industrial space across 
from Fenway Park offers a large and 
Changing selection of beers, from cask- 
conditioned ales to fruit novelties. Since 
our review, the menu has been spruced 
up to include eclectic Americana like 
mako shark skewers 

CAFE JAPONAISE, 1034 Comm Ave, 
Allston, (617) 738-7200. $9-$19 
Provocative yet homestyle, Café 
Japonaise has a few surprises for those 
who think they know all about Japanese 
food. Ever had a sauce of ground black 
sesame seeds on spinach? That would be 
the gomaae appetizer, which you might 
follow with some unusually cut sushi, or 
the remarkable “curry beef.” Good sake 
list, and uncrowded early and on 
weeknights. 

CAFE SHIRAZ, 1030 Comm Ave, Boston, 
566-8888. $10-$17. A large and pretty 
place, with a rotation of exotic Persian dish- 
es in a generic Middle East and American 
kosher (meat) menu. Don’t miss the soups, 
pilafs, kebabs, shishlik, and baklava. Open 
Saturday nights, but closed Friday nights 
and Saturday lunches. 

CORNWALL’S RESTAURANT AND 
OYSTER BAR, 510 Comm Ave, Boston, 
262-3749. $4-$7. English-theme pub with 
excellent beers and ales (draft stouts!) and 
quietly homemade food. First-class raw 
bar. A proper grilled Reuben sandwich. 
Lean pastrami. Real fried potatoes. Small, 
personal-type space, so beware of Red 
Sox fans. BR Sun. of Sox home games 
only, noon to 3 p.m. 

ELEPHANT WALK, 900 Beacon St. 
(Audubon Circle), Boston, 247-1500. $6- 
$23. Just a great restaurant, doing every- 
thing well. The Cambodian food, like som- 
lah machou, banana-flower salad, and 
amok de fruits de mer, is a whole level up 
from any other Southeast Asian restaurant 
in the area. The French food is no longer 
just for cowards — it’s first-class nouvelle 
cuisine, with gloriously beautiful and deli- 
cious desserts. 


NORTH END 

ALLORO, 351 Hanover St., Boston, 523- 
9268. $12-$25. Simple, inspired dishes, in 
a tiny storefront restaurant. No frills — just 
intensely personal service and truly out- 
standing food. Cash only. Menu changes 
daily. 

ARTU, 6 Prince St., Boston, 742-4336. $7- 
$14. Stylish, inexpensive trattoria and 
roastery. See listing under Beacon Hill. 
MARCUCCIO’S, 125 Salem St., Boston, 
723-1807. $9-$17. It’s like a Newbury 
Street bistro with better food. Some of the 
fancy Italian dishes come with highly fla- 
vored colorless sauces as weirdly effective 
as transparent beer; some are just directly 
tasty. Be sure to have the antipasti (which 
lean on fresh grilled vegetables), the veal 
marsala, and seafood with “tomato-water’ 
sauce. Try to get the chocolate paté with 
rosewater, too. 

MAURIZIO’S, 364 Hanover St., Boston, 
367-1123. $15-$24. At street level, this is a 
spare, crowded trattoria with off-white 
walls; downstairs, it's roomier and feels 
warmer, with exposed brick and a wine cel- 
lar.

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A California region comes into its own 


BY DAVID MARGLIN In the early 1960s, a wine 


visionary named Stan Hoffman stood on a hill in 


California’s central coast region, a land of high winds, sea 


air, and ranches, and saw its potential as a 
birthplace of great wine. Hundreds of miles 
south of the state’s premium wine regions and 
populated mainly by farmers, the area — called 
Paso Robles (pronounced passo roe-bulls) — 
did produce bulk wine, but it had been ignored 
until then by “quality” winemakers. In 1965, 
Hoffman planted pinot noir and chardonnay at 
his vineyard, Hoffman Mountain Ranch, which 
became the first new winery in Paso Robles in 





more than 50 years. Unfortunately, Hoffman 
was forced to sell his winery because of man- 
agement problems — and Paso Robles was 
consigned to another 30 years of wine-world 
obscurity. 

If things had worked out for Hoffman, he’d 
be in possession of some prime real estate right 
now. A lot of bulk wine is still made in Paso 
Robles, but some of the world’s biggest wine- 
makers have finally discovered the region as 
well. The great Napa Valley winemaking pio- 
neer Andre Tchelistcheff called the area a 
“jewel of ecological elements.” Beringer, one of 
California’s most powerful wine companies, 
owns the Paso Robies winery Meridian 
(although its popular chardonnay is grown 
elsewhere); and Australia’s Southcorp, famous 
for its Lindemans wines, grows a significant 
portion of its fruit in the region. France’s 
Beaucastel, known for its distinguished 
Chateauneuf-du-Pape wines, owns Tablas 
Creek, where the company hopes to produce 
some of America’s most prestigious and expen- 
sive wines. The famous Caymus is the quiet 
owner of a very high-end winery called Treana. 
Robert Mondavi and a few-other big players 
have purchased land in the area. All signs sug- 
gest that this is becoming California’s hottest 
new wine region. 

I was lucky enough to discover Paso, as the 
locals call it, during its annual wine festival, 
where more than 15,000 people come from all 
over to drink wine outdoors in the center of 
town and hang out at the wineries. Folks in 
Paso like to drink, and they like big, potent 
wines. In many ways, Paso is similar to 
France’s Languedoc-Roussillon region, where 
bulk wines reigned supreme until a few pro- 
ducers decided that they could make top wines 
there by cutting down on yields and focusing 
more on quality than on quantity. 

Paso has a strong maritime influence and a 
series of micro-climates that make it ideal for 
growing certain grape varieties. For the most 
part, though, these aren’t the pinot noir and 
chardonnay that Hoffman originally planted. 
(Although winemakers in Paso are starting to 
do some wonderful things with pinot noir, it’s 
not all that widespread. And I’m not a big fan 
of most Paso chardonnay.) 

The leading wine grape at the moment is 


Passion for 


definitely zinfandel. As far as many people are 
concerned, Paso’s zins rival those made in 

| Napa and Sonoma — big, high-alcohol, fruit- 
wallop wines that are not for the faint of 
mouth. Paso is now known internationally for 
its zins, with lots of them being exported to 
England, Germany, and Switzerland. These 
aren’t shy wines, but rather are big, bold, and 
almost over-the-top in style and alcohol con- 
tent. 

The leading zin maker in Paso is probably 
Peachy Canyon. It makes nearly 40,000 cases 
of wine, almost half of it zin, and its products 
are widely available in Massachusetts. The 
1997 Snow Vineyard was a delightful surprise; 
let’s hope we get some here. And at the 
Norman winery, winemaker extraordinaire 
Robert Nadeau (no relation to the Phoenix’s 
restaurant reviewer) makes a 1997 zin playful- 
ly-yet-aptly named the Monster (*%*%*), which 
will bowl you over if you find it — or if it finds 
you. Nadeau also has a very limited-production 
Family Winery; none of its wines, however, will 
make it to Massachusetts in the near future — 


| sigh. 














Paso still has a frontier fecling to it; the 
winemakers are very supportive of one another, 


| and they all feel as though big things are hap- 


pening. Still, there are a lot of not-so-good 
wines made in Paso, so you have to be choosy. 
The wineries | liked the most, in addition to 
Peachy Canyon and Norman, were Dark Star, 
Midnight Cellars, Hidden Mountain Ranch, 
Justin, Tobin James, Dover Canyon, and 
Fratelli Perrata, which specializes in making 
Italian varietals such as nebbiolo and san- 
giovese. 

There’s one catch for us East Coasters. 
Most of these wines are so limited in produc- 
tion that they don’t make it to Massachusetts 
— and you can’t legally get wine mailed to you 
in this state. But, locally, you can find J. Lohr’s 
syrah (widely available for about $10.99), as 
well as many Justin and Peachy Canyon wines 
(the Incredible Red is a steal for around $11). 
Also, try the Ridge zinfandel, one of my 
favorites; the late harvest is a whopping 
15.6 percent alcohol and is available for $27 at 
Martignetti’s. 

As for the others, keep your eyes open. My 
bet is that.you’ll see a lot of them around these 
parts within the next year. You can’t go wrong 
with Paso Robles zinfandel, and the Bordeaux 
varietals, such as cabernet and merlot, are well 
made. But the most exciting wines may still be 
on the horizon. Everybody’s planting some 
syrah, so look for more Rhone varietals to 
come out of Paso. For pinot noirs and wonder- 
ful nebbiolos (the grape used to make Italian 
Barolos), you will have to look a bit harder — 
try the more comprehensive, higher-quality 
wine lists — but it is well worth the effort. 

They may be hard to discover around here 
for the time being, but it’s likely that many 
great American wines in the next millennium 
will be made in Paso Robles. So get what you 
can for now, and keep your fingers crossed for 
the future. bo

Lunch and weekend buffet cheap- 
er. Not wildly innovative Indian restaurant, 
but a good hand with the spices, both gen- 
erous and varied from dish to dish. Good 
soups and fried appetizers, really tasty vin- 
daloo, and channa masala that makes 
those chickpeas sing. Modem and trim lit- 
tle dining room. 

KOKOPELLI CHILI CO., 1648 Beacon St. 
(Washington Square), Brookline, 277- 
2880. $7-$15 Ignore the name and the 
seven kinds of chile and go through the 
New Mexico-style dishes with one or more 
of their superb margaritas. Don't miss the 
sopaipillas, grilled vegetables, and a side 
of sweet-potato fries.

SUMMER SARGENT: This summer the work of John Singer Sargent is 
getting its biggest rollout since the American master painter's death in 
1925. Already in progress is “Sargent: The Late Landscapes,” at the 
isabelia Stewart Gardner Museun;; it'll run through September 26. Opening 
next week, “Sargent in the Studio: Drawings, Sketchbooks, and Oil 
Sketches,” at Harvard University’s Fogg Art Museum, takes a behind-the- 
scenes look at the artist, including selections from the museum’s collection 
of thousands of drawings Sargent executed in preparation for the 
“cornerstone of his work in America,” his murals for the Boston Public 
Library, the Museum of Fine Arts, and Harvard’s own Widener Library. That 
exhibit runs June 10 through September 5. This week also sees the opening 
of “Sargent in Context at the Boston Public Library” at — where else? — the 
BPL’s Copley Square branch; it opens June 7 and runs through July 30. And 
the grandaddy of them all is the Museum of Fine Arts’s “John Singer 
Sargent,” a huge retrospective featuring 160 of Sargent’s greatest oils and 
watercolors (including Madame X, in photo) and the unveiling of the MFA’s 
newly restored Sargent murals (his last decorative works before his death). 
That one runs June 27 through September 26, and separate tickets are 
required for admission.

that was Dr. Evil’s do. He’s also much more 
subdued than other times he has met with the 
press. The reason, he reveals, is hockey: he’s 
having a patriotic moment. “I’m watching the 
[Toronto Maple] Leafs series with bated 
breath. Tell me that hockey isn’t a large part 
of being Canadian.” 

The secret to Austin Powers, Myers offers, 
is “silliness,” a word he invokes almost from 
the moment he enters the interview suite. 
“Heather Graham was silly, and in the movie, 
there’s virtual sex, virtual smut, virtual 
violence. I think it’s just silly.” Or consider 
the capricious pretension of the film’s trailer. 
“If you see one film this summer, make it 
Star Wars,” it advises. “If you see two, make 
it Austin Powers.” 

“I saw this whole project as a cosmic in- 
joke,” Myers continues, delighting in the idea 
that The Spy Who Shagged Me is the 
complete antithesis of a message movie. It’s 
strictly lightweight entertainment that’s 
benefitted from its understated guerrilla

marketing — you can’t destroy something 
that doesn’t even take itself seriously. 

Myers once said success mattered only as 
it was seen through his father’s eyes. But Eric 
Myers’s death in 1991 — he died from 
severe burns received from taking a bath in 
scalding hot water while in the late stages of 
Alzheimer’s disease — changed his son’s 
view of the world. “Success does not answer 
any questions in your personal life at all,” 
says Myers, who still appears to be grieving 
when he speaks of his father. “I also learned 
not to make any predictions, ‘cause if I had 
planned things, my dad would still be alive.” 

And that would make The Spy Who 
Shagged Me . . . therapy? “It was a two- 
month party,” Myers acknowledges. 
into a room with three-by-five cards, and if 
you’ve got a joke, it goes on the three-by-five 
and it goes on the wall. We were very sad on 
the last day, but I had the most fun I ever had 
doing this.”

“You get 
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dream, Neo, that you were so sure was real? 
What if you were unable to wake from that 
dream, Neo? How would you know the 


difference between the dream world and the 


real world?” 


So asks Laurence Fishburne’s 
Morpheus of Keanu Reeves’s 
hacker hero in The Matrix, just 
before unraveling the dream and 
sending Neo on the excellent 
adventure of restoring the real 
world. The irony, of course, is 
that it’s precisely that kind of 
dream that viewers of The Matrix 
bought a ticket to experience in 
the first place, the kind of escape 
from reality the Dream Factory 
first started spinning out more 
than a hundred years ago. 

Lately, though, with advances 
in computer and other technolo- 
gy, the product has gotten a lot 
more convincing, and the willing 
suspension of disbelief is accom- 
panied by increasing anxiety. 
Along with The Matrix, a number 
of recent films have posed a para- 
noid premise not unlike Plato’s 
Cave, suggesting that what we 
take for granted as the real world 
is itself a construct, a virtual unre- 
ality. 

David Cronenberg’s eXistenZ, 
the Spanish thriller Open Your 
Eyes, and such upcoming films as 
The Astronaut’s Wife, Stigmata, 
Roman Polanski’s The Ninth 
Game, and perhaps even Stanley 
Kubrick’s mysterious last opus, 
Eyes Wide Shut (based on the 
Schnitzler novella Traum- 
novellen), play variations on this 
tantalizing, terrifying idea. 
Indeed, The Thirteenth Floor — 
in which a team of computer 
entrepreneurs begin to suspect 
that the game they’ve been devel- 
oping might be less illusory than 
they thought, and their own world 
more so — displays its preten- 
sions from the beginning, quoting 
as an epigraph Descartes’s dic- 
tum “Cogito ergo sum.” Small 
comfort if, as the philosopher 
speculates in his Meditations on 
First Philosophy, “an evil genius 
as clever and deceitful as he is 
powerful” has, like a crazed, 
omnipotent Hollywood director, 
spun out a grand illusion to 
deceive us. 

Such an evil genius lay at the 
heart of the seminal horror film 
and perhaps the first to toy with 
the notion of virtual reality, the 
German Expressionist silent The 
Cabinet of Dr. Caligari (1919). 
Written by Hans Janowitz and 
Carl Mayer and directed by 
Robert Wiene, it begins with the 
hero Francis telling his story, 
which flashes back to a provincial 
town composed of deranged, 
obviously painted backdrops. 
Francis’s best friend is murdered, 
and Francis suspects the mounte- 
bank Dr. Caligari and Caligari’s 
somnambulist Cesare of the 
crime. He pursues the doctor to 
the local insane asylum, where 
notions of sanity and insanity, 
reality and illusion, begin to tum- 
ble. 


Originally, as Siegfried 


Kracauer points out in his classic 
book of film criticism From 








Caligari to Hitler, the screenwrit- 
ers had intended their film as an 
indictment of insane authority. 
But the director, Wiene, attached 
a framing device that discredited 
the hero’s point of view and vindi- 
cated the murderous tyrant. 
Believing that “the evolution of 
the films of a nation are fully 
understandable only in relation to 
the actual psychological pattern 
of [that] nation,” Kracauer saw in 
the dream of Caligari a prefigur- 
ing of the historical nightmare to 
come — Hitler and the Third 
Reich. (You can draw your own 
conclusions this weekend: 
Caligari plays at the Harvard Film 
Archive on Sunday.) 

Back in America, everyone was 
more lighthearted — the new 
medium of movies was seen not as 
a dark Rorschach test of the cul- 
tural psyche but as a grand amuse- 
ment-park ride, a great escape. 
Buster Keaton took some of the 
same material as Dr. Caligari — a 
romantic rivalry, a mysterious 
crime, blurred reality — and made 
the comedy Sherlock, Jr. (1924), in 
which he plays a movie projection- 
ist studying to become a detective. 
When he’s forbidden to see his 
sweetheart after being falsely 
accused of theft, he applies his 
neophyte gumshoe skills to the 
case, but to no avail. Resigned to 
his fate, he returns to his day job, 
falling asleep in the booth and pro- 
jecting a more heroic version of his 
own story. 

Keaton’s sleuth did not turn his 
detecting know-how to uncover- 
ing the source of his illusion — 
and neither were audiences in the 
feel-good Jazz Age or the feel-bad 
Depression that followed likely to 
question the reality of their 
escapist fare. Not until The 
Wizard of Oz (1939) did the 
source and purpose of all the 
make-believe become an issue. 
Like Keaton in his projection 
booth, the great and powerful Oz 
proved to be not only a humbug 
but a dream himself. The techni- 
color hallucination collapses to 
reveal gray Kansas again, but this 
time Dorothy is wiser and 
stronger, ready, perhaps, to 
defend her home against the 
whirlwind of war to come. 

A variation on this fantasy is 
Frank Borzage’s Strange Cargo 
(1940), in which an Oz-like com- 
pany of misfits, including Clark 
Gable’s thief and Joan Crawford’s 
woman of ill repute, sail off in a 
boat to escape a French prison 
island. Their wizard, though, 
proves to be an enigmatic Christ 
figure, and the trappings of a 
romantic adventure drop to reveal 
a Bunyan-esque allegory. The 
couple abandon their illusory 
desires and commit themselves to 
reforming their lives — the kind 
of dedication that would resound 
more memorably in Casablanca. 

By 1944, though, the virtues of 
service and sacrifice were begin- 


Machine dreams 


Virtual unreality from Caligari to The Matrix

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ning to surrender to selfishness 
and resentment. In The Woman in 
the Window (1944), Nazi exile 
Fritz Lang revived the “And then I 
woke up” plot device with inge- 
nious effect. Edward G. Robinson 
plays a dowdy professor of psy- 
chology, a domesticated Caligari 
frustrated with his regimented 





conformity. After one too many 
glasses of port at his club, he falls 
for a woman whose portrait he 
spots in a_ store window. 
Romantic comedy fades to film 
noir as the professor pays for his 
fling by becoming the target of, 
and one of the participants in, a 
murder investigation. A similar 
scenario ensues in The Big Clock 
(1948, remade with a Reagan- 
era, Evil Empire twist in 1987 as 
No Way Out), in which worka- 
holic magazine editor Ray 
Milland indulges in a lost week- 
end and must solve a murder he 











might have committed. 

The lesson here, of course, is to 
behave oneself, but also not to 
examine things too closely. 
Freudianism was fashionable in 
the 40s and ’50s, and central to 
that mythology is the story of 
Oedipus, who not only had fami- 
ly problems but also asked too 
many questions. In the diabolical- 
ly clever Dead of Night (1945), a 
quartet of ghost stories is topped 
by an archly terrifying frame tale. 
An architect drives up to a coun- 
try manor for a gathering. As he 
meets those within (each, of 
course, with his or her own story 
to tell), he tells them that it all 
vaguely reminds him of a dream. 
A sense of impending doom com- 
pels him to leave, but a skeptical 
psychiatrist in the group dis- 
suades him, insisting that he 
needs to confront his fear. The 
poor man’s resolve to learn the 
truth ends in a nightmare that is 
recurrent, inescapable, and 
wickedly funny. 

Neither will the distance of 
centuries and light years be 
enough to escape the chaos of the 
psyche, as the astronauts who set 
foot on Forbidden Planet (1956) 
will discover. Based loosely on 
Shakespeare’s The Tempest, this 
stars Walter Pidgeon as a 
Prospero-like scientist who, along 
with his Miranda-like daughter 
and a mechanical Ariel, is the sole 
colonist on a planet where what is

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imagined becomes real through 
the agency of a giant ancient alien 
machine. The only serpent in this 
Eden is a dormant monster who 
revives when Leslie Nielsen and 
his lusty starship crew arrive to 
ogle the scientist’s daughter. The 
scientist learns to his regret that 
the ravaging beast is, in fact, his 
own id. 

Oppression as well as repres- 
sion loomed as a theme in the 
films featuring illusory realities 
that recurred throughout the Cold 
War, providing, in the Kracauer 
tradition, a secret history of our 
country’s politics and psychology. 
The normality of suburban life 
conceals a plague of conformity 
in Invasion of the Body Snatchers 
(1956), in which to sleep is to 
bring on the dream of an alien 
mass _ identity. In John 
Frankenheimer’s The Man- 
churian Candidate (1962), patri- 
otic virtues prove to be delusions 
cooked up by brainwashing tech- 
niques and a bad case of Oedipal 
attachment. 

In Planet of the Apes (1968), 
errant astronaut Charlton Heston 
scorns the neo-primitive, environ- 
mentally sound civilization of our 
fellow primates but finds that the 
human version is no place like 
home either. The Caligari-like 
specter of authority, invoked by 
the generation gap of the ’60s and 
the Vietnam War, proves 
grotesque indeed when portrayed 
on the naked body of Rod Steiger 
in The Illustrated Man (1969). 
And deceptions of the Watergate 
era are mirrored in Francis 
Coppola’s The Conversation 
(1974), as a surveillance expert’s 
life, upon examination, proves not 
worth living (or worth reliving, as 
last year’s flawed Enemy of the 
State demonstrated). 

With the advent of the Great 
Communicator in the ’80s and 
the development of computer and 
other technology, the theme of 
deceptive realities in films became 
less political and more gimmicky 
and self-involved, even solipsistic. 
The new video-game fad got off 
to a false start with Tron (1982), 
which starred Jeff Bridges as a 
software designer who, like 
Keaton before him, gets drawn 
too deeply into his work. Like the 
time-traveling The Terminator 
(1984), not ‘to “méntion ~ The 
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Matrix nearly two decades later, 
the bad guys prove to be the 
machines themselves. But Tron’s 
graphics were too dinky, its reso- 
lution as bland as Bill Gates. 

For a while, at any rate, the 
fancy new hardware and software 
couldn’t beat the old stand-bys of 
concupiscence and guilt, the 
splatter of slasher violence, and 
the queasy vertigo of the recur- 
rent dream. Hence the success of 
the franchise begun by Wes 
Craven with A Nightmare on Elm 
Street (1984) and its sequels. But 
increasingly in the ’90s the partic- 
ipation required of dreaming, 
unconscious though it may be, 


has been supplanted by the com- | 


plete passivity of the consumer. In 
Paul Verhoeven’s underrated 
Total Recall (1990), Arnold 
Schwarzenegger plays a con- 
struction worker in a future fas- 
cist society who tries to escape the 
meaningless drudgery of his life 
by having the fake memory of a 
secret agent implanted in his 
brain. In Kathryn Bigelow’s 
Strange Days (1995), Ralph 
Fiennes plays a sleazy black-mar- 
ket purveyor of memory implants 
who gets in over his head on the 
eve of the millennium. And prov- 
ing that surrogate lives are not the 
exclusive domain of the lower 
classes is The Game, in which bil- 
lionaire Michael Douglas finds 
himself the client/victim of a 
company that transforms one’s 
life into a blockbuster movie. 

At least in The Game the hero 
has a life to call his own, unlike the 
figments that inhabit the synthe- 
sized universe of Dark City 
(1998), or the media-synthesized 
everyman played by Jim Carrey, 
whose life is sham watched by mil- 
lions in The Truman Show (1998). 
In these films, as in The Matrix, 
eXistenZ, and the other recent vir- 
tual-reality romps, the alternative 
to the dream is either a reality too 
bleak to contemplate or nothing at 
all. As Puck assures us at the end 
of A Midsummer Night’s Dream, 
that hoary classic of airy nothing 
recently given a new habitation on 
the screen, “Think but this, and all 
is mended,/That you have but 
slumbered here/While these 
visions did appear.” In other 
words, don’t worry, it’s only a 
movie. And that might be the 


scatiest reality of all. ‘ a 
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Un-Cannes-y? 


Life is beautiful even on the Croisette 


Creeping Benigni-ism? An eye to feel-good 
box office? Some genuine personality trans- 
formations? Whatever, a gentler, kinder cine- 
ma prevailed in last month’s competition at the 
52nd Cannes Film Festival, even from the most 
hardboiled, brooding, scabrous of filmmakers. 


Japan’s Takeshi Kitano, world- 
famous for his blood-soaked, 
self-starring cop movie Hana-Bi 
(“Fireworks”), unveiled Kikujiro, 
a sentimental tale of the friend- 
ship of a retired 
yakuza (Kitano) 
and a lonely lit- 
tle boy. “I got 
tired with mak- 


ing gangster 
movies in a 
row,” he 


explained. “You 
get fed up eating 
the same food 
all the time.” Except when 
Kitano forgets his new pacifism 
and beats up a gay pedophile, 
there’s almost no violence in 
Kikujiro. A cynical film critic 
called it “Patch Kitano.” 

Tim Robbins went from direct- 
ing the execution-chamber hor- 
rors of Dead Man Walking to, at 
Cannes, the let’s-put-on-a-show 
agitprop cheerleading of Cradle 
Will Rock. Spain’s Pedro 
Almodévar left behind his tacky- 
colored, high-heeled, gay comic 
world for, with Todo sobre mi 
madre (“All About My Mother”), 
a humanist melodrama about a 
middle-aged woman (Cecilia 
Roth) whose son has been killed 
in an auto accident. 

Canada’s Atom  Egoyan 
(Exotica, The Sweet Hereafter) 
remained true to his romantically 
ghoulish world view in Felicia’s 
Journey, in which a pregnant 
young Irish girl (Elaine Cassidy) 
searching England for the 
boyfriend who has abandoned 
her is befriended by a serial killer 
(Bob Hoskins). Yet even the 
uncompromising Egoyan felt 
compelled to change the chilly 
conclusion of the William Trevor 
novel on which the movie is 
based. 

And what can be said to exon- 
erate the new David Lynch — 
our David Lynch of Eraserhead, 
Blue Velvet, Twin Peaks — for 
weighing in at Cannes with the 
heartwarming, totally non-ironic 
The Straight Story, whose title 
tells all. This is a based-in-fact. 
tale of an elderly lowan named 
Alvin Straight (Richard 
Farnsworth) who, in 1995, drove 
350 miles atop a John Deere 
lawnmower to see his ailing 
brother (Harry Dean Stanton) 
and end their long-time enmity. 

“You'd have to say it’s not like 
films I’ve done lately,” Lynch 
said at a Cannes press confer- 
ence. “It was the emotion of the 
script, and I think it was the phe- 
nomenon of forgiveness, that 
struck me. People react to things, 
and I reacted to it. Something is 
in the air; it seemed the right 


thing to do.” 
Something is in the air? Has 
Lynch, with his aw-shucks 


Jimmy Stewart voice, really been 
lovably conservative Stewart all 
this time? “He’s, a Reaganite 














Republican,” a critic who has 
visited Lynch at home told me. 
The critic believes that Blue 
Velvet’s sappy closure was actu- 
ally meant sincerely by Lynch. 
“This is a des- 
perately 
unhappy 
world,” _ the 
critic told me 
Lynch has lec- 
tured him, “so 
you have to 
believe in 
something.” 

At Cannes, it 
wasn’t just filmmakers who 
embraced positive thinking but 
film critics as well, even the usu- 
ally iconoclastic. | was amazed at 
those who championed the feel- 
swell antics of Cradle Will Rock, 
Tim Robbins’s vastly disappoint- 
ing panorama of intellectual and 
political life in the American 
1930s, in which everyone 
famous, from Diego Rivera to 
John Houseman, is reduced to 
caricature. The worst: Angus 
MacFadyen’s arm-flailing, boor- 
ish, pre-Kane Orson Welles, 
bereft even of the booming voice. 

Critics were divided over 
whether Kitano’s Kikujiro was a 
delightful throwback to the slap- 
stick of Chaplin and Keaton or 
just a throwaway. (I’m in the 
middle: some extraordinary sight 
gags, minor Kitano.) Almo- 
dévar’s Todo sobre mi madre was 
the most popular film by far at 
Cannes, and practically every 
journalist’s choice for Cannes’s 
grand prize, the coveted Palme 
d’Or. (I didn’t see it! The most 
feeble of excuses, but my alarm 
clock didn’t go off for the early- 
morning screening. I swear!) 

The always vocal French press 
ran about proclaiming Lynch’s 
The Straight Story a “master- 
piece!” I liked it okay, but 
Freddie Francis’s marvelous cin- 
ematography excepted, this 
Lynch movie seemed no more 
than an accomplished HBO 
movie. About Felicia’s Journey, 
there was near unanimity: a 
noble try by Egoyan, very effec- 
tive in parts, but finally some- 
thing less than The Sweet 
Hereafter. My take is that the 
movie suffers from the fatal flaw 
of Trevor’s book: all the deter- 
mined art cannot disguise the 
fact that the psycho serial-killer 
story at the center is tabloid 
trash. 

Two movies in the official 
competition were despised by 
one and all, Nikita Mikhalkov’s 
The Barber of Siberia and Peter 
Greenaway’s 8-1/2 Women. 
Mikhalkov’s vanity-press pro- 
duction (the most expensive 
Russian film ever made) com- 
bines inept farce, a stupid 1885- 
set historical story, a charmless, 
grating performance by Julia 
Ormond as a beautiful (7?) 
American woman in, Moscow,

and a stupefying three hours of 
running time. A veteran Variety 
reporter told me that “The 
Barber of Siberia is Cannes’s 
worst opening-night film in at 
least 15 years.” Could be. 

I’ve liked every other 
Mikhalkov movie I’ve seen (The 
Slave of Love, Burnt by the Sun, 
etc.). Yet somehow the disas- 
trous Barber of Siberia showing 
seemed a proper comeuppance 
for the pompous, patrician film- 
maker, who is contemplating a 
run for the post- Yeltsin presiden- 
cy on a Russian nationalist plat- 
form. Back home, The Barber is 
supposedly a mega-hit. 
Mikhalkov bragged to a Dutch 
critic that, in Moscow, every 
third viewer marches to the box 
office afterward and purchases a 
ticket to see it again. If true (hor- 
rors!), Mikhalkov is the Russian 
George Lucas. 

As for my _ catching 
Greenaway’s 8-1/2 Women: the 
daily punitive 8:30 a.m. screen- 
ings of the competition films had 
gotten to me deep in the festival. 
After watching a few minutes of 
nonsense in which a rich man 
(John Standing) and his spoiled 
adult son (Matthew Delamere) 
bed down together in the nude 
and discuss their penises, I fell 
into the deepest sleep, only to be 
jarred awake at the end by a the- 
ater of boos from the antago- 
nized press. 


I BEGAN THIS REPORT by 
noting the movement toward 
“nice” in the official competition. 
Fortunately, in line with my own 
poisonous, life-is-a-failure-and- 
then-we-die aesthetic, there were 
several vivid exceptions. Here is 
where I parted from disbelieving 
journalist friends, who were 





revolted by my admiration for 
Aleksandr Sokurov’s Moloch, a 
film that imagines two days in 
the romantic life of Hitler and | 


Eva Braun, and for Bruno 
Dumont’s Lhumanité (“Hu- 
manity”), which concerns the 
ever-foiled attempts of an 
unfathomably dimwitted cop 
(Emmanuel Schotté) to ferret 
out a rapist killer. 

Moloch shows Hitler arriving 
at a castle in the air, where the 
athletic Eva (she dances about 
like an Olympiad Leni 
Riefenstahl) awaits him. They 
have meals with Martin Bormann 
and Mr. and Mrs. Goebbels, and 
everyone acts coarsely. Adolf and 
Eva go to their bedroom and play 
silly erotic games. The next day, 
Adolf departs. 

What’s the point, people kept 
asking, frustrated. But there’s no 
point from the fine Russian film- 
maker of Mother and Son except 
a perfect dramatization of 
Hannah Arendt’s riveting con- 
cept of the banality of evil. 
Sokurov imagines on screen the 
oafish, stultefyingly mediocre 
private life of the Nazi architects 
of doom. The Russian actor 
Leonid Mosgovoi is Hitler. 

And the much-loathed 
Lhumanité? This was my per- 
sonal choice for the Palme d’Or, 
a metaphysical policier cast with 
non-actors from Normandy. 
Among the audience turnoffs: 
close-up shots of vaginas, three 
long episodes of screwing involv- 
ing two very ugly people, and 
endless scenes of the bug-eyed, 
slow-slow-talking detective fum- 
bling about while the child mur- 
der goes unsolved. 

“Understanding the meaning 
of my film should be able to 
appease the horror,” Lhumanité 
filmmaker Dumont (director of 
The Life of Jesus) said at Cannes, 
“but I film it in all its crudeness. 
Film should film the inhuman.” 

I was surprised when the 
Cannes jury gave its Best 
Screenplay Award to Moloch. | 
was amazed when it awarded 











Lhumanité the prestigious sec- 
ond-place Grand Jury Prize. I was 
incredulous when it gave Best 
Actor and shared Best Actress to 
L’humanité’s amateur _ stars. 
(Séverine Caneele, who plays a 
sexually charged factory worker, 
is hunk-shouldered and plain- 
faced, a distinctly working-class 
type deliciously out of place as a 
leading lady!) The awards were 
hissed and booed, especially as 
Dumont thanked the jury: “This 
prize will give me strength to 
impose this kind of cinema — 
demanding cinema, cinema as is 
should be.” 

The Palme d’Or went to 
Rosetta, by the talented Belgian 
brothers Luc and Jean-Pierre 
Dardenne (La promesse), a film 
about the harsh life of an unem- 
ployed young woman (Emilie 
Dequenne, who shared Best 
Actress). People liked Rosetta 
despite its darkness, but it wasn’t 
exactly a dazzling public-rela- 
tions pick. Not when there were 
decent films in the competition 
by Robbins, Egoyan, Lynch, Jim 
Jarmusch (Ghost Dog: The Way 
of the Samurai), John Sayles 
(Limbo), and Almodévar. 
Almodovar got a bit of consola- 
tion: the prize for Best Director. 

Who made up this notorious 
jury? It was headed by David 
Cronenberg and included actors 
Holly Hunter and Jeff Goldblum 
and Aussie filmmaker George 
Miller (Mad Max, Babe: Pig in 
the City). “We had no agenda,” 
Cronenberg told USA Today, 
“except to confront the films as 
we saw them without any pre- 
conceptions.” 

Thanks, David. For once I felt 
vindicated; for once what I saw 
as potent, meaningful cinema got 
endorsed at the top. How differ- 
ent from the alienating 
Spielberg-is-beautiful, Miramax- 
in-love Oscars! Hooray for 
Cannes!

But Wang’s profession tra- 
ditionally is a solitary one, and the 
secret of face changing is some- 
thing that can be passed on only to 
his male heir. His sorrow is that his 
son died as a child, and his wife 
tired of him and left long ago. 

So Wang decides to adopt, pur- 
chasing a boy from the benighted 
parents — and occasional kidnap- 
pers — who offer children for sale 
on the streets. Plenty of girls are 
available, since they have little 
value in these supremely patriar- 
chal times, but Wang needs a son 
and pays market value to a dubi- 
ous ruffian for little Doggie (Zhou 
Ren-ying), a delightful and very 
well behaved urchin with a gift for 
acrobatics. Old man, child, and 
monkey bond briefly, sailing the 
river in his boat, until an accident 
with Freudian implications inter- 
venes. A prankster causes Wang to 
cut his leg as he’s showing off his 
expertise with a knife, and when he 
orders Doggie to pee on a rag as a 
disinfectant (a plot device unlikely 
to be seen in any Hollywood 
movie), the tearful child admits 
he’s a girl.

reconciled, though not before an 
attempted lachrymose parting at 
dockside with memorable emoting 
from the monkey. The crusty old 
macho pig Wang begrudgingly 
begins to respect his charge for her 
athletic skills, back-scratching 
ability, and dogged devotion. 
Nonetheless, he refuses to initiate 
her into the face-changing skills, 
and Doggie’s efforts first to learn 
the craft on the sly and later to ful- 
fill the old man’s wish for a male 
heir backfire disastrously. 

It’s meat-and-potatoes melo- 
drama with style, the kind of 
clean-old-man/cute-child formu- 
lation that, as Pauline Kael has 
pointed out, is a sure thing in for- 
eign films. Especially here, where 
it’s pulled off with such restraint 
and tasteful aplomb by the old 
trouper Wu, and with a monkey 
and a quasi-feminist subtext 
tossed in for good measure. As 
much as one tries to resist, little 
Doggie’s tears at the riverside and 
old Wang’s general mien of long- 
suffering resignation evoke pathos, 
particularly given the director’s

More subtle and poignant, 
though, is the film’s reflexivity.

guorous pacing, and fever-dream 
visuals.

Muddled Mikado 


The Huntington’s high-concept G&S 


BY JEFFREY GANTZ I’ve got a little list — a very little list — of 
Gilbert & Sullivan productions I haven’t enjoyed, and the Mikado that’s 
up now at the Huntington very nearly made it. In the end the high 


spirits of a talented cast win ‘out 
over the director’s misplaced high 
concept, but it’s a close call, as 
close as Nanki-Poo comes to being 
beheaded or Ko-Ko to being boiled 
in oil. 

It’s not as if I were a G&S 
novice. I saw the legendary 1960

and let Gilbert and Sullivan do the 
thinking. A dramatist with big ideas 
and spare stagings — a Sophocles 
or a Shakespeare — can stand 
transformation (like the ART’s 
resetting John Ford’s "Tis Pity She’s

Ma Bell TV Mikado with Groucho 
as Ko-Ko and Stanley Holloway as 
Pooh-Bah. I’ve seen Jolanthe at 
Oxford, The Mikado at First Night, 
and innumerable Publick Theatre 
and Harvard G&S productions 
over the past 30 years. I was 
entranced by Larry Carpenter’s two 
previous G&S efforts for the 
Huntington, H.M.S. Pinafore in 
1°90 and Jolanthe in 1996. The 
best of these have concerned them- 
se:ves with good acting and singing 
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humor of a Mikado or a 
Fledermaus or a Student Prince is 
rooted in its particulars. 

At the Huntington the particulars 
are not those of G&S. Theatrical 
illusion is dispelled by one’s first 
glimpse of the set: “MacKenzie 
Theatrical Warehouse” stenciled 
across the back; an ancient armoire 
to the left, crammed with pottery 
and wicker baskets; an ancient 
upright piano and four-legged 
stool; a narrow stair to the right;

and, center, a huge splashy poster 
featuring Nanki-Poo — Hiroshige 
meets Peter Max. We’re evidently 
backstage at the Savoy, with cast 
members running about in their 
everyday Victorian dress under the 
baleful eye of a white-suited WS. 
Gilbert. And for the opening “If you 
want to know who we are/We are 
gentlemen of Japan” chorus, the 
performers, in their striped shirts 
and suspenders and neckties, are 
still palpably gentlemen of Victoria. 
That’s the idea behind this G&S 
piffle, of course: for all that the 
trappings of The Mikado turn 
Japanese, the story and the satire 
are as English as Yorkshire pud- 
ding. No Japanese trappings, no 
joke. 

In the course of the 
evening the costumes and 
the sets (without excep- 
tion gorgeous) gradually 
kick in, as if rehearsal 
were becoming produc- 
tion; by the end we see 
“Japan” in all its glory. As 
a conceit this is small beer 
next to the 1992 D’Oyly 
Carte Mikado (the 
Mikado and Ko-Ko on 
stilts; Pish-Tush as a 
Keystone Kop), but the 
irritation I felt every time I 
saw suspenders made -it 
hard to focus on the story. 
(In a nutshell: wandering 
minstrel Nanki-Poo loves 
the luscious Yum-Yum, 
but his father, the 
Mikado, has betrothed 
him to the not so luscious 
Katisha, and_ besides, 
Yum-Yum is to wed her 
guardian, the executioner 
Ko-Ko, but meanwhile 
the Mikado expects Ko- 
Ko to do some executing, 
so the deal is that Nanki- 
Poo will enjoy a month of 
wedded bliss with Yum- 
Yum and then allow Ko- 
Ko to behead him, only no 
one’s remembered that if 








Nanki-Poo is beheaded, his wife by 
law must be buried alive, at which 
point Katisha shows up, and after 
her the Mikado, and when Ko-Ko 
informs the Mikado that he’s exe- 
cuted Nanki-Poo, which is not to 
say that he has, he’s informed that 
Nanki-Poo is, or was, the Mikado’s 
son and that boiling in oil is the 
least he can expect — any ques- 
tions?) All the while backstage and 
on-stage continue to conflate: the 
“Brightly dawns our wedding day” 
madrigal for Yum-Yum, Nanki- 
Poo, Pitti-Sing, and Pish-Tush is a 
hilarious backstage tea break, and 
Ko-Ko courts Katisha at her dress- 
ing table and in and about the cos- 
tume rack. These setpieces are 
clever, but I wish as much attention 
had been paid to enunciation and 
balance: the otherwise commend- 
able orchestra plays too loud, and 
much of Gilbert’s wordplay gets 
lost. : 
The singing, at least, is superb, 
and so is much of the acting. Eric 
van Hoven makes for an earnest if 
somewhat humorless Nanki-Poo; 
J.B. Adams is appropriately 
pompous and obtuse as minister- 
of-all-offices Pooh-Bah; Kenneth 
Kantor is a “nothing personal” 
Mafia don of a Mikado; Marie 
Danvers has a memorable Miss 
Piggy moment when Yum-Yum 
tries to back out of her contract 
with Nanki-Poo, and she’s affecting 
overall if a tad arch. Larry Paulsen’s 
authoritative Ko-Ko, a Texas- 
acented cross between Don Knotts 
and Dean Jones, is full of subtle 
shadings but too wink-wink nudge- 
nudge for my taste, and his “little 
list”? number would have been the 
better for less repetition (or was 
that an opening-night mess-up?) 
and more updating. He flowers in 
his duet with Marsha Bagwell’s 
Katisha, and indeed it’s the large 
but not plain Bagwell who redeems 
this Mikado, singing radiantly and 
reminding us that we’re never too 
old, or too hip, to buy into G&S’s 
sublime silliness. «

Roosters; Speed-the-Plow 


BY ANNE MARIE DONAHUE In Roosters (presented by the 
Peabody House Theatre Coop through June 19), Milcha Sanchez-Scott 
goes for the whole Tex-Mex enchilada, rolling together comedy and 


tragedy, the ridiculous and the 
sublime, pure pathos and wry 
parody into one piquant, if over- 
stuffed, play about a dirt-poor 
Mexican-American family pecked 
apart by a prizefighting killer 
chicken. Like the play, the PHTC 
production is ballsy and ambi- 
tious, with loud live music, risky 
stage business, and quite a few 
actors with little or no profession- 
al experience. But most of the 
neophytes make up in cheek and 
guts what they lack in dramatic 
finesse, and the sets, lighting, and 
sound are right on the money 
The soap-operatic plot sug- 
gests something Eugene O’Neill 
might have written if he’d had a 
sense of humor and been sauced 
on cheap Tequila instead of Irish 
whiskey. There’s the bad dad, the 
long-suffering mom, the bitter 
son, the virginal daughter, and the 
salacious but solacing whore, all 
cooped up together with pugna- 
cious poultry in a frenetic melo- 
drama that winks and snickers at 
its own wacky excess. Set outside 
a ramshackle house in San

Jacinto, Texas, the action is 
crammed into a single day, iden- 
tified only as “tomorrow.” In the 
morning, Gallo Morales returns 
to the family roost fresh from a 
stint in the slammer, where he’s 
done time for knifing a neighbor 
to death during a dispute over a 
bird. By nightfall, the Morales 
clan has acted out every psycho- 
sexual conflict in the Oedipal 





encyclopedia and then some. 
Sanchez-Scott’s style, however, is 
akin less to O’Neill than to 
Gabriel Garcia Marquez. gone 
gonzo. Flapping back and forth 
from freighted drama to an airy 


kind of magic surrealism, 
Roosters is one weird bird, but it 
flies. 


Sanchez-Scott’s eccentric wit 
is what gives her play wings. With

a single exception, the characters 
are stock. Gallo Morales, the 
deadbeat dad, is all machismo; his 
wife is the selfless workhorse des- 
perate to keep the family together; 
her sister Chata is the brassy slut 
with a heart of 10-carat gold; and 
the son, Hector, is standard-issue 
angry avenger, a pent-up mess of 
a man who hates his father for 
mistreating his mother and 
resents his mother for putting up 
with the callous jerk. 

But there’s nothing off-the- 
shelf about Angela, the 15-year- 
old baby of the fragmented fami- 
ly. Maniacally religious, she’s the 
self-appointed guardian “angel of 
the yard,” and she dresses the 
part, clad until the very end in a 
gauzy white shift and a pair of 
feathered wings. Angela doggedly 
resists adulthood: in an early 
scene, she prays to Saint 
Anthony, patron saint of lost 
things, to give her back her child’s 
body, and she later asks him to 
locate the champion bird for her 
father, chanting: “Tony, Tony, 
look around. Something’s lost 








and can’t be found.” Devout but 
endearingly whimsical, she enacts 
telling scenes with the saint dolls 
she hauls around in a box, writes 
wise-ass epitaphs on the tiny 
headstones in the mini-cemetery 
she maintains in the yard, and 
repeatedly faces down two omi- 
nous shades she recognizes as the 
Shadow of Rancor and the 
Shadow of Resentment. In a fan- 
tastic twist at the end, she forges 
by sheer faith a blessed, if 
ambiguous, redemption for her 
kith and kin. 

Angela is obviously the play’s 
critical role, so give director 
Brendan Hughes credit for a 
smart choice in casting Maya 
Parra. A cherubic beauty in her 
early 20s, Parra balances Angela 
between willed innocence and 
wild impishness. Wayne Vargas 
and Alex Bakalarz are convinc- 
ing, if a bit stiff, as the father and 
son; Susy Ibrahim is memorable 
as the blowzy Chata. Weston 
Walls and Seth Wachtell are good 
as the shadows and great as the 
roosters, who face off in a couple 
of balletic bird battles. Although 
Antonio Baez has a lovely singing 
voice, which he shows off in pre- 
curtain Spanish serenade and 
sing-along, his English is so 
heavily accented that it’s hard to 
understand him as the clownish 
Adan, and Johanna Winer is 
hopelessly adrift in the mother 
role, in part because she can’t 
manage a Latino accent. But this 
production of Roosters is some- 
thing to crow about. 

Would I could say as much 
about the Stanley B. Theatre’s 
tedious and arrhythmic production 
of David Mamet’s Speed-the- 
Plow (presented through June 12 
at the BCA’s Leland Center). 





Timing is everything in this play, as 
in much of Mamet, and this cast 
ain’t got the beat. The dialogue 
should rat-a-tat like a semi-auto- 
matic blasting away in spurts of 
iambic pentameter; this production 
has all the bang of pop gun.

Felicity Huffman on the mirthful Mamet 
BY ANNE MARIE DONAHUE David Mamet has written a Late 


Victorian drawing-room comedy. Yes, you read that right. And yes, this 
is the very same Mamet who won a Pulitzer for Glengarry Glen Ross, 


that gritty play turned film about 
a bunch of sweaty, conniving 
foul-mouthed guys in the real- 
estate biz, the very same Mamet 
who wrote Speed-the-Plow about 
similarly down-and-dirty guys in 
Hollywood. In Boston Marriage, 
which opens this Friday in its 
world-premiere ART production 
at the Hasty Pudding Theatre, 
the guy count is a goose egg. Set 
in fin de siécle Boston, and 
directed by Mamet himself, the 
play explores the loving but 
vexed relationship between two 
women, Anna and Claire. 

“Yes, it really is a drawing- 
room comedy, along the lines of 
Oscar Wilde,” confirms Felicity 
Huffman, who plays Anna, a far 
cry from her regular television 
role as the brash Dana Whitaker 
on Sports Night. We get to wear 
dresses and corsets and put our 
hair up. There are reticules and 
parasols. And the writing is real- 
ly funny: very urbane, very cut- 
ting, very witty, and very light. 





But it’s also a love story, a duet 
between two women [Mamet’s 
wife, Rebecca Pidgeon, is 
Claire], and I think Mary 
McCann, who plays the maid, is 
the chorus. It’s the kind of clas- 
sic play where everything is 
going along fine, then it gets 
turned around and upside down 
before finally coming to a new 
resolution.” 

Asked whether the twists of the 
relationship turn on_ sex, 
Huffman hedges. “Now we have 
such clear delineations, but back 
then things were much less 
defined. Anna and Claire are 
very, very close friends. Yes, 
they’re lesbians, and their rela- 
tionship is sexual in nature. But 
the play is more about the mar- 
riage, about the negotiations that 
go on, about what each person 
needs and what they’re willing to 
give up. What makes it deep and 
interesting is that they’re outside 
of society, on the fringe. They 
have to figure out how they’re 





going to keep themselves in the 
manner to which they are accus- 
tomed, how they’re going to sur- 
vive, not just in society but within 
their marriage, within their love.” 

Huffman, who’s been working 
with Mamet for nearly 15 years, 
acknowledges, “Of course, he’s 
never written anything like it. But 
people who think he couldn’t 
possibly pull off this kind of 
thing are just pigeonholing him. I 
know it’s unexpected, but I hope 
that people will show up just 
expecting an amusing night at 
the theater, without preconcep- 
tions. I hope they’ll appreciate it 
for what it is and not automati- 
cally view it in terms of the histo- 
ry of his other work.” 

Huffman also argues that 
Mamet’s reputation as a man’s 
man who writes few good roles 
for women is a bum rap. “He 
writes difficult, challenging roles 
for women, but he also writes dif- 
ficult, challenging roles for men. 
No one’s the hero. There wasn’t a 








heroin The 
Cryptogram, but it 
has a brilliant part 
for a woman” — 
a part that earned 
Huffman an Obie 
in 1997. “No 
one’s the hero in 
Speed-the-Plow,” 
which took her to 
Broadway. “He 
gives his women, 
along with the 
men, really diffi- 
cult jobs to do, 
and you can get 
so mad at his 
women. In Speed- 
the-Plow, for 
example, the only 
female character 
has the tough and 
often maligned 
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job of speaking BUM RAP: “I don’t think it’s true that Mamet 


the truth. So I 
don’t think it’s 
true that Mamet 
doesn’t write well 
for women. He’s certainly written 
well for me.” 

According to Huffman, Mamet 
wrote Boston Marriage, at least 
in part, because he so enjoyed 
working in the Off Broadway 
production of Dangerous Corner 
with her and Mary McCann and 
his wife. “We’re all three really 
good friends, and while we were 
doing Dangerous Corner, we'd all 
hang out backstage and laugh 
and gossip and give each other 
shit. He liked to watch us, and 
one day he said, ‘I love seeing 
you three together. Let’s do 
something else so we can all 
hang out again.’ 

“So he started writing it, set- 
ting it against a really interesting

backdrop. It’s the turn of the 
century, the gilded age, which 
was a really fun time. Who does- 
n’t love seeing an Oscar Wilde 
play? They’re so witty, so fast, 
and so amusing.

My mom was 
helping me one day with some 
references that were a bit arcane. 
And she said, ‘How does he 
know how to write this stuff? 
Oh, yes, of course. He’s a 
genius. I guess that’s how.’” @&

Zephyr brings us a new Russian era 
BY CATHERINE A. SALMONS Even you’ve never been to Moscow, 


you can get some sense of the literary scene from these lines 
by the much-loved late songwriter and poet Bulat Okudzhava: 


lo me, Muscovites are sweet 
hearts out of old stories, 

recast in Pushkin’s verse 

I like their laziness, their 
tears and laughter, 

and the bitter taste in their 
mouths 


When they sit together in an 
old kitchen, 


in the grip of strange 
thoughts, 

the bitter fate they hear on the 
guitar 


is mocking and morose. 
“In the grip of strange thoughts” 
provides the name for this new 
anthology from Brookline-based 
Zephyr Press, which is subtitled 
Russian Poetry in a New Era. 
And the volume is so richly 
ambient, so dynamic, so emo- 
tional, so thoroughly researched, 
and so well introduced, it trans- 
ports you to the bittersweet 
kitchen of Okudzhava’s poem, 
where you might even hear his 
songs calling wistfully from a 


scratched LP as the dense flow 
of talk, talk, talk keeps up its 
counterpoint till dawn. Page 
after page rings out with “tears 
and laughter . . . mocking and 
morose,” till you can almost 
experience for yourself the “bit- 
ter taste” he describes. 
“Kitchen” is also poet Mikhail 
Aizenberg’s metaphor, in his 
foreword, for the loose assem- 
blage of rivalries and alliances 
— the hub of endless, informal 
debate — that distinguishes the 
poetic ethos of today’s Russia, 
an ethos flavored by deep tradi- 
tion, “family” disputes, and the 
changing current of faiths and 
ideals. You could think of In the 
Grip of Strange Thoughts as the 
worn kitchen table around which 
32 poets declare themselves 
(many for the first time in 
English translation) with all the 
eloquence and _ beauty of 
Russia’s brooding, historic soul. 
Many of these poets, writes edi- 
tor J. Kates, had long been fix- 
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tures of Soviet Russia’s under- 
ground, banned at home but 
widely known among Russian 
expatriates in the US and 
Europe, their works smuggled 


out and published in “samizdat” 
(“self-published”) literary jour- 


nals. Here, the best of the samiz- 
dat poets Dmitry Bobyshev, 
Irina Ratushinskaya, Dmitry 
Prigov, Gennady Aygi — share 


space with former Soviet- 
approved “Writer’s Union” 
members like Aleksandr 


Tkachenko, one of the many 





ironies that make Jn the Grip of 


Strange Thoughts so compelling. 

Kates’s eye for irony is in fact 
his chief organizing principle. In 
his introduction he points out 
that poets in Russia have always 
been revered as folk heroes, more 
famous than rock stars, reading 
“in stadiums, to overflow 
crowds” — but that with the end 
of the Soviet Era came the 
decline of the Cult of the Poet. 
Now, he observes, publishing 
funds have dried up, and poetry 
is forced into “samizdat” form no 
longer by political pressure but by 
economic necessity. Just when 
they can at last speak freely, 
Russian poets find themselves 
unheard. 

Kates also has a lively, at 
times mischievous, sense of pac- 
ing. Underground “avant- 
gardists” like Aygi and Prigov 
— postmodern heirs of the 
famed (and long-suppressed) 
Vladimir Mayakovsky — appear 


alongside the “realist” poets 
once applauded in Soviet offi- 
cialdom. Russian traditionalists 
— the bards and songsters 
(Okudzhava), the virtuosi of 
formal narrative (Tkachenko, 
Elena Ignatova) — march hand 
in hand with poets who’ve 











strayed into a looser, more con- 
temporary, Western idiom: 
Viktor Sosnora, for example, 
whose muscular lines echo the 
bold, New Yorky cadences of a 
Whitman or a Ginsberg (and 
who is, in fact, the foremost 
translator of Ginsberg into 
Russian). From these disparate 
voices a strangely satisfying har- 


mony emerges — a chorus of 


vastly different styles here 
singing together of a common 
past, a common struggle, and 
common fears, as each poet 
tries to make sense of the latest 
“strange thoughts” to grip his or 
her troubled, impoverished 
land. 

The story behind Jn the Grip 
of Strange Thoughts has its own 
“bitter taste” for many in 
Boston. The literarily inclined 
will recognize Zephyr Press as 
America’s premier small-press 
publisher of Russian literature in 
translation, a niche it secured 
with its much-praised 1990 
release of The Complete Poems 
of Anna Akhmatova. Much of 
the credit for that 960-page 
tome goes to Zephyr Press 
founder Ed Hogan, who died in 
a canoeing accident in Maine in 
the fall of 1997. 

Kates pulled In the Grip of 
Strange Thoughts together in the 
wake of this sad event, creating a 
moving tribute to Hogan. With 
his team of gifted translators 
(which includes New Englander 
ED. Reeve, father of Hollywood’s 
Christopher), he refused to let the 
light go out on this “Moscow 
kitchen” — proving that light, as 
Mikhail Aizenberg so poetically 
claims, “brighter than eternal 
eclipse.” ee

Ani DiFranco talks shop 


You don’t have to be a fan of Ani DiFranco’s 





music to appreciate her accomplishments.

each other. There’s Ani the song- 
writer/performer, a compelling if 
sometimes confusing composite 
of punk rebel, coffeehouse poet, 
and feminist crusader, armed 
with an acoustic guitar, con- 
frontational attitude, and sensi- 
tive spirit. And there’s DIY Ani, 
the maverick entrepreneur, the 
one-woman Fugazi who started 
her own little record company 
(Righteous Babe) when she was 
just 19 and has 
turned away 
major-label 
suitors ever 
since, even as 
she’s sold hun- 
dreds of thou- 
sands of her 11 
solo albums and 
found herself 
on the cover of 
everything from Spin to Ms. 
Either way, you have Ani the folk 
hero, a young woman from 
Buffalo who has come to repre- 
sent something more than the 
sum of her songs and actions — 
an artist whose example has 
taken on a special relevance in 
light of giant music-business 
mergers on the one hand and the 
grassroots marketing potential of 
the Internet on the other. 

Later this month, DiFranco 
will add another small “first” to 
her ever-growing list of unique 
achievements when she becomes 
the first-ever indie artist to head- 
line the home of the Celtics and 
Bruins. She’s not going out in 
support of a new album, though 
Righteous Babe did just release 
Fellow Workers, the second of 
her collaborations with veteran 
folkie Utah Phillips. She’s just 
doing what comes naturally — 
i.e., touring, this time with for- 
mer James Brown hornman 
Maceo Parker’s band opening, 
and a female DJ (DJ Blues) spin- 
ning between sets. Although 
talking to the press is something 
she does less and less often, 
DiFranco offered the Phoenix the 
one Boston-area interview she 
was willing to do in advance of 
this tour.

Q: I think it’s fair to say that 
you’re the only artist without a 
major-label record deal who’s 
ever headlined the FleetCenter. 
That must feel pretty good. 

A: It’s a great feeling — indie 
girl is breaking into some non- 
indie territory. Especially 
because things are becoming so 
corporate now, with all these 
sorts of huge venue monopolies 
and stuff. But we draw certain 
lines that not a lot of other peo- 
ple are drawing in those kind of 
venues. If you have an audience, 
then the people who run the 
venues are willing to bend. And 
we make them bend all the time. 

Q: In what ways? 

A: One of the things we do is to 
continue to work with the inde-

pendent promoters [Multistage 
Productions/Revolutionary Acts 
in Boston] who have booked me 
since the very beginning. And for 
a lot of those promoters, it’s their 
first time working in these big 
venues. A lot of big promoters 
have lockouts on certain venues, 
so you have to go through them if 
you want to play at those venues. 
And they also have rules about 
ticket prices. But we just tell them 
that if they want 
this show, it’s 
going to be dif- 
ferent this time, 
and we_ work 
with our own 
promoters and 
try to keep ticket 
prices as low as 
we can. 

Q: Does it worry 
you to see big corporations like 
SFX taking over so much of the 
concert business. 

A: Totally. But it’s just part 
and parcel of the whole corpo- 
rate encroachment on every 
aspect of our lives. I mean, it’s 
hard to hear music or eat food or 
buy anything that’s not brought 
to you by some enormous multi- 
national entity. 

Q: From a philosophical point 
of view that can be pretty discour- 
aging, but is it also starting to 
affect the way you do business 
from a practical perspective? 

A: It’s always been a problem. 
But it’s just one of many. And it’s 
a battle that’s well worth fight- 
ing. Fortunately, it’s something 
that the folks at Righteous Babe 
and my booking agent take care 
of. I just tend to show up and 
play when they tell me to play. 

Q: But Righteous Babe is your 
deal? 

A: It is. I’m there when I’m 
not on the road, which is pretty 
rarely. And I’m there in terms of 
a lot of the major decisions. And 
of course I make the records and 
I started the thing. But the other 
half of Righteous Babe is Scot 
Fisher, my manager, and he does 
the day-to-day work. It’s his evil 
genius that’s made it all happen 
on that end. He’s a very political 
person. He sets the tone for how 
we do business. 

Q: Have business responsibili- 
ties ever distracted you from 
making music? 

A: It’s totally distracting. It 
eats my head. Reinventing the 
wheel for yourself in order to just 
drive yourself around is a lot of 
work. But it’s a really good feel- 
ing not to have to compromise 
yourself politically or ideologi- 
cally in the ways that I would 
have to if I was going to play the 
corporate game. And being my 
own boss is very important to me 
because there are certain things I 
don’t like to do. I don’t do in- 
stores, and I don’t go to radio 
stations to promote my records. 
And I don’t do a lot of interviews

these days, because I have limit- 
ed time and energy and I’d rather 
being making art. 

Q: There’s a sense right now 
that by cutting out the need for 
manufacturing and distribution, 
the Internet may be offering more 
artists the opportunity to achieve 
the kind of independence you’re 
talking about. 

A: I’m not really the girl to talk 
to about the Internet. I don’t 
even have an official Web site. 
I’m sort of an old-fashioned 
folksinger type. But I think a lot 
of what people are saying about 
the Internet may very well be 
true. I think the danger may be 
in looking at the Internet as an 
end in and of itself, rather than 
just as one tool. 

For example, a woman was 
interviewing me over the phone 
from New York the other day, 
and she told me she wanted to 
get involved in the poetry scene. 
She wanted to know where the 
scene was, and, you know, I 
haven’t been in New York in a 
long time, so I don’t really know. 
Then she told me that she 
thought she’d just get on the 
Internet and look around. And I 
was like, ‘The Internet? What 
the fuck does that have to do 
with the real world?’ I told her to 
get on the train and go to the 
East Village and walk around. 
Go to poetry cafés. Talk to peo- 
ple. Go to a bar. Talk to the bar- 
tender. See if you can set up in 
the corner with a microphone. 
My sensibility has always been 














that driving around and playing, 
from skanky bar to skanky bar, 
and doing that incessantly and 
joyously for years, is going to get 
you a lot farther than a Web site 
is. But that’s just been my expe- 
rience. 

Q: You’d already established 
yourself before the Internet 
became an issue, but don’t you 
think it would have been a useful 
tool when you were just starting 
out? 

A: This is going to sound 
goofy, but I honestly think that 
even if the technology had been 
there, I wouldn’t have been inter- 
ested. Because my focus was 
never on selling my records. 
Back when I had no money and I 
made my first little tape on cas- 
sette because I couldn’t afford a 
CD, I was just focused on play- 
ing music for people and getting 
gigs. That’s where all my inspira- 
tion came from. I would sell my 
tapes in bars, but I didn’t give 
any thought to things like distri- 
bution for years. And even when 
it came time to deal with that 
stuff, I was so uninterested that I 
let my manager handle it. I just 
want to be able to get in my car, 
go to a room somewhere, and 
interact with the people I’m play- 
ing for. 

Plus, there’s the beauty of going 
to an independent record store 
where there’s a real person behind 
the counter who might actually 
run the joint. Then you have 
human interaction, communica- 
tion about art, networking, and all 

















of those things that are so impor- 
tant. Because I think of art as a 
social act, not really a product. 

Q: In other words, you don’t 
have to focus on the business side 
of things in order to succeed. 

A: Absolutely. I think there 
must be a way to have a job and 
make a living through art without 
becoming commercially focused. 
If there isn’t, then just fucking 
shoot us all now. 

Q: Still, you’re the exception to 
the rule. 

A: Well, getting back to this 
tour I’m about to do, look at 
Maceo [Parker], who we’re 
bringing with us on the tour. 
He’s been out there making 
incredible music for so many 
years. He makes records and 
sells them along the way, just like 
me and a lot of other touring, 
working musicians. But that’s 
not the focus. I mean, every now 
and then somebody wants to take 
his music home with them on a 
CD, and that’s available. But 
what he really does is make live 
music for people. He’s out there 
on the road doing a job without 
playing the commercial game. 

Q: You may not play the com- 
mercial game, but don’t you think 
the music you make is commer- 
cial music? 

A: Really? 

Q: Well, if you can fill the 
FleetCenter, then. . . 

A: How does that make it 
commercial music? 

Q: Just in the sense that large 
numbers of people purchase your 
albums and are willing to pay to 
see you perform. 

A: I don’t know. F guess I 
wouldn’t look at it that way. The 
idea of commercial music seems 
to connote something different 
to me. Ten years ago or, well, 
fuck, five years ago, I was play- 
ing in little bars and now I’m 
playing in bigger places. But I’m 
basically the same person doing 
the same thing that I was in the 
little bars. The music hasn’t 
changed. 

Q: True, but the way the music 
is perceived probably has. 

A: Yeah, well, it was really 
interesting to me that the first 
time I was pictured on the cover 
of magazines, there was all this 
hubbub about Ani having sold 
out. It struck me how simplistic 
our ideas about independent 
music have become. Just 
because your picture is on the 
cover of a magazine doesn’t 
mean you got there the same 
way everybody else who’s ever 
had their picture on the cover of 
that magazine got there, or that 
your music is the same as every 
other musician who’s been on 
the cover of that magazine. But I 
guess in this country we now 
equate independence ' with 
obscurity. It’s one of those 
assumptions that we make that 
we don’t even know that we’re 
making, like equating passivity 
with femininity. And why does 
that have to be the case? Isn’t it 
possible for someone to be inde- 
pendent without starving? Sw

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The dirty dozen 


Twelve gritty new blues CDs 
BY TED DROZDOWSKI Here’s mud in 


your ear: a dozen new or reissued blues 
albums that capture the gritty spirit of the 
music in a passel of different ways, from the 
Straight-out-of-the-soil sound of country 
bluesman James “Son Ford” Thomas to the 


red-clay soul crooning of Robert 
Cray. 
jnat they all have in common 
is that near-elemental quality and 
sense of human history that’s one 
of the blues’ best virtues. If God 
made man out of mud .. . well, 
that’s nearly all the enslaved cre- 
ators of this great American 
music had to work with that they 
could call their own. That and 
their own blood, sweat, and spir- 
it. And when this music hits its 
mark, that can be heard in its 
sound. 
So without further ado, let’s 
check out the dirty dozen: 


James “Son” Thomas 
BEEFSTEAK BLUES 
(Evidence) 

These mostly European record- 
ings of Mississippi's Thomas 
playing acoustic and electric gui- 
tar alone (save for one tune with 
bass and another with bass and 
drums) in the ’80s may be his 
best work on disc. The late 
Thomas was not a great blues tal- 
ent — in fact, one could argue 
that his folk art (on display in 
Cambridge’s House of Blues) was 
better than his music. But there’s 
a relaxed feel to his strumming 
and thin-voiced singing that 
echoes back-porch comfort and 
makes these 12 mostly traditional 
tunes a pleasure. His ribald read- 
ing of “Catfish Blues,” which he 
credibly identifies as the original 
juke-joint crowd pleaser, tells 
exactly how his baby can “make a 
dead man come.” You want dirty 
blues? You got ’em. 


Clarence Brewer 

KING CLARENTZ 
(HMG/Hightone) 

The blues discovery of the year, 
49-year-old Missourian Brewer is 
a raw slide player and singer — 
the proverbial “one that got 
away” from the Fat Possum label. 
He plays with the kind of big, 
unstoppable beat that makes R.L. 
Burnside such a house rocker. 
And whether he’s singing about 
the “Box Spring Boogie” or devils 
and Republicans (what’s the dif- 
ference, anyway?), there’s a play- 
fulness and twisted wit at work 
that indicates he could turn into 
T-Model Ford when he grows up. 
Break out the moonshine. 


Preston Shannon 

ALL IN TIME 

(Bullseye Blues & Jazz) 

This guitarist/singer works at 
least three nights a week on 
Memphis’s Beale Street, where 
it’s covers that please the tourists. 
So it’s no surprise -he knows 
“Purple Rain.” The jolt comes in 
his delivery (which criss-crosses 
the blues-rock boundary line with 
a stretch of feedback), his 
declamatory shouting, and the 
raw sizzle he invests in his perfor- 
mance. And new tunes like “Just 
Between Me and My. Woman” 








and “Tired of the Ghetto 
Bringing Me Down” go easily 
along the soul-blues path. No 
wonder, with classic Hi Records 
producer Willie Mitchell at the 
helm. 

Luther “Guitar Junior” 
Johnson 

GOT TO FIND A WAY 

(Telarc) 
Chicago-to-New-Hampshire 
transplant Johnson is getting 
older, but he’s also getting better. 
In fact, the Muddy Waters Band 
veteran has grown to become one 
of today’s finest exponents of 
chugging Chicago blues. He 
throws down the Windy City soul 
on “Got To Find a Way,” lays 
solos full of hard-snapped phras- 
es everywhere, and tackles his 
own “Luther’s Blues” with smoky 
aplomb, putting a Magic 
Sam-like cry into both his full- 
throated singing and his guitar. 
Johnson doesn’t have the vocal 
skill to wrap around Bobby 
Bland’s “I Pity the Fool.” 
Otherwise, this is textbook West 
Side blues. Dig it all night long. 


Robert Nighthawk 

BRICKS IN MY PILLOW 
(Delmark) 

Another in the series of great 
recordings from the long-dead 
United Label being reissued by 
Chicago-based blues and jazz 
specialists Delmark. Nighthawk is 
a legendary performer not only 
because of his guitar expertise but 
because of his relatively few 
recordings. So these 14 tracks are 
manna for diehards. And his 
sweet, singing slide on numbers 
like “The Moon Is Rising” and 
“Crying Won’t Help You” will 
explain why to novices and thrill 
fans. Add Nighthawk’s low 
Mississippi moan for more chills. 
It’s a voice from the pit of the 
soul. Great blues. 


Frank Frost and Sam Carr 
THE JELLY ROLL KINGS 
(HMG/High Tone) 

Drummer Carr is the late Robert 
Nighthawk’s son and perhaps the 
greatest living blues sticksman. 
His kit embraces the drive of rock 
and roll and the roll and tumble of 
Mississippi fife & drum music. 
Frost, from Helena, Arkansas, is 
the singing, harp- and keyboard- 
playing successor to Sonny Boy 
Williamson. Along with Big Jack 
Johnson, Carr and Frost were 
once the definitive modern elec- 
tric juke-joint band the Jelly Roll 
Kings. Here, with guitarist Fred 
James in tow, they pay romping 
tribute to their Kings heyday, 
dishing out hellified boogie and 
blue soul. Frost snarls and purrs 
through his Mississippi saxo- 
phone, Carr propels with the 
surety of a freight engine, and 
James — challenged to meet Big 
Jack’s standard — rises to the 
occasion with nimble rhythm licks 
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yields a creative breakthrough.

Robert Lockwood Jr. 

THE COMPLETE 

TRIX RECORDINGS 

(32 Blues) 

Somewhere along the line octo- 
genarian Lockwood got it into his 
stubborn head that he had to 
renounce gut-bucket blues to be 
respected as a guitar player. Just 
about everybody knows this is 
bullshit except him. Fortunately, 
he was still doing what he does 
best when he made these record- 
ings in the early ’70s. And he’s 
great on all these tracks, whether 
plying slide and lonely voice in the 
footsteps of his guitar 
teacher/stepfather Robert 
Johnson on “Little Boy Blue” or 
swinging hard on the jump 
instrumental “Annie’s Boogie,” 
which was written for his sweet- 
heart of a wife. His propulsive 
rhythm and lead on “King Biscuit 
Time” is an especially dazzling 
example of blues virtuosity and 
versatility. Last year, he made an 
all-blues album called I Got To 
Find Me a Woman (Verve). He 
didn’t like it. But I did. And this 
one’s even better. 


Guitar Shorty & the 
Otis Grand Blues Band 
Spy OR THE HIGHWAY 


Last year Guitar Shorty made his 
best album, Roll Over, Baby 
(Black Top). But this obscure 
Louisiana picker and flipper 
(he’s known for his on-stage 
somersaults) was beginning to 
fan his flames high in 1991, when 
he cut this album in England. Full 
of the kind of dexterous licks and 
manic bends that got him his first 
deal (with Chicago’s famed 
Cobra Records in the ’50s) and 
supposedly influenced Buddy 
Guy, it’s an energetic fix for six- 
string addicts. Shorty exhibits the 
influences of Guitar Slim, from 
his native state, and Johnny 
“Guitar” Watson, from his 





adopted California home turf — 
especially in the soul guitar 
workout “It’s Too Late.” Not a 
prophetic title in the ebullient 
Shorty’s case.

AND JOHN ZORN: 
KEEPING THE 
AVANT-GARDE UP 


Last weekend the Bell Atlantic Jazz 
Festival brought a remarkably diverse | 
range of critically acclaimed talent to 
Boston-area clubs and theaters, from 
veterans like Pharoah Sanders and 
Dave Brubeck to rock/jazz crossover 
outfits like Béla Fleck and the 
Flecktones and the New York Ska Jazz 
Ensemble. But no festival organized by 
Knit Media, a group headquartered out 
of New York’s downtown landmark the 
Knitting Factory, would be complete | 
without a healthy dose of the avant- | 
garde. And who better to provide it than 
out-there alto-saxist/composer John 
Zorn and maverick clarinettist/com- 
poser Don Byron, who teamed up for 
one of the festival’s highlights last 
Saturday night at the Somerville 
Theatre. 

Byron, a New England Conservatory 
graduate who’s experimented with 
klezmer, free jazz, and Latin styles in 
the past, was leading his new Music for 
Six Musicians, a project that yielded Nu 
Blaxploitation (Blue Note) earlier this 
year. Over a Latin pulse and the congas 
of Milton Cardona, Byron and his band 
offered a convincing demonstration of 
jazz’s ability to envelop strains of wide- 
ly diverging musics. Byron has a talent 
for finding good material that’s flexible 
enough to stand up to such treatments, 
like Henry Mancini’s “Hatari!” and the 
Count Basie—popularized “April in 
Paris.” As a soloist, his strength is in 
thematic improvisations that move 
freely from familiar tonal terrain to 
more challenging sonic frontiers. 

Byron’s solo on “I'll Chill on the 
Marley Tapes,” accompanied only by 
congas and drums, was a spiral of 
motivic fascination. A tribute to Jean- 
Michel Basquiat took the form of a duet 
for piano and clarinet in which an 
almost neoclassical, Satie-like stasis 
fused with the lyricism of Hodges and 
Ellington. The band had a brittle het- 
erogeneity. The pianist, Edsel Gomez, 
seemed in his own stylistic corner: his | 
discordant clusters got lost in the mix, | 
and his comping could be perversely 
desultory. The excellent trumpeter,

James Zollar, was somewhat underuti- 
lized but managed in his solo space to 
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DON BYRON: a talent for finding music flexible enough to stand up to 


Dorham and the exquisite freedom of 
Don Cherry. 

John Zorn’s Masada, perhaps his 
most listener-friendly project, followed 
with a set that met all expectations for a 
ensemble that has been called the best 
working jazz unit. Greg Cohen led off 
with a busy rhythmic figure on bass; 
Joey Baron joined in, playing toms and 
snare with his hands; Zorn on alto and 
trumpeter Dave Douglas introduced 
one of the Jewish traditional themes 
that make up Masada’s book. They 
went on to restate the theme, stepping 
up the emotional intensity. This artful 
and satisfying use of repetition was a

unsentimental and absolutely without 
pretension. He’s one of the few drum- 
mers from whom you’d want to hear 
more than one solo a night. 

However sophisticated the music of 
Zorn and Byron is, it remained refresh- 
ingly free of contrivance in concert. And 
though it may be postmodern in theory, 
in practice it came across as remarkably 


pure.

MEDESKI 
MARTIN & WOOD: 
AS AVANT AS 
THEY WANNA BE 


Performing last Friday night at the 
Orpheum as part of the Bell Atlantic 
Jazz Festival, Medeski Martin & Wood 
proved that for all the mainstream 
attention they’ve gotten over the past 
couple years, they’re still as avant as 
they wanna be. The set opened boldly 
with an hour-long display of free 
improvisation that skipped from disso- 
nant blasts of noise to off-kilter rhyth- 
mic vamps without directly referring to 
any easily recognizable songs, except 
for a swinging romp through some 
Monk chord changes (without the tell- 
tale head). It was a daring move for a 
band who have accumulated most of 
their jazz/pop/folk crossover audience 
on the basis of a groove-meister reputa- 
tion that’s played quite well with the 
jam-band crowd. 

Less daring was the inclusion of 
MMW’s latest collaborator, DJ Logic, 
which proved, like most band/D]J pair- 
ings, more style than substance. During 
the hour-long improv session Logic’s 
timid additions to the melee, mostly 
turntable bubbles and hisses, were bare- 
ly audible. And when he finally dug into 
some serious scratching on “Start — 
Stop,” proving that he could hang with 
the trio’s abrupt tempo shifts, the crowd 
roared so loudly that his subtle tech- 
nique was all but drowned out. 

Even with all the turntable trickery in 
the background and Billy Martin’s 
ethno-percussion theatrics in the front 
(banging a gong, thumbing a kalimba, 
and shaking shells), all eyes were 
| focused on John Medeski. Playing like 
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MEDESKI MARTIN & WOOD: they made the cavernous Orpheum 


seem like an intimate jazz club. 


strategy Masada regularly employed 
over the course of their hour-long set. 
The delicacy of Douglas’s trumpet 
work contrasted beautifully with the 
brashness of Zorn’s alto. A classic 
Masada moment had Zorn freaking out 
against Douglas’s unruffled melodicism 
while Cohen kept up a typically fluid 
ostinato and Baron totally wailed. 
Overall, Masada backed up the emo- 
tional forthrightness of sometimes one- 
dimensional modal themes with cre- 
ative musicianship. And as far out as 
Zorn went, he still created solos that 
were as emotionally persuasive as they 
were ingeniously constructed. He was a 
generous frontman, too, ceding the 
limelight to Baron, whose drumming 
throughout the evening was marked by 
an incredible sense of color. Baron 
came up with solos that were’crisp and 





the bastard child of Cecil Taylor and 
Jimmy Smith, he put his schizo-tenden- 
cies front and center. He ended “Chub 
Sub” with rollicking barrelhouse-piano 
trills that gathered steam until he had 
exhausted every bluesy option. He 
unleashed his fury on a grand piano, 
slamming his palms onto the keys with 
abandon. Then he swiveled to face the 
B-3 organ, and dissonance turned into 
down-home as he segued into the 
group’s gospelized version of Sly and 
the Family Stone’s “Everyday People.” 
And if changing the Orpheum from 
concert hall to church wasn’t enough to 
make you a believer, MMW ended the 
encore with an unplugged melodica, 
tambourine, and acoustic-bass vamp 
that made the cavernous theater seem 


like an intimate jazz ¢lub.

A Pixies tribute; Ferrick returns 


Funny thing about the Pixies: when they started out, they did- 
n’t sound like anybody. Nowadays it seems everyone owes a 
certain debt to the groundbreaking Boston band. 


That die was cast after Nirvana absorbed the 
Pixies’ sound into “Smells like Teen Spirit.” 
So in 1999 it’s no big shocker to find 15 rock, 
pop, and punk bands covering Pixies songs 
on Where Is My Mind: A Tribute to the Pixies 
(Oglio). But how does it feel as a former Pixie 
to hear your songs recorded by the likes of 
Eve 6, Local H, and Reel Big Fish? 

“I was surprised it was done at all,” is gui- 
tarist Joey Santiago’s reaction when I speak 
to him over the phone from 
his California home. “What 
I’d love to see is an all-star 
cast — give me Bruce 
Springsteen or U2, now 
that would be interesting. 
Give me Spice Girls and 
the Backstreet Boys. Get 
Celine Dion into it. Hey, I 
should put that together 
myself — I should make all 
that money. Maybe I can 
round people up — hey, Bruce, I’m dying 
over here; I’m hungry; I want to be your 
neighbor. And when I move in next door, I 
want to come over and borrow some milk.” 

Santiago proceeds to tell an amusing but 
irrelevant story about how his wife, singer 
Linda Mallari, once cornered Springsteen at 
a New Jersey club before I steer him back to 
the album he’s allegedly promoting. “Yeah, 
the album — you know, good for whoever’s 
putting it out. Overall it sounds pretty good, 
but I’ve only listened to it twice or once or 
something. I didn’t even know most of the 
bands, except for Weezer. ‘Manta Ray’ is a 
riot; and whoever did “Trompe le Monde,’ I 
loved the dialogue they put it at the end. So I 
liked the sillier version. But I don’t like the 
ones that cover the songs note for note, 
sound for sound — you can’t do that, for 
crying out loud.” 

Would he like the album better if he hadn’t 
been in the Pixies? “I’d probably think, ‘Yeah, 
this is pretty good. Now let me hear the real 
stuff. And, hey, where’s the Boss?’ ” 

Santiago’s assessment is pretty much on 
the mark. With the possible exception of Reel 
Big Fish’s avant-groove murder of 
“Gigantic,” nothing on the tribute album is 
an outright embarrassment. Most of the ver- 
sions are respectful, literal readings of the 
originals. If you heard Superdrag’s “Wave of 
Mutilation,” Local H’s “Tame,” and 
Samiam’s “Here Comes Your Man” at a 
party, you’d likely mistake them for the Pixies 
album takes. The two joky tracks that 
Santiago singles out — Braid’s “Trompe le 
Monde” and the Teen Heroes’ “Manta Ray” 
— wear thin in a hurry. And too many bands 
key into the Pixies’ eccentricity without catch- 
ing the sexual tension or the David Lynchian 
weirdness that made the group so interesting. 

The disc’s standout reinterpretation comes 
from Weezer, whose “Velouria” brings out 
the minor-key melancholy that was only sug- 
gested in the original. Whereas the Pixies 
played the whole song at full throttle, Weezer 
give it an ebb-and-flow treatment: the verses 
have a torchy quality; the choruses are 
drenched in massive power chords. (This is 
the first Weezer track to feature the band’s 
new bassist, former Bostonian Mikey Welsh, 
whose local credits included stints in Left 
Nut, the Heretix, Jocobono, and Juliana 
Hatfield’s band.) In general, though, an out- 
fit as influential and inventive as the Pixies 
calls for a stronger set of interpreters — 
maybe not Springsteen and Dion, but would- 
n’t it be great to hear Sleater-Kinney tear into 
“Debaser,” or the Donnas do “Oh My 
Golly”? 

The tribute is the third Pixies-related album 
to be released in the past 18 months, after 
Pixies at the BBC and the double retrospective 
Death to the Pixies (both 4AD/Elektra). 
There’s also been talk of a B-sides/rarities

album, though Santiago says that’s up in the 
air. “The record company’s been looking for 
one song I have on tape; it’s called “Rocka My 
Soul and Boom Chicka Boom.’ It’s probably 
the weirdest song we ever did; I enjoyed it 
because it had feedback. We played it the first 
few times at Green Street Station, back when 
we thought we were just a rock band, even 
though we still came off in some goofy, 
quirky way.” 

And Santiago’s reaction 
to the revival? “It’s fine but, 
jeez — don’t they usually 
do this with people who are 
dead? I mean, it hasn’t 
been that long, and every- 
body’s still active.” 

Santiago’s priority these 
days is the Martinis, an 
outfit that he and his wife 
have led since 1995. Pixies 
drummer David Lovering 
was also in the band for a time, as was That 
Dig bassist Petra Haden. The band made 
their one local appearance at T.T.’s in 
December of 1995, displaying a smartly 
updated Pixies sound — and since Frank 
Black was in the audience that night, it was 
one of the last times three Pixies were in the 
same room. Santiago says there isn’t much 
chance of a reunion “unless somebody offers 
a ridiculous amount of money, and probably 
not even then. I don’t think Charles 
(Thompson, a/k/a Frank Black] would ever 
do it, and I feel uncomfortable even talking 
about it with him.” 

Meanwhile, Santiago’s new band still have 
to compete with his old band. “It’s true, but 
we’re winning people over. Those Pixies 
snobs, some of them don’t get it and some of 
them get converted. But I see people at the 
shows, and I’m thinking, ‘Come on — you 
were in elementary school when the Pixies 
were going on, so why get into it now?’ ” 


FERRICK’S RETURN. Since it’s becoming 
fashionable for rising artists to leave Boston, 
it’s a pleasure to welcome one back — espe- 
cially a well-liked local fixture like Melissa 
Ferrick, who never stayed away too long even 
when she was living on the West Coast. After 
four years away, she’s given up her West 
Hollywood apartment and headed back to 
her North Shore home. That’s not to say 
she’ll be around any more often, since her 
fourth album, Everything I Need (WAR), is 
turning into a long-deserved national break- 
through, and her home for the next year is 
likely to be the road. 

“I realized | was paying rent on an LA 
apartment that I was never at,” she notes. “All 
my work now has been from Atlanta north, 
and from Chicago east — that’s where the 
album is doing well. It was getting insane to 
drive from LA to play a show in New York.” 

Ferrick is careful not to overstate the suc- 
cess of the new album, but it’s definitely a 
step forward for the former Atlantic record- 
ing artist. “It’s not a huge million-seller, but 
it’s catapulted me from 150-seat clubs to sell- 
ing 700-seaters, and for me that’s a big deal. 
Now I have a road manager, so I don’t end 
up driving and trying to read a map at the 
same time.” 

There have been other changes in 
Ferrick’s life. Having written a career’s 
worth of brutally frank songs about her love 
life — and come up with some unusually 
happy ones on Everything I Need — she 
reports that she’s single again. “I plan on 
being on my own for at least a year. It’s the 
first time I’ve ever lived alone and not been in 
a relationship, so I’m behind in some things. 
But I’ve never felt better. A lot of my song- 
writing has been about my relationships, but 
I’m coming to realize it’s all about my rela- 
tionship with myself.”

Ferrick will play her first local 
gig since returning to the area 
next Friday, June 11, at the 
Paradise.

RUMBLE REPORT. Big congrat- 
ulations to the Shods for winning 
the WBCN Rumble at the Middle 
East last week, even though they 
didn’t. The honors actually went to 
the Sheila Divine, after a heavy 
night of competition from the 
Shods and the wild-card band Half 
Cocked, who proved that good old 
unreformed hard rock doesn’t 
always need irony to make it con- 
nect. But true to form, the Shods 
ignored the competition and went 
on stage and had a blast. They 


opened with “Rock ’n’ Roll 
Manifesto”— a tongue-in-cheek 
anthem that some judges may have 
mistaken for the real thing. For a 
finale they dug up a Boston classic, 
the Outlets’ “Knock Me Down,” 
and slammed it home with their 
own “Jezebel,” which is lately 
sounding less like a *50s ballad 
homage and more like glam-era 
Bowie. I overheard a couple people 
dismissing the Shods as a throw- 
back to early-’80s Boston rock. But 
the same folks were later seen 


grooving to the Freestylers, a 
British group whose self-con- 
sciously retro sound evokes the 
hip-hop Bronx of the same period 

As always, sincerity and sweat 
are what count. After a few lean 
years in the mid ’90s, it’s good to 
see the Rumble out of its slump. 
This year the shows were consis- 
tently well-attended, so it might be 
a good idea to move the prelimi- 
nary rounds to the larger down- 
stairs room at the Middle East next 
year. And some deserving local 
headliners — Baby _ Ray, 
Honeyglazed, Superhoney — 
made it to the semifinals. Lunar 
Plexus, who come across as a 
funkier Splashdown, were my dis- 
covery of the week. They’re the 
first local band I’ve heard who 
combine the appeal of electronic 
pop (cool computerized back- 
drops, sultry female singer) with 
aggressive rock guitar and a hard- 
driving rhythm section. On the 
night I judged, they lost to Kicked 
in the Head, a spirited but generic 
ska-core band. 

The up-and-coming rockabilly 
band the Raging Teens, who like- 
wise made it to the semifinals, also 
looked like potential stars — good 
songs, great spirit, and an obvious 
focal point in guitarist Amy Griffin, 
now sporting a look that’s halfway 
between ’50s debutante and ’90s 
Paula Kelley, and playing authentic, 
reverh-drenched licks. I’d swear 
she was the reincarnation of Scotty 
Moore, except that he’s still alive. 

A lot of people love the Sheila 
Divine, and I’d venture a guess that 
they’re the same folks whose last 
favorite local outfit was Machinery 
Hall (and perhaps O Positive 
before that). All those bands hinged 
on the singer’s vocal prowess. The

Truth is, I don’t care how Public Enemy put their albums 
out. LP. CD, MP3, sold from the boot of Chuck D’s 
mom’s Camry LE, whatever. For more than a decade, PE 


have been inspiring debate, provoking 
protest and rolling in analytical ink, not all 

of it complimentary. That’s a tradition that 
should continue, and it would be a straight- 
up shame if the new PE hit the street and all 
we did was fetishize about distribution. 

But just so you know, There’s a Poison 
Goin’ On . . . is PE’s first 
album for the new World 
Wide Web-based record 
label Atomic Pop, which 
calls itself “a new model 
music company dedicated 
to leveraging the digital 
medium to change the way 
music is acquired, market- 
ed, promoted, sold, and 
distributed.” Which means 
that though Poison will be out in record stores 
on July 6, the only way to get the $10 CD (or 
zip disc) right now is on-line, from 
atomicpop.com or amazon.com, or by down- 
loading the music directly from the Atomic 
Pop site for a Dischord-ish eight bucks. 

Whether or not Atomic Pop (founded by 

industry lifer Al Teller, whose résumé 
includes head-office stints at both CBS and 
MCA) represents an actual 
revolution remains to be seen. 
At the moment, the company 
looks suspiciously like a plain 
ol’ indie label with a fresh Web 
site. And its non-PE bench 
(L7? Blood of Abraham?) 
looks like sloppy seconds, even 
though Chuck D’s presence 
could make a pillow fight take 
on an insurrectionist cast. 

But two seconds into Poison, 
none of that matters. Because 
from sound one — a flipped- 
inside-out acoustic-guitar 
sample going down the drain 
— “Dark Side of the Wall: 

2000” is indelibly Public 
Enemy, all syncopated explo- 
sions, pump-shotgun drum 
loops, whinnying flutes, and 
sampled white authority figures 
postulating about the apoca- 
lypse as if they didn’t know 
their collective ass is next. Like 
“Contract on the World Love 
Jam,” the Bomb Squad instru- 
mental that opened 1990’s 
Fear of a Black Planet (Def 
Jam), it’s an overture to the

scans today as “Fuck Def Jam” and Puffy 
and everyone else who helped turn hip- 
hop’s soul-on-a-roll into novelty-crossover 
soap-on-a-rope. But Poison’s message isn’t 
as tight as He Got Game’s. The disc’s the- 
sis is that the turn of the millennium is a 
chance for black people to renegotiate their 
deal with America, a time 
to grab some agency or 
get shafted like the 
Furious Five. But 
Chuck’s lost some focus, 
so he manages only col- 
lateral damage and not 
accuracy on the mike, 
often just riffing on com- 
plementary sounds like 
the freestyle rhymer he 
never really was. Protein, gangsta lean, 
triple team, tetracycline. It works surpris- 
ingly well — there may be nothing holding 
the lines together on cuts like “Here I Go” 
or “Last Mass of the Caballeros,” but that 
doesn’t stop the words from setting one 
another off like strings of firecrackers. 

And it helps that most of the new album 
approaches the psychedelic density of the

wall of sound underneath it. It —

The absence of sounds in that weight 
class made last year’s He Got Game sound- 
track more a greatest-miss than a return to 
form. But the title track was maybe the first 
PE single you could hum, unless the doo- 
doo-woppin’ bass line from “911 Is a Joke” 
counts. And it was undeniably poignant to 
hear D, a sports nut so hardcore he’s used 
the phrase “salary cap” to advocate the 
redistribution of global wealth, tearing 
sports itself apart, unraveling the ways the 
game he’d loved had come to embody the 
worst qualities of a system he despised. 

Substitute hip-hop for sports and the 
metaphor still holds up — after PE’s break 
with Russell Simmons and their original 
record label, Def Jam, Chuck’ s dismissive 


second side of Black Planet, with newcom- 
er Tom E. Hawk’s beats buzzing and skip- 
ping in a credible impersonation of sys- 
tem-crashing media overload or your CD 
player catching a Y2K fit. So even if 
there’s something crazy about a Public 
Enemy disc where the most memorable

BY LORNE BEHRMAN “Please welcome to the show 
MTV VJ-turned-rocker Jesse Camp,” shouted talk-show 
host Johnny Vanson, getting up from his desk at the

The brain trust was convened. Ring 
briefed his minions. “An orator like this 
could destroy us!” he shouted, pointing to 
the cover of the Jesse Camp 
& the 8th Street Kidz CD. 
“He’s every bit as danger- 
ous as a Stuttering John, 
Jeff Spicoli, or Pauly 
Shore. Especially in the 
current climate.” Then he 
shouted at a trembling 
Vedder, “Your record sales 
suck! Live on Two Legs?

Stipe began a compass-

The Dirty Dozen, Katharine Whalen 
BY JON GARELICK Both the Dirty Dozen Brass Band 


and vocalist Katharine Whalen have tapped into jazz's 
elusive pop crossover audience — that is, an audience 


that includes jazz fans but also a lot of peo- 
ple who aren’t. The Dirty Dozen have main- 
tained that crossover popularity over the 
course of a 22-year career. Whalen has done 
it more recently as a member of the Squirrel 
Nut Zippers — a band almost single-hand- 
edly responsible for the ‘90s jump-blues 
trend known as “swing.” The Dirty Dozen 
and Whalen are touring together in support 
of new albums on Mammoth, and their 
crossover appeal should make their appear- 
ance at the Middle East this Saturday an 
event. 

The Dirty Dozen pretty much revived the

habits and those of her pals in the Zippers. 
Nothing wrong with that — musicians are 
born by record collections as much as they 
are by the ward parade band. And there’s 
nothing wrong with falling for the music 
your grandparents might have listened to. 
Whalen’s singing is smoky and understated 
— it creates a mood and is especially effec- 
tive crooning along with a pedal steel guitar 
on the Zippers’ “Low Down Man.” 

With the Zippers, Whalen is a featured 
vocalist (along with guitarist Jim Mathus). 
But Katharine Whalen’s Jazz Squad is all 
Whalen. According to the press material,

New Orleans marching-brass-band tradi- 
tion when they formed in 1977 — the sec- 
ond-line shuffle of parade snare and bass 
drum, the rollicking countermelodies of 
massed brass and reeds, the pulsing bottom 
of a sousaphone. But the Dirty Dozen 
opened up the brass-band tradition. They 
took in bebop and beyond; they returned the 
out-there wails of the Art Ensemble of 
Chicago and the World Saxophone Quartet 
to their Bourbon Street roots. Adding occa- 
sional keyboards or electric bass, they iden- 
tify themselves now as a stage band rather 
than a parade band, but the parade beat 
rarely lets up — and neither does the urge to 
shake butt. 

In typical Dirty Dozen fashion, their new 
John Medeski—produced Buck Jump sus- 
tains unity across a diverse range of styles. 
Marvin Gaye’s “Inner City Blues” is a rich 
weave of horn lines over the New Orleans 
funk beat. “Pet the Kat” is Afro-Latin with 
flute. “Run Joe” (originally popularized by 
jump-band king Louis Jordan) gets a Louis- 
Armstrong-singing-reggae effect. “Duff” 
favors dissonant harmonies and echoey 
electric Miles trumpet. “Time” opens with a 
hard-riffing deep-sax figure that’s joined by 
aerial brass lines. After trumpet and tenor 
solos, there’s some. out-there collective 
improv before the return to the head, and 
everywhere there’s Julius McKee’s rippling, 
propulsive sousaphone. 

Although there’s a smattering of vocals 
(key to any jazz crossover), it’s the horns 
that do the talking here. You can hear it 
when trumpeter/vocalist Gregory Davis 
works a mute or guest trombonist Keith 
Anderson unleashes a statement that’s both 
funky and long-phrased eloquent. The Dirty 
Dozen uphold the maxim that “working the 
tradition” doesn’t have to be limiting — it 
can include the world. 

The Dirty Dozen’s music is New Orleans 
born-and-bred; Katharine Whalen’s tastes 
are acquired from her record-collecting 





she felt she had to narrow her focus — and 
that focus is Billie Holiday. A bad move. 
Whalen just doesn’t have the chops. Besides 
adopting Holiday-associated tunes like 
“Yesterdays,” “Deed I Do,” and “Now or 
Never,” she plays with Holiday’s improvised 
dipping and climbing notes that veer just 
left-of-center of the written melody. At her 
best, Holiday’s readings of songs were 
desentimentalized, sometimes even dripping 
with sarcasm. Her melodic variations played 
on the rhythms of the text, and she swung all 
the more because of the notes she chose as 
well as where she placed them. When 
Holiday sings, “You told me that I was like 
an angel/Told me I was fit to wear a crown,” 
she reduces it to a single note, and her emo- 
tional intent is unmistakable. 

Whalen goes for the Holiday sound, and 
those emphatic bent notes, but her choices 
feel arbitrary — not like choices at all. When 
she jumps in register for emphasis, as in 
“There is no greater love than what I feel for 
you,” it’s all mannerism. Sometimes she 
barely hits the note (“My old flame/I can’t 
even think of his name”). “All my life,” she 
sings, but that first note — that first word 
— is almost all air, and the dramatic effect 
evaporates. Even when Holiday’s voice was 
all but gone and her audience was listening 
as much for her autobiography as for her 
musicmaking, she rarely lost dramatic focus. 

Whalen’s joined by a few Zippers on the 
disc, but the album is an easy swinger with a 
small piano-and-guitar quintet and none of 
the Zippers’ hyped-up novelty tunes and 
clever arrangements to vary the action. 
Whalen’s comments about her music are 
humble, and I believe her ingenuousness. 
She’s working at it. But so far the real thing 
hasn’t come along. @

And he's 
wildly, wonderfully over the top 
as the demented Dr. Strangelove, 
twisting and turning in his 
wheelchair, his black leather- 
gloved metal arm displaying a 
stormtrooper life of its own. The 
soul of Henry Kissinger?

it won the Best Jewish Experi- 
ence Award at the Jerusalem 
Film Fest, the Best Foreign Film 
Oscar from the Academy, and the 
Best Actor Oscar for Benigni. The 
first half describes the improba- 
ble (in view of the anti-Semitic 
laws) courtship of Guido 
(Benigni), a homely Jewish waiter 
in the Tuscan town of Arezzo, 
and Dora (Nicolette Braschi, 
Benigni’s wife), an aristocrat 
schoolteacher; your reaction will 
depend on whether you find the 
utterly goy Benigni’s Jerry 
Lewis/Robin Williams—like antics 
amusing or sophomoric. Cut to 
five years later: Guido and Dora

Cantarini), but the Nazis are 
rounding up Italian Jews, and so 
the whole family are shipped off 
to some unnamed death camp, 
where, to protect Giosué, Guido 
pretends it’s all a game.

The feel-good Final Solution end- 
ing cheers the survival of a few 
while ignoring the extermination 
of millions — it’s a smiley-face 
Holocaust.

And as he 
would later demonstrate in his 
first Hollywood film, Fury (1936), 
Lang comprehended mob psy- 
chology and the dynamics of a 
lynching.

LIBERTY VALANCE (1962). 
Rarely has a such an innocuous- 
looking movie title been so load- 
ed. John Ford’s last great 
Western has James Stewart as 
the idealistic young lawyer, John 
Wayne as the more-seasoned 
cowpoke, Vera Miles as the 
woman they both tove, and Lee 
Marvin as, yes, Liberty Valance, 
a comic villain with a sadistic 
streak that would make Scorsese 
shiver.

11 a.m. to 7 p.m., when the city of Cambridge 
barricades a stretch of Memorial Drive and banishes 
cars and trucks. The road runs right along the bank of 
the Charles, and on sunny weekends it becomes a 
magnet for bikes, strollers, skates, and all kinds of 
human-propelled recreation. 

At a mile and a half long, the car-free portion of Mem 
Drive is a little short for serious bicycling but a perfect 
length for rollerblading — or, especially, for learning to 
rollerblade.

I don’t know what it is with goats. You get my goat. Old goat. 
Scapegoat. New Testament scholars will remember Matthew 
25:31-33: “the Son of Man. .. will separate the people one from 
another as a shepherd separates the sheep from the goats. He will 
put the sheep on his right and the goats on his left,” the goats 
presumably being headed for eternal damnation. The preachers 
say that this is because sheep are obedient, whereas goats are 
ornery and do their own thing. Also, goats have — one must 
speak frankly — prominent genitals. Sheep, on the other 
hand... . Sheepish? Sheep to the slaughter? Sorry, but I’d 
rather be a goat. 

Having said that, the connection between Satan and goats is 
indirect.

Will Marty Meehan’s term-limits switcheroo 
out a chill on his white-hot career — and 
on a possible run for governor’? 


Promises, 
promises

no sawier politician than Marty Meehan. 

A humble Everyman on the surface, 
Meehan obsesses over the microstrategy of 
politics. It is what has made him one of the 
most successful young members of 
Congress. And evidently it is what has en- 
abled him to survive the embarrassment of 
breaking his promise to serve no more than 
eight years in Congress. If politics has ele- 
vated promise-breaking to an art form, over 
the past weeks and months Marty Meehan 
has turned in a virtuoso performance. 

“Marty’s the kind of guy who has things 
figured out 20 steps down the road,” says 
Democratic consultant Mary Anne Marsh. 
“And it’s certainly clear that he did that 
with the term-limits thing.” 

No kidding. Meehan diminished the im- 
pact of his about-face by letting word of his 
second thoughts dribble out slowly, breaking 
up the story into dull slices to avoid scream- 
ing headlines. He wooed newspaper editorial 
boards. He met with constituents in feel- 
good town-hall meetings. His aides directed 
reporters to Chet Atkins, the Massachusetts 
Fifth Congressional District incumbent Mee- 
han defeated in 1992, who maintains that 
term limits were a minor factor in the race. 
Meehan subjected himself to an appearance 
on The Howie Carr Show, just to show that 
he’s not above taking some ribbing. And he 
made his official announcement on a Friday, 
guaranteeing low-impact weekend-news 
coverage. “The decision was telegraphed and 
handled as well as you could have expected,” 
says a person close to Meehan. 

It might seem like a pointless exercise to 
ask whether yet another politician will get 
away with breaking yet another brittle 
promise. But Meehan’s is a particularly in- 
teresting case. He is an especially luminous 
member of Congress — a noisy crusader 
against Big Tobacco, the Democratic spon- 
sor of the House’s lead campaign-finance- 
reform bill, and one of Bill Clinton’s most 
visible defenders during the impeachment 
saga. He is also a potentially formidable can- 
didate for Massachusetts governor in 2002. 

And at the moment, it appears that 
Meehan has emerged from his switcheroo 
with surprisingly few bruises. His decision 
not to step down from Congress, officially 
announced on May 7, won editorial applause 
from most major newspapers in his district, 
and from both the Boston Globe and the 
Boston Herald. Urging Meehan to run again, 
the Lowell Sun called him “a national leader” 
and said the district “can’t afford to risk los- 
ing [the] clout” that Meehan has acquired in 
Washington. 

There were punishing shots, to be sure. 
Globe columnists Brian McGrory and Joan 
Vennochi thrashed Meehan as a hypocrite. 
The Lawrence Eagle- Tribune, a major paper 
in Meehan’s district, deplored his decision as 
ONE MORE LIE. 

It didn’t help matters any when the state 
Republican committee unearthed the fact 
that Meehan had submitted an advance “res- 
ignation” back in 1995, asking that his name 
be stricken from the congressional rolls if he 
were still clinging to his seat by 2001. But to 
hear local political analysts tell it, Meehan’s 
got little to worry about. “Nobody cares 
about this issue,” says Democratic consul- 


; N ALL OF Massachusetts, there may be 


tant Michael Goldman. “They care about 
whether there’s food on the table, or whether 
our boys are going to get killed in Kosovo. Is 
anybody mad about Marty Meehan on the 
things that matter to them?” 

“I don’t think he’ll suffer any damage with 
voters,” says Marsh. “They don’t vote on 
that stuff. People understand that politicians 
often make commitments they don’t keep.” 

Adds GOP consultant Kevin Sowyrda: “If 
in this day and age we forgave Bill Clinton, 
who is going to throw out a congressman 
because he broke a term-limits pledge?” 

“They'll let me know when I’ve been 
there too long,” Meehan says of his con- 
stituents. “They’ll throw me out, and they 
should make that decision.” 


EEHAN GOT himself into this mess in 

1992, during his first campaign for 
elective office, when he challenged Demo- 
cratic incumbent Atkins. It was an era of 
anti-incumbent politics that gave birth to a 
slew of simplistic gimmicks. Term limits, a 
bad idea that sought to meddle with the 
fundamental democratic process and had 
the potential to deliver a Congress of clue- 
less amateurs, was one of them. 

Meehan happily seized upon term limits 
to highlight the contrast between himself 
and the veteran Atkins, whom he ended up 
trouncing in the primary before squashing a 
weak Republican opponent. 

Meehan and his allies have recently tried 
to suggest that his term-limits pledge was 
spontaneously blurted out in the heat of a 
campaign. But it should not be overlooked 
that Meehan has renounced only his own 
term limit. He has not concluded, as most 
serious people have, that the notion of term 
limits is deeply wrongheaded. Meehan’s ar- 
gument, as expressed to his constituents in 
a letter mailed last month, is that “with the 
failure of term-limits legislation nationally, 
to arbitrarily limit my own service puts the 
people I represent at a disadvantage.” 

Meehan contends that, as a young candi- 
date, he didn’t realize how important senior- 
ity is in the workings of Congress. But even 
after three years in the House, Meehan was 
still a passionate defender of this bad idea. 
“I have always been skeptical of the legisla- 
tors who claim they are for term limits but 
have been in office for 15 or 20 years,” 
Meehan said in a March 1995 floor speech. 
“The best test of any politician’s credibility 
on term limits is whether they are willing to 
put their careers where their mouths are 
and limit their own service.” 

Of course, that statement came before Mee- 
han had done much of his laudable work on 
the issues of tobacco and campaign-finance 
reform. Meehan was denouncing Big Tobacco 
and its patrons in Congress years before thou- 
sands of other politicians began flocking to the 
issue. And he was the lead Democratic spon- 
sor of a major campaign-finance-reform bill 
that actually passed the House last year — 
only to die later in the Senate. (At press time, 
Meehan was trying to enlist just a few more 
Republican supporters to bring the bill to a 
vote, against the wishes of the House Republi- 
can leadership.) 

Still, Meehan’s critics say the issue isn’t 
his effectiveness. It’s his credibility. “Term 
limits may not be as hot an issue as back in 
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1992,” says 
state Republican 
Party executive 
director John 
Brockelman. 
“But the real issue here is whether you can 
trust Marty Meehan. He made a pledge to 
the voters and he’s broken it. It’s very sim- 
ple and easy for voters to understand.” 

Or so hope the state Republicans, who 
have been trying to dredge up one of their 
own to run against Meehan next year. 
Brockelman says the state GOP has already 
been talking to potential Meehan chal- 
lengers for the 2000 elections, although he 
won't name names. (US Term Limits 
spokesman Jason Miller, whose group 
plans to spend $20 million in the 2000 
election cycle, adds that although his group 
has no immediate plans to run potentially 
embarrassing ads in Meehan’s district, 
“we're keeping a very, very close eye on” 
the GOP’s recruitment efforts.) 

Democrats, however, laugh at the no- 
tion that the state’s feeble Republican 
Party could come up with a serious oppo- 
nent for Meehan, whose campaign has an 
account balance of around $1.5 million. 
Even Sowyrda, a GOP partisan, says the 
notion of defeating Meehan is “a bunch 
of gobbledygook.” 

But Meehan is interested in far bigger 
things than one re-election. He will soon 
have to decide which way to steer his quickly 
accelerating political career. Down one road 
lies a potentially long and successful stay in 
Congress, perhaps culminating, in some far- 
off, post-Ted Kennedy era, with a Senate 
seat. Down another is a prize in which Mee- 
han has shown interest: the governorship. 

It’s well known that Meehan is consider- 
ing a run for the state’s top office; he even 
flirted with the possibility when Joe Kennedy 
dropped out of the 1998 governor’s race. 
Making the assumption that Meehan would 
like to be governor, some allies have coun- 
seled him to abide by his term-limits pledge. 
He could walk away from Congress a hero, 
they argue, a real Honest Man — the stuff 
of political lore. Then, after a couple of years 
spent hanging out in the private sector, he 
could make his run. 

Democrats see incumbent governor Paul 
Cellucci as being eminently beatable by a 
strong candidate. But to some, Meehan’s 
decision to seek re-election suggests he’s 
not leaving Washington anytime soon. “I 
do not believe he runs for governor,” says 
Michael Goldman. “I have to assume that if 
he was going to run for governor he would 
not have done this.” 

People closer to Meehan, however, say 
he has yet to make up his mind. “If he was 
committed to running for governor, he 
would have gotten out,” says one person 
close to Meehan. “The fact that he didn’t 
means he’s keeping his options open.” 

A potentially decisive factor is whether 
former congressman Joe Kennedy, who 
made an abortive run for governor in 1998, 
will try again. Democratic insiders and 
friends of Meehan say it’s impossible to 
imagine him taking on Kennedy. =

Meehan friend and adviser Bill Cunning- 
ham says he thinks the odds of Meehan’s 
running for governor are “50-50,” but that 
he’d be the early favorite in what could be 
one of the most crowded Democratic gu- 
bernatorial fields in recent memory. The list 
of Democrats actively eyeing the governor- 
ship has swollen to about a dozen. The list 
of potential candidates includes some of the 
top names at the State House, including 
House Speaker Tom Finneran, Senate 
president Tom Birmingham, Secretary of 
State William Galvin, and possibly even 
State Treasurer Shannon O’Brien. Former 
Democratic National Committee chair 
Stephen Grossman is making his interest 
clear among party regulars. So are 1998 
also-rans Scott Harshbarger and Patricia 
McGovern. Even former US Secretary of 
Labor Robert Reich has been meeting with 
political insiders to talk about a possible run. 

Should Kennedy decide not to run, there 
would be no clear party favorite in this race. 
But Marty Meehan would be a formidable 
candidate. He is well known, well funded, 
and still something of a fresh face. Meehan 
also got a valuable taste of how a statewide 
campaign works last year, when his long- 
time ally Tom Reilly made a winning bid for 
state attorney general. Meehan was closely 
involved with Reilly’s campaign; his chief of 
staff, Will Keyser, even took over as Reilly’s 
campaign manager. 

Before deciding whether to run for gov- 
ernor, Meehan will also wait to see if 
Democrats can regain control of Congress 
next year. If they do, Meehan will be an in- 
fluential member of the majority party, and 
will most likely become chairman of the 
House National Security Subcommittee on 
Military Research and Development. “If the 
House goes back to the Democrats, I think 
he’ll be more intent on staying where he 
is,” says Cunningham. “However, I don’t 
think he’ll rule out being governor.” 

Of course, a run for governor could reopen 
the whole embarrassing matter of broken 
promises. “Why won’t he say that he’s not 
going to run for governor in 2002, and stay 
for the next decade?” says US Term Limits’ 
Jason Miller. “He’s just giving another faulty 
excuse, and he’s going to turn his back on his 
constituents in another two years.” 

So what does Meehan himself say about 
all this? Well, he’s obviously learned his les- 
son. “My experience has taught me,” Mee- 
han says with a self-deprecating chuckle, 
“that I shouldn’t make blanket statements 
like that about the future.” x

N AUTHOR WHOSE book has been 
A panned has two choices: sulk or fight 

back. Carol Felsenthal, the biographer 
of Condé Nast magazine mogul S.I. “Si” 
Newhouse Jr., has chosen the latter course. 
The result is a slowly unfolding controversy 
involving the editor of the New York Times 
Book Review, the dean of Columbia’s Gradu- 
ate School of Journalism, and — peripherally 
— Boston Globe columnist Alex Beam. 

First, some background. Felsenthal is a 
Chicago-based writer whose best-known ear- 
lier work, a 1993 biography of Washington 
Post executive-committee chairwoman 
Katharine Graham, received the usual mix of 
praise and criticism. It also brought a sul- 
furous response from Graham herself, in the 
form of a 15-page letter to Felsenthal’s then- 
publisher, Putnam, alleging errors and de- 
manding corrections. Although Felsenthal 
contends that Graham’s complaints were off- 
base, the damage was done: publicity efforts 
for The Katharine Graham Story were cut 
back, sales suffered, and negotiations to turn 
the book into a made-for-cable movie were 
canceled. 

Nevertheless, the Graham book did man- 
age to attract the attention of Nan Graham 
(no relation), then an editor at Viking. Gra- 
ham approached Felsenthal with the idea of 
writing about Newhouse, the eccentric, soft- 
spoken hatchetman who owns magazines 
such as Vanity Fair, Vogue, and, most fa- 
mously, the New Yorker. 

After interviewing more than 400 people 
(but not Newhouse, who refused to cooper- 
ate), Felsenthal turned in her manuscript to 
Viking. In the meantime, however, Viking 
had been bought out by — yes — Putnam. 
Nan Graham had left for Scribner. Thus, 
Felsenthal was not altogether surprised when 
the Newhouse book was canceled. According 
to Felsenthal, Penguin Putnam president 
Phyllis Grann told Felsenthal’s agent, “I love 
this manuscript, but we can’t publish it, be- 
cause there’s a friend of mine on every page.” 
After other major publishing houses passed, 
the book was finally picked up by Seven Sto- 
ries, a respected small publisher, which put it 
out late last year under the title Citizen New- 
house: Portrait of a Media Merchant. 

The early word was positive, with the trade 
magazines Kirkus Reviews and Publishers 
Weekly giving Citizen Newhouse relatively fa- 
vorable notices. But on December 20, the 
book was absolutely hammered by the New 
York Times Book Review, which — as Felsen- 
thal is quick to note — helps set the agenda 
for book editors across the country. Reviewer 
Tom Goldstein, dean of the prestigious 
Columbia Journalism School, called Citizen 
Newhouse “a rather dull hatchet job,” specu- 
lated that Grann had concocted the friend- 
on-every-page excuse so as to spare Felsen- 
thal the awful truth, and closed with a wither- 
ing, “Let this book be the last of its kind.” 

Goldstein’s was hardly the only pan Felsen- 
thal’s book received. The Washington Post 
didn’t like it (a consequence, retorts Felsen- 
thal, of bitterness over the Katharine Graham 
book); the Washington Times, in a combina- 
tion interview/review, was largely unim- 
pressed; and the New York Observer, where 
bashing Newhouse and Condé Nast are fa- 
vorite sports, blasted Citizen Newhouse and 
compared it unfavorably to Thomas Maier’s 
Newhouse (1994). On the other hand, 
Felsenthal has gotten some solid thumbs-ups, 

including praise from both of her hometown 
dailies, the Chicago Tribune and the Chicago 
Sun-Times. 

The trouble is that, in talking with Felsen-

But Felsenthal has energetically 
pursued the Columbia- Newhouse 
connection, demanding that New 
York Times Book Review editor 
Charles “Chip” McGrath run an 
editor’s note disclosing Gold- 
stein’s alleged conflict. Word of 
her crusade is beginning to 
spread: the New York Post ran a 
substantial item on May 16. 

McGrath, who says he didn’t 
know about the Newhouse mon- 
ey before assigning Goldstein to 
review Felsenthal’s book, never- 
theless adds that he’s untroubled 
by it. “I just think it’s a non-is- 
sue,” says McGrath, who previ- 
ously worked for Newhouse as a 
top editor at the New Yorker, and 
who was among many current 
and former Newhouse*employees 
who declined to be interviewed 
for Citizen Newhouse. (Not that 
McGrath has any stake in de- 
fending Newhouse. It is widely 
believed that Newhouse fired leg- 
endary New Yorker editor William 
Shawn at least partly because 
Shawn wanted the solid but 
buzz-deficient McGrath to be his 
successor. Yet McGrath stayed 
on, winning credit for keeping 
the New Yorker on an even keel 
even while Tina Brown was doing 
her thing.) 





thal, you realize she sincerely believes that 
skulking behind all the pans are hidden mo- 
tives of one sort or another, whereas the praise 
that comes her way is simply her due. Regard- 
ing the Observer, for instance, she speculates 
that the reviewer, Scott Sherman, may have 
been trying to please Maier, since Sherman 
has written for Newsday, where Maier is on 
staff. That’s pretty far-fetched. Yet when I 
asked whether it was equally plausible that the 
two Chicago papers praised her because she 
writes book reviews for both of them, she in- 
stantly denied any possibility of impropriety. 

Which brings me back to Felsenthal’s on- 
going battle with the New York Times Book 
Review. 

Recently, Craig Aaron, of the Chicago- 
based magazine In These Times, filed a Free- 
dom of Information Act request with the New 
York attorney general’s office. He learned — 
horrors! — that the Samuel I. Newhouse 
Foundation gave $30,000 to the Columbia 
Journalism School in both 1996 and ’97 
(records for 1998 and ’99 were not available), 
and that it gave another $70,000 to sponsor a 
series of seminars in 1989. In his puffy piece 
on Felsenthal’s plight for the May 30 issue, he 
cited this money — as well as the fact that 
part of Goldstein’s job “is to place his students 
in jobs and internships with Newhouse publi- 
cations” — as evidence that Goldstein 
“should have passed on the assignment” of re- 
viewing Citizen Newhouse, or that he should 
have at least disclosed his link to Newhouse. 

Now, there are genuine conflicts of inter- 
est, there are appearances of conflicts, and 
there are relationships so small and tangential 
that they are simply not worth mentioning. At 
worst, Columbia’s reliance on a rather in- 
significant amount of Newhouse money falls 
somewhere between the appearance of a con- 
flict and an utter irrelevance — closer to the 
latter. And Aaron’s suggestion that Goldstein 
needs to suck up to Newhouse in order to 
find work for his students is too silly to war- 
rant comment. 


“To believe that anything was 
amiss,” McGrath adds, “you’d have to believe 
that Tom Goldstein was afraid that if he 
didn’t write a certain type of review, the New- 
house Foundation would come in and take 
his money away. It’s insane.” 

McGrath does offer one small concession. 
Though he has no plans to publish the edi- 
tor’s note Felsenthal has requested, he does 
say that if he had it to do over again, he prob- 
ably would have published a disclosure at the 
time the review ran. “I suppose now, in retro- 
spect, having seen all the flap, I would have 
thought about it,” McGrath says. “I would 
have made the assignment again. Would I 
have made the disclosure? Maybe. It would 
have saved some headaches.” 

Goldstein, for his part, discusses In These 
Times’ FOIA request with a combination of 
bemusement and irritation. “If they’d called 
me, I would have told them. We try to lead a 
pretty transparent operation,” he says of the 
Newhouse Foundation money — which, he 
adds, funds a business-reporting fellowship 
that’s not even under Goldstein’s immediate 
control. (Aaron’s In These Times piece states 
that “Goldstein was unavailable for com- 
ment.” Goldstein acknowledges that someone 
from In These Times did indeed try to call 
him, but that the message was not forwarded 
to him.) 

“Before I was dean, I was a press critic,” 
Goldstein says. “I continue, as dean, to be a 
press critic. If I had thought differently of the 
book, I would have said so directly. I review a 
lot of books, I comment a lot. Oftentimes I 
am criticizing the very people I wish would 
give us money. And that’s what I’ve got to do, 
because if you start pulling your punches you 
lose credibility.” 

Felsenthal isn’t the first person to accuse 
the New York Times Book Review of having a 
conflict. In fact, she’s not even the first New- 
house biographer to make that charge. When 
Times staff writer Walter Goodman panned 
Maier’s Newhouse in 1994, Maier wrote that 
Goodman had a conflict, since Maier’s book 







made an unkind reference to Goodman. 
Goodman responded that the reference was 
so obscure he hadn’t even recognized it until 
Maier pointed it out. 

More recently, Alex Beam, in his Globe 
column of April 23, reported that McGrath 
had killed a nasty review by Helena Cronin of 
Woman: An Intimate Geography, allegedly 
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because the book’s author, Natalie Angier, is 

a Times science writer. McGrath told Beam 

he canceled the review because it was “too 

snarky” and “failed to address the whole 

range of the book,” but denied that he was 
trying to protect a Times staffer. In its place, | 
McGrath ran a favorable review of Angier’s 

book by Abraham Verghese, a Texas Tech 
University medical professor who is the au- 
thor of The Tennis Partner: A Doctor’s Story | 
of Friendship and Love. Asked how frequently 
he kills reviews, McGrath told the Phoenix: 1 
“It happens a couple of times a year. If you 
do it in a high-profile.situation, there’s usually 
hell to pay, just of this sort. If it happens all 
the time, then you’re doing something wrong, 
and if it never happens, you’re probably doing 
something wrong, too.” 

In a related development, the daily Times 
ran its own review of Angier’s book — a rave 
by Marilyn Yalom that resulted, on May 20, 
in an embarrassing editor’s note. The reason, 
as Beam had reported earlier: Angier had 
praised Yalom’s A History of the Breast in 
1997. (McGrath does not oversee reviews in 
the daily Times.) 

Felsenthal cites Beam’s column to bolster 
her case against McGrath and Goldstein. 
And yes, Beam appears to have unearthed a 
bit of unseemliness that should have received 
more attention than it did. “I'll tell you, 
somewhat injudiciously, that I’ve been a little 
surprised,” says Beam. “To use what is a 
very tired phrase, where is the outrage? I’m 
talking about the Times spiking a negative 
review of one of its own writers’ books.” 
(Washington Post media reporter Howard 
Kurtz wrote about the issue on Monday, 
crediting the Globe.) 

But if the Times and its Book Review acted 
outrageously, to borrow Beam’s term, in re- 
gard to Angier’s book, it’s also outrageous for 
Felsenthal to try to glom onto that in an at- 
tempt to bolster her own weak case. 

It’s not that Citizen Newhouse is a bad 
book. Quite the contrary; Felsenthal turned 
in a workmanlike effort, and I think Gold- 
stein was far too dismissive. But there are 
obvious limits to how much a biographer can 
do with a not-very-interesting subject who 
refuses to cooperate and who intimidates 
many others into withholding their coopera- 
tion as well. Felsenthal does a good job of 
explicating the difference between Sam New- 
house, the hard-charging, bottom-line- 
obsessed patriarch, and Si, the awkward son 
who collects magazines the way he collects 
artwork (that is, for social status). But her 
passages on the New Yorker, which were of 
the most interest to me, offer nothing new. 
And I share Scott Sherman’s queasiness over 
Felsenthal’s indulging rumors of Newhouse’s 
homosexuality under the guise of shooting 
them down. 

In an interview, Felsenthal doesn’t retreat 
an inch in her quest-to expose what she sees_. 
as Goldstein’s conflict of interest and thus 
vindicate her book. “I don’t think $30,000 is 
a piddling amount,” she says of the New- 
house Foundation money. She accuses 
McGrath of striking an “arrogant tone” in 
an exchange of e-mails with her (I would call | 
them courteous but firm, based on the copies 
she sent along). And she makes it clear that 
she’s way past keeping quiet. i 

“I’m 50 years old, I’m in the mid-part of 
my career, and I think some of these things

are wrong and they need to be talked about,” 
she says. “I’m through being polite.” 
Felsenthal appears convinced that she’s | 
fighting the good fight. But she’s leveled a 
serious allegation against Tom Goldstein that 
doesn’t hold up, and she’s making demands 
of Chip McGrath that simply aren’t warrant- 
ed based on her scanty evidence. 
Given what happened with her Katharine 
Graham biography and the difficulties she 
had in finding a publisher for Citizen New- 
house, Felsenthal’s defensiveness is under- 
standable. But she should consider the possi- 
bility that sometimes a bad review is just a 
bad review. &

Is there a spiritual value 
to inspired architecture? 





Beyond bricks

ERNARD CARDINAL LAW, the 
& Roman Catholic archbishop of Bos- 

ton, exhibits many more virtues than 
one really has a right to expect from a pub- 
lic figure these days. 

The cardinal is not, however, notably 
gifted artistically. At least not visually. And 
no one has ever suggested that he has a 
good eye for architecture. The late Mon- 
signor Francis J. Lally, the legendary 
chairman of the Boston Redevelopment 
Authority (with whom Daniel Coolidge 
and I once plotted the restoration of the 
Cathedral of the Holy Cross), confided 
that on the subject of architecture — no 
matter how exciting the de- 
sign or how historic the 
church — the cardinal just 
does not engage at all. 

He likes white walls. Period. 

I was thus alarmed to hear 
the recent news about 
St. Aidan’s Church near 
Coolidge Corner, which is 
headed for closure and pos- 
sible destruction if the cardi- 
nal approves, as he very like- 
ly has, the declining parish’s 
merger into the nearby and 
still thriving parish of 
St. Mary of the Assumption 
in Brookline Village. 

A historic church — John 
F. Kennedy was baptized 
there in 1917 — it is also 
architecturally significant as 
a characteristic example of 
the work of Charles 
D. Maginnis. 

A leader in the early 20th 
century of a group some- 
times called the Boston 
Gothicists, Maginnis was 
perhaps the most gifted fol- 
lower of Ralph Adams 
Cram, America’s greatest 
church architect. And he 
became his era’s foremost designer of 
Roman Catholic churches in the United 
States. A considerable influence in the 
profession generally, he was also presi- 
dent of (and was awarded the gold medal 
of) the American Institute of Architects. 

In Boston, the landmark architecture 
of his firm, Maginnis and Walsh, in- 
cludes the historic Gothic Revival towers 
that so majestically claim the Newton 
heights of Boston College, and the high 
altar of Copley Square’s Trinity Church, 
gorgeous in its almost Byzantine glitter 
and splendor. In New York City, another 
high altar of Maginnis’s, with a richly 
detailed Gothic baldacchino, is the cen- 
terpiece of St. Patrick’s Cathedral on 
Fifth Avenue. 

Of course, he is not much remembered 
now, but he hasn’t been forgotten by his 
profession: the April newsletter of the 
Boston Society of Architects reported on 
a recent article in Faith and Form maga- 
zine, by Dennis Keefe and F.W. Atherton, 
on this old Boston firm. 

I wonder, has the cardinal read it? 


Or any of Maginnis’s own always-melliflu- 


ous writings? And I wonder, too, if what 
Ada Louise Huxtable wrote about 

St. Bartholomew’s Church in New York 
(when its architecture was also threat- 
ened, in that case by greedy developers 
tempting parishioners anxious about fund- 
ing social programs) is not equally rele- 
vant to St. Aidan’s. Huxtable complained: 





That the beauty the St. Bartholomew 
block contributes to the welfare of the 
city and all of its inhabitants was not 
part of the reckoning. ... Only ina 
culture where commercial values have 
vanquished spiritual values would such 
a church and its setting not be consid- 
ered a legacy beyond price. 


Now, St. Aidan’s is not Maginnis’s mas- 
terwork, as St. Bart’s may be Bertram 
Goodhue’s; nor, indeed, was Maginnis the 
genius Goodhue was. And I do not neces- 
sarily argue that all churches of this type, 
or of either architect’s design, should be 


In 1964 Cardinal Cushing set the pace for 
the whole city in mounting a brilliant 
restoration of the early-19th-century St. 
Stephen’s Church in the North End, Bos- 
ton’s last surviving church of Charles 
Bulfinch’s design. But in our own period, 
when the Jesuits brutalized the hardly less 
important late-19th-century interior of the 
Church of the Immaculate Conception in 
the South End, the archdiocese mounted 
no effective protest despite widespread 
public outcry. 

Now, I am a great admirer of the Jesuit 
Urban Center, as the Immaculate is now 
called. The Jesuits there are alert to wom- 
en’s issues, and their gay-positive ministry 
is in striking contrast to the rather lgss wel- 
coming attitude at Law’s own Cathedral of 
the Holy Cross, also in the South End. 

But the Jesuits’ progressive attitude on 
social questions seems very much at odds 
with the appreciation one would expect 
from them, and from the archdiocese, for 
the historical and architectural legacy of the 
Immaculate — a legacy celebrated by no 
less than George Santayana (in his mem- 
oirs) as the center of the intellectual and 
artistic culture of Boston’s Roman 
Catholics in the late Victorian era. 


ORTUNATELY, THERE is a happier 

tale to tell of art and architecture in the 
Boston archdiocese today, and it is to be 
found at the church that in this century 
succeeded the Immaculate as Boston’s cen- 
ter of Roman Catholic intellectual and

preserved; or that art and architecture 
should always trump other considerations. 
Perhaps we can do without St. Aidan’s, a 
modest though charming Tudor Gothic 
parish church built in 1911. 

But would the cardinal and his advisers 
recognize Maginnis’s masterwork if they 
saw it? (It is the Church of St. Catherine of 
Siena in Somerville.) And on what aesthetic 
grounds, if any, have they decided for St. 
Mary’s, into which St. Aidan’s will most 
likely be merged? 

St. Mary’s, too, is the work of nation- 
ally celebrated Boston architects: 
Peabody and Stearns, designers who 
flourished before Maginnis and Walsh in 
the late 19th century. In terms of archi- 
tectural significance, one could as rea- 
sonably argue for St. Mary’s preservation 
as for St. Aidan’s. These things are rela- 
tive. Is the work a major one, an early 
one, unique in its locale, stylistically or 
structurally unusual, nationally or re- 
gionally significant? The answers to 
those and other questions are key. 

But the point is: are they even asked? 
One wonders whether architectural or his- 
torical value enters into the decision at all! 

More than Cardinal Law’s eye — good, 
bad, or indifferent — prompts my skepti- 
cism. Historically, the Boston archdiocese 
has a very mixed record on these matters. 


artistic life: St. Paul’s Church in Harvard 
Square. 

St. Paul’s itself, built in 1915, was de- 
signed by Edward T.P. Graham, now really 
a quite obscure architect. But it is Gra- 
ham’s major work, and St. Paul’s is beauti- 
ful not only in itself — the heroic marble 
columns surrounding its high altar may be 
the most striking altar screen in the arch- 
diocese — but in its setting. 

Seen, as it most often is, behind and to 
the left of the Lampoon Castle looking 
down Mt. Auburn Street, the St. Paul’s 
campanile — modeled, according to 
Robert Bell Retting, on the Torre del Com- 
mune in Verona — is a picturesque and 
poetic climax to Harvard’s finest 
streetscape, which compares to the famous 
prospect along the High of Oxford’s col- 
leges. Nor is the church less winning from 
the front, where it faces on to a small Old 
World-style square formed by Bow and Ar- 
row Streets that must be one of the most 
charming and uncontrived urban spaces in 
any American city. 

St. Paul’s, moreover, is famously as 
much worth hearing as seeing: the arch- 
diocesan choir school has been based there 
for some years. Its emphasis on music has 
well served that parish’s ministry not only 
to the Harvard community but to the arch- 
diocese as a whole. And that, in turn, was 





probably as important as the parish’s Har- 
vard connections in enabling St. Paul’s to 
realize an addition of unusual architectural 
distinction. 

When a new choir school proved neces- 
sary, the parish (prodded by building 
committee co-chair Tim O’Donnell, 
whom I informally advised) insisted on a 
first-class architect. In fact, the choice 
came down to Kallmann, McKinnell, and 
Wood or Koetter-Kim. And while I would 
be fascinated to know what Gerhardt 
Kallmann and Michael McKinnell would 
have given us at St. Paul’s, there is no 
denying that Fred Koetter and Susie Kim, 
who were finally chosen for the job, 
scored quite a triumph with their much- 
admired design. 

The secret of its success, I think, is that 
the overall design is superbly urbanistic 
(in fact, very Italian) — a playground, 
pedestrian pathway, and parking lot are 
combined in a way that beautifully encom- 
passes the elegant gates and stair that lead 
up to Arrow Street — while the school 
building itself is deftly cast in both His- 
toricist and Modernist terms. Not content 
to respond to the Historicist design of the 
church, the architects also cast a knowing 
eye across Arrow Street to the large stuc- 
co building, very Modernist in feeling (in- 
deed, it might have been designed by 
Adolf Loos in 1900s Vienna), that gives 
such a marvelous European flavor to St. 
Paul’s Square. 

Together with the opulent Tudor 

runtsorn Baroque of Adams House’s 
Westmorley Court and the 
little gabled frame building 
that is home to two match- 
| less Cambridge institutions 
— Josefina Yanguas’s Café 
Pamplona and Paul Robert- 
son’s Architectural Book- 
shop — St. Paul’s and the 
Loos Building (as I call it) 
define this most picturesque 
quarter of Boston’s Left 
Bank, as | always think of 
Cambridge. 

It will be even more pic- 
turesque if Gerhardt Kall- 
mann’s admirers mobilize 
to give him the chance to 
contribute to this scene af- 
ter all by commissioning 
him to design an Italian- 
style street fountain for the 
square, as Kallmann longs 
to do every time he returns , 
from Rome. He would 
model it on the Fontana 
delle Tartarughe in the Pi- 
azza Mattei, a little Roman 
™ square very much like St. 

» Paul’s Square. Four young 
F men disport themselves 
with dolphins, which spout 
water into a shell, while all the while sup- 
porting turtles that climb into the bowl 
above. All this in front of Adams House! 
It would be charming. . 

One step in the right direction has al- 
ready been taken. St. Paul’s present pastor, 
Monsignor Dennis Sheehan, has restored 
St. Paul’s deep-toned bells at no little in- 
convenience: they now ring out the hour, 
half-hour, and quarter-hour with a digni- 
fied clangor worthy of Rome itself. 

Church, college, café, bookstore, and 
bells: who will give the fountain? 

St. Paul’s gathers all this up beautifully, 
not only to set off the church, but to give 
focus to a wonderful urban space that rich- 
ly endows us all. 

This is the way it should be. Church and 
state each have their own, often (rightfully) 
incompatible, purposes. But that they can 
conspire to good effect is clear in old St. 
Paul’s Square. 

It is a lesson perhaps for St. Aidan’s, 
and certainly for the cardinal. Yet it is 
surely a cause for concern that St. Paul’s 
seems SO conspicuous an exception to the 
way things usually happen in the archdio- 
cese of Boston. 

If St. Aidan’s goes, I for one will feel the 
loss. Architecture of that quality is a lot 
easier to tear down than to replace in our 
fragile urban fabric. 

But if St. Aidan’s is well and truly lost, 
St. Paul’s is a stellar example of what there 
is to save. f cd

To boost revenues, the MBTA is 
experimenting with big, creative 
advertisements. But when do these 
public displays cross the line?

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t Journal ads dominated the Harvard 





F YOU VISITED the Harvard MBTA 

station in the past month, it was virtually 

impossible to miss the advertising blitz 
for the Wall Street Journal. The $50,000 
mega-campaign — which was scheduled to 
come down by this weekend — included 
five giant advertisements inside the sta- 
tion’s core, near the elevators and train 
turnstiles. Each ad featured red lines of 
copy inserted into the paper’s staid banner. 
Two ads, for example, looked like this: 


THE I’m 29 and just took my company pub- 
lic STREET JOURNAL 


Another one read: 


THE If Grandpa had wsj.com, you’d have a 
bigger inheritance STREET JOURNAL 


The MBTA calls this type of campaign 
“station domination,” and there’s no doubt 
that the Journal blitz was, well, dominating. 
Never before had the T allotted so much 
space to a single advertiser: the five banner 
ads were 30 feet long by 10 feet tall — a 
wee bit smaller than a highway billboard. 
What’s more, though some Journal ads 
were placed in traditional display cases, 
others were hung in spaces not normally 
used for advertising. Three were big stick- 
ers, stuck to the station’s tiled walls. Two 
were draped from the ceiling rafters, right 
over the escalators — practically smacking 
passengers in the face as they entered and 
exited. 

Philosophically, it was possible to see the 
Journal campaign— whose slogan is “Ad- 
ventures in Capitalism” — as another epi- 
taph on the old Harvard Square, a neigh- 
borhood historically associated with estab- 
lishment-rattling and, occasionally, radical 
thought; had these banners been raised a 
generation ago, the kids might have burned 
them down. (Some indignant soul, it 
should be noted, did write “Adventures in 
Fascism” in black pen under one Journal 
ad, and another was defaced with stickers 
championing local unions.) 

But as the T continues to champion sta- 
tion domination, the bigger issue may be 
how appropriate this commercial bombard- 
ment is in any such environment. MBTA 
stations, after all, are public spaces, main- 
tained largely with tax dollars. They’re not 





like the FleetCenter, the tops of taxi cabs, 
or even the rooftops where billboards are 
placed; T administrators are not au- 
tonomous owners who can do whatever 
they want with their property. Special con- 
sideration is called for any time public 
space is sold to private interests. If nothing 
else, last month’s Journal campaign raises a 
simple question: how much is too much? 


HAT’S A question the T hasn’t yet 

sorted out. Station domination is a rel- 
atively new trend, and there aren’t really 
any rules. Administrators review advertise- 
ments for content — “We do have stan- 
dards,” says T spokesperson Joe Pesaturo, 
and the T has in fact rejected ads because 
of language or sexually explicit images — 
but the guidelines for placement are less 
strict. 

It’s fair to say, however, that T manage- 
ment’s basic position on station domination 
is Go, go, go. The transit authority is under 
heavy pressure from legislators to contain 
costs and find new sources of revenue (a 
fare increase is likely in the offing), so the 
prospect of reaping some extra money from 
private sources is, to say the least, enticing. 

“Think about it [station domination] in 
the context of the current situation we’re 
in, with people discussing the T’s fi- 
nances,” says Pesaturo. “Here’s one way 
that we’re trying to raise some non-fare 
revenue.” 

Arranging these deals is the job of Park 
Transit Displays, Inc., a Weymouth-based 
firm that acts as an intermediary between 
advertising clients and the T. Park Transit 
vice-president Peter Brown says that sta- 
tion domination and other large-scale cam- 
paigns are the biggest thing going these 
days in public-transit advertising. Brown’s 
company helped arrange Nike’s massive 
April campaign at Park Street, which was 
tied to the Boston Marathon (the ads fea- 
tured scenes of bananas, water cups, jersey 
numbers, and other runnerly items, super- 
imposed with the race date and the Nike 
Swoosh). It also placed Apple Computers’ 
“Think Different” ad, which now wraps 
around the T’s elevator kiosk in Harvard 
Square. 

Brown says that growing numbers of ad- 
vertisers are opting to make one big splash

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instead of spending their advertising budgets more gradual- 
ly, an traditional formats. “They feel they can get a lot of 
bang for their buck by doing one dramatic thing, as op- 
posed to buying 50 cable [television ads] or 100 radio-sta- 
tion [ads],” he says. 

The key, Brown says, is creativity. In addition to station 
domination, the T has experimented with “brand cars,” in 
which one advertiser buys up every allotted space on a sin- 
gle train car. Brown says Park Transit also introduced Bos- 
ton to the technology that allows a single bus or train to be 
“shrink-wrapped” in a single advertisement. To date, buses 
and trains have been wrapped in advertisements for Lotus, 
JAM’N 94.5, Dunkin’ Donuts, the Gardner Museum, Nike, 
and the T itself, among others. 

The T’s most controversial advertising move, however, 
was its 1997 decision to allow Citizens Bank to buy “naming 
rights” to the State Street stop on the Orange Line. Under 
what Pesaturo describes as an “adopt-a-station” program, 
Citizens pays $161,000 a year for three years to cover main- 
tenance and beautification costs for the station, which in ex- 
change is referred to as “State Street/Citizens Bank.” (When 
the current deal expires, a permanent name change will be 
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considered before Citizens re-ups; 
according to the Boston Business 
Journal, “Citizens Bank Plaza” is a 
possibility.) 

When the Citizens deal was an- 
nounced, traditionalists howled; 
critics wondered when the T was 
going to announce stops named 
“Copley/Saks Fifth Avenue” or 
“Park Street/Finagle-A-Bagel.” But 
Pesaturo says that although the 
transit authority has had occasional 
conversations with other bidders, it 
hasn’t come close to another nam- 
ing-rights deal. “We’re very picky 
about it,” he says. 

Still, it’s obvious that T manage- 
ment is steadfastly in favor of con- 
tinuing these public-private ar- 
rangements. Pesaturo says that

ticeably cleaner. “The proof is in 
the pudding,” he says. “They got on top of it. They got 
some new benches and did some rehabilitation work.” 

And, more to the point, these advertising ventures bring 
in money. Park Transit’s Brown says that since his compa- 
ny began working with the MBTA in 1992, the transit au- 
thority’s annual advertising revenues have jumped from 
$3.5 million to $10 million. 

“Station domination,” Brown says, “is just the tip of the 
iceberg.” 


F COURSE, public-private ventures in general are on 

the rise nationwide as legislators and municipal agen- 
cies try to contain costs, and as corporations and other 
business entities try to hitch their names and images to 
popular civic projects. In Boston, for example, companies 
like 3Com, Intel, and Microsoft have provided free com- 
puter technology to public schools; Nike built a basketball 
court out of recycled sneakers in Dorchester. 

But the tradeoff between public and private interests is 
quite different when it involves straight advertising, as is the 
case with station domination. In such cases, the relationship 
is much more fundamental: the T charges a fee, and the ad- 
vertiser simply hawks its product or service. And though 
revenues do provide some public benefit — i.e., keeping 
fares down — not everyone believes it’s an even exchange. 

“They [the MBTA] are letting themselves be taken ad- 
vantage of,” argues Lydia Eccles, a Chinatown resident 
who led a campaign several years ago against the “Com- 
muter Channel,” the now-defunct in-station television ser- 
vice that alternated transit updates with commercial adver- 
tising. Indeed, considering the scale of the Wall Street Jour- 
nal’s campaign and the thousands of commuters who pass 
through the Harvard T stop each day, $50,000 for one 
month may be an awfully good deal for Dow Jones & Com- 
pany, the paper’s owner. Eccles points out that it’s about 
the cost of running a couple of full-page advertisements in 
a daily newspaper. What’s more, Dow was able to aim at 
very specific demographic targets (yuppies and techies) by 
hitting Harvard. 

But the real problem with station domination and similar 
schemes, Eccles says, is that citizens become “captive” to a 
private message while they’re on publicly owned property. 
Compared to conventional, smaller advertisements on buses, 
trains, and platforms, these major ads are impossible to ignore, 
she says. (Eccles reserves her biggest scorn for the shrink- 
wrapped buses and train cars: “They are making people ride 
around contained in an advertisement. It’s outrageous.”) 

lan MacKinnon, a long-time street performer who ran for 
Cambridge City Council in 1997, complains that these ads 
represent a corporate invasion of public space. To register 
his protest of the Journal’s boffo campaign, MacKinnon de- 
cided to grab his guitar, dress up as a suit-wearing stock- 
broker, and sing stock quotes at the Harvard stop. 

“This appears to be public space, but it’s now controlled 
by merchants and advertisers and people who sell space to 
advertisers,” MacKinnon says. 

Even to some people who don’t necessarily mind the idea 
of auctioning off the public’s property, the Journal cam- 
paign was a bit much. “It doesn’t bother me as much to 
imagine that the government is selling away public space 
when what’s being done is interesting,” says Sam Lasky, an 
architect with the Boston firm of William Rawn and Associ- 
ates, who says he found the ads “excessive” and minimally 
creative compared to Nike’s Marathon campaign at Park 
Street, which he labeled “brilliant.” 

Lasky has a point: individually, the Journal ads may have 
been clever, but the Harvard campaign was just big and 
dull. It was poorly integrated into the station’s interior, and 
what could have been a memorable display was simply an 
annoying one. From an aesthetic standpoint, station domi- 
nation and similar ventures will work only if advertisers 
consider the surrounding space and attempt to complement 
it, not overwhelm it. 

More than anything else, however, the T must decide 
how far it will allow advertisers to go. There’s no question 
that the additional revenue is attractive. But so is the 
integrity of public space — even public space that’s under- 
ground. Not every inch of it should be for sale.

Prime time

AY THIS FOR Mayor Tom Menino: he’s a 
big guy and not always graceful, but he’s 


surprisingly agile. 


Consider the political disasters he evaded 

during the first half of this year, when City 

Hall was peppered with bad news. The Boston Housing 
Authority (BHA) was taken to task by federal housing § 
officials for allowing racial violence and intimidation to ane Ration ia 
scar Charlestown and South Boston housing projects in 





the early-to-mid 1990s. The police department threat- 
ened to erupt in scandal when a black lieutenant was the victim of a 


racial prank involving a noose. Menino feuded behind the scenes 
with South Boston leaders over the new Seaport District. City Hall 
was running on empty before Menino, finally, filled several key va- 
cancies. Throw in the Boston Herald’s taking the mayor to task for 
driving around in a new gas-guzzling Ford Explorer, and Menino 


was “off message” at best. 


It’s a testament to his administration’s 
skill, good intentions, and just plain luck, 
then, that the Menino ship appears so 
sound. Last month the federal Depart- 
ment of Housing and Urban Development 
(HUD) issued a second report on the 
housing authority, this one looking at its 
progress on racial issues; although it still 
found many problems, it struck a far 
more conciliatory note. 

On the police front, meanwhile, crisis 
has at least receded, although questions 
remain: influential black minister Eugene 
Rivers of the 10 Point Coalition recently 
called for an independent review of the 
department. 

If Menino is off the hook in one re- 
spect, though, he’s on the spot in anoth- 
er. For the time being, Menino is scandal- 
free. Soon, he will have a nearly full staff. 
All-star former state representative Char- 
lotte Golar Richie is getting up to speed 
as his head housing official. Turnpike- 
authority veteran James Rooney will come 
on in July as chief-of-staff, a position that 
Menino had allowed to remain vacant 
since David Passafaro left last October. 
All this gives the mayor, for the first time 
in months, a clean slate to display 
progress on the ambitious housing and 
schools agenda he laid out earlier this 
year. 

Right now, Menino’s in good shape. 
The most powerful figure on the city 
council, South Boston councilor James 
Kelly, is his good friend. The mayor has a 
clean shot — with a strong economy, and 
with two years before he’s up for re-election, 
he can look forward instead of glancing 
over his shoulder. “Now you have the 

question: can Menino come back and 
start returning to his own agenda rather 
than responding to others?” says Back 





Bay city councilor Tom Keane. “It’s a 
good question.” 


Housing 
“How many of you remember the debate 
on rent control five years ago? The real- 


estate lobby told us: if you end rent control, 


we will build new apartments immediately. 
We’re still waiting for those new apart- 
ments,” said Menino in this year’s State of 
the City address at the Emerson Majestic 
Theatre. “But I’m not going to wait any 
longer. I’m moving forward.” 

That was back in January. And to prove 
he was serious, Menino announced he was 
installing then—Dorchester state represen- 
tative Charlotte Golar Richie in the newly 
created position of city housing secretary. 
For Menino, bringing Golar Richie to City 
Hall was something of a coup. 

With Richie on board, the city’s goal is 
to provide for the creation of 2000 new 
housing units by the new millennium. To- 
ward that end, Menino has pledged to up 
the city’s efforts to work with nonprofit 
developers — probably a good strategy. 
In many ways, though, staving off hous- 
ing crises resembles the arcade game 
where you bang the head of a monster 
that pops out of a hole, only to see anoth- 
er surface moments later. For each unit 
the city brings on line, or works with de- 
velopers to preserve, others are probably 
at risk. Announcements of market-rate 
conversions by owners of privately held 
but HUD-subsidized housing are begin- 
ning to trickle in, like word last winter 
that 223 units of elderly housing in 
Dorchester may fall victim to the market 
in coming years. (City officials say they 

hope to coerce the owner into preserving 
some affordability at the site.) 
Although the city so far has been able to 





re finally filling up, after 


months of department-head vacancies. 


work with nonprofit developers to preserve 
some of the units, housing advocates say 
that more and more owners may start try- 
ing to cash in on the hot market. “Bringing 
in Golar Richie is a positive because she is 
talented and was effective as a legislator,” 
says Dorchester resident and long-time 
community activist Lou Finfer. “But people 
are most interested in [whether] there is 
going to be any relief right now. The pic- 
ture for most people is that unless you own 
a house now or live in public housing, you 
might as well pack your bags, because in a 
year or two or three you will be gone.” 

It’s an issue over which the city has only 
limited control. Certainly cities and towns 
in Massachusetts are not getting help from 
state and federal government. The Weld- 
Cellucci years in particular have been dis- 
astrous for housing advocates — Finfer 
points out that $100 million in housing- 
and community-development money has 
been cut from the state budget over the 
past decade. 

Given Menino’s ambitious housing agen- 
da, some wonder whether the mayor is 
playing his cards as well as he could. Case 
in point: right now, city housing officials 
are seeking millions in HUD cash to reno- 
vate the South End’s Cathedral housing 
development. But there’s a catch: HUD’s 
HOPE VI program requires cities to lessen 
density as they rebuild development and to 
create more mixed-income communities by 
making some of the new units market rate 
(see “False HOPE?”, News and Features, 
May 28). Renovating run-down develop- 
ments and creating mixed-income commu- 
nities are worthy goals. But, in this market, 

where the hell are the displaced residents 
going to go? Mel King, in the Bay State 
Banner, blasted the plan as “economic 
cleansing.” 

Although Menino has come through, 
according to the Department of Neigh- 
borhood Development — he’s more than 
halfway to his goal of 2000 new housing 
starts and has worked to preserve some 
at-risk housing — one of the city’s most 
diligent observers says he’s not sure 
Menino’s approach is anything more than 
piecemeal. “There’s a need to finalize a 
comprehensive housing policy, to identify 
how funds are going to be used — what 
are the needs, where are the needs,” says

Schools 

On schools, too, Menino has made some 
gains. Earlier this year he began planning 
for several new institutions. The first two 
are slated for Roxbury, which makes sense 
for the city — Menino has indicated that 
he’s willing to entertain the notion of 
“neighborhood schools” (which means di- 
minished busing), so putting new schools 
in areas where they are needed most is key. 

But long before their foundation is aid, 
Menino could face scrutiny on the perfor- 
mance of students attending schools that 
exist now. Students recently took the sec- 
ond round of the MCAS standardized tests, 
and while the exams’ utility for measuring 
skills is suspect, they are viewed as a public 
and quantifiable gauge of school quality. 

“Politically, he’s been a very popular 
mayor because people respect the fact that 
he works hard and pays attention to a lot of 
the aspects of city government that people 
are concerned about, from education to 
clean streets to crime and community 
policing,” says Finfer. “ I think the two 
challenges he has taken on that are not easy 
to deliver on but are crucial to the city are 
schools and housing. He has said, ‘Judge 
me on how the schools are doing,’ and 
there is a long way to go.” 


Mass transit 

Menino may see schools and housing as 
his bread and butter, but activists and resi- 
dents will press him elsewhere as well. Res- 
idents of the South End, for example, have 
long nursed a complaint: since the old ele- 
vated Orange Line came down in the late 
1980s, the rumbling, diesel-fueled Number 
49 bus has continued to be Washington 
Street’s mode of public transportation, and 
a slow and dirty one at that. 

Late last month, the Massachusetts Bay 
Transportation Authority quietly filed up- 
dated plans with state environmental offi- 
cials on the proposed new Silver Line that’s 
been promised for years. How long the 
MBTA will take to fulfill that promise is un- 
clear. The agency says it hopes to have the 
regular buses replaced by late 2000 or early 
2001 with longer, more train-like vehicles 
powered by alternative fuel, providing 
transportation between Roxbury and down- 
town that’s faster and less toxic. 

One MBTA gadfly wants Menino to 
turn up the heat. “Washington Street re- 
placement is simply part of a set of com- 
mitments, and the real question is what 
role the city takes in pushing the state to 
live up to these commitments,” says Seth 
Kaplan, staff attorney with the Conserva- 
tion Law Foundation, which is pushing 
the MBTA to make good on mass-transit 
pledges offered when the Big Dig was on 
the drawing boards, including the Silver 
Line and improvements to the Blue Line. 
It’s time Menino leaned on Governor 
Paul Cellucci to make the MBTA friendli- 
er to the city that houses the bulk of its 
ridership. After all, under Weld and Cel- 
lucci, it became easier to get into down- 
town Boston from the North Shore than 
from Roxbury. 

“We are hopeful the city will take a very 
aggressive role,” Kaplan says. 


inside baseball 

Inside City Hall, say some critics, the 
optimism that Menino articulates about 
new development, housing, and schools is 
at odds with flat morale. Some of that is 
probably attributable to the mayor’s in- 
ability, for so many months, to replace the 
departed David Passafaro. To the extent 
that that’s true, things will change: some 
officials say that when James Rooney ar- 
rives, City Hall will get a shot in the arm. 
“Having Charlotte [Golar Richie] on 
board and Jim in the Mayor’s Office gives 
people a chance to refine their priorities 
and have a strategic vision, allow things to 
work in greater synthesis,” says Kathy 
Kottaridis, director of the city’s office of 
business development. 


Fenway follies 


S THE BOSTON Red Sox look to build a new 

stadium, the members of Mayor Menino’s admin- 

istration say that they are committed to giving the 
Fenway neighborhood a voice in its own destiny. But do 
they really want to play ball? 

If last week’s meeting between the Boston Redevelop- 
ment Authority (BRA) and skeptical Fenway residents 
was any indication, it’s not entirely clear. The meeting 
was supposed to help the BRA solicit community input on 
new development, but planners allowed it to degenerate 
into a virtual food fight among rival activist groups. 


The Red Sox unveiled plans for a new 45,000-seat stadium 
about two weeks ago, and Menino has voiced his 
support for these plans. Even leaving the Sox’ in- 
tentions aside, the Fenway is always being eyed 
hungrily by developers. Such hot property needs a 
careful watch kept on it, and to that end, the BRA 
plans to create an Interim Planning Overlay District 
(IPOD). It’s not a particularly catchy acronym. But 
it is significant in that the BRA is setting up a 
neighborhood task force designed to give residents 
more control over what's built in their midst. BRA 
officials say the task force will add another layer of 
community review to neighborhood development 
and work with city officials to create new zoning 
codes for the Fenway. 

On Wednesday, the BRA came to the Fenway 
to continue setting up the task force and to move 
forward with the IPOD process. It appeared that 
the city was already putting its proclaimed good 
intentions into action. “We are a group of people 
who care very much about listening,” pledged 
Menino’s development director, Tom O’Brien, to a mix of resi- 
dents, activists, and business owners at the Boston Arts Academy. 
“There are controls for this community that can be brought to bear 
on this process.” 

Sounds good, right? On paper, at least, it seemed that the city 
and its administration were trying to give residents a voice. But in 
practice, it looked more like gasoline being thrown onto a fire. The 
mix of chaos and bile that was Wednesday's meeting indicates ei- 
ther that the city has no idea how to go about achieving the solid 
community process it wants, or that it’s content merely to let the 
neighborhood's competing interest groups eat each other up. “If it 
is a multiple-choice question, then it goes like this: the BRA is in- 
competent, or the BRA is deceitful,” said State Representative By- 
ron Rushing (D-Boston), whose district includes the Fenway. “I 
hope it is the former and not the latter, because you can fix that.” 

Lacking almost entirely in rules and order, Wednesday's meeting 
became a battleground for adversarial resident groups unable to 
agree on which organizations should be included in the task force. 
Granted, democracy can be messy. But the BRA allowed the meet- 
ing to deteriorate into a free-for-all between activist groups including 


proposed that a tenants’ union from a Fenway building be included 
on the task force, for example, one member of the comparatively 
conservative Civic Association grumbled, “They are all subsets of 
the Community Development Corporation.” BRA staffers offered lit- 
tle help — having arrived without easels, they were unable even to 
record what had been decided. “This is unbelievable,” groaned 
Rushing. “City planners without paper?” : 

It’s true that the paperless planners faced a tough, vocal crowd 
of residents, many of whom argued that a new Red Sox stadium _ 
traffic.

dium, it will create a “35-mile-long line of cars” on game days. 
Where did they come up with that figure? Well, if 37,000 people 
drive to each game, and three people go in each car, that’s 12,000 
cars. If you line ’em all up, that’s 35 miles of bumper-to-bumper 
traffic. Got it? § 

Dubious logic aside, the neighborhood's residents plainly have 
valid quarrels with the plans and the amount of public money the 
team reportedly will seek to fund them. Some say the traffic will be 
too much. Others say there are better things to do with the public 
purse. “Two hundred million dollars could cut all class sizes in half 
for 10 years,” said former-city councilor David Scondras Wednes- 
day night. “Which would you rather have?”

Never heard of her, right? Well, her rel- 
ative anonymity speaks to what some say 
is part of the problem at City Hall. Meni- 
no may have moved to fill vacancies in de- 
partments ranging from arts to building 
inspection, but it’s what he does — or 
does not do — when the new people ar- 
rive that makes City Hall less than it could 
be. Menino, says one former city depart- 
ment head, does not let his department 
heads shine and develop their own identi- 
ty.

“It’s not just about 
bringing in talent, but letting them do 
their job and get some profile.” 


The mayor speaks 

Menino’s in a good mood. He’s posing 
for a photo alongside Jack Bardy and 
Derek Harrison, the co-owner and chef of 
the Pho République restaurant on Wash- 
ington Street in the South End. “Bet you 
never did a story to this music before,” he 
says as someone bangs the gong the three 
are standing in front of. 

Menino’s on hand to help celebrate the 
$70,000 loan that helped get the restaurant 
up and running. The money, which came 


from the city’s small-business-development 
office, is part of the effort to revitalize a 
commercially challenged stretch of Wash- 
ington Street that was once among the 
city’s pre-eminent stretches of commerce. 
(The storefront that Pho République occu- 
pies has seen several restaurants come and 
go in recent years.) 

Seated at one of the restaurant’s tables, 
Menino says that inside City Hall, the 
HUD issues and other flare-ups never 
caused his office to lose focus. “They may 
have jammed up the news, but they did 
not jam up the administration,” he insists, 
arguing that even as the police-depart- 
ment problems and other high-profile is- 
sues “sell newspapers,” the work of City 
Hall continues unimpaired. One top aide 
concedes that Menino’s busy public 
schedule in recent weeks — a ribbon- 
cutting here, an appearance in classrooms 
there — may have given the appearance 
of an unfocused administration, but ar- 
gues that enthusiasm shouldn’t be con- 
fused with disorganization. “We are do- 
ing a number of things out in the neigh- 
borhoods, and sometimes the sheer vol- 
ume obscures the larger message of what 


chance to answer that question. 


is actually getting done,” says the adviser. 
“The mayor likes to be out there and 
sometimes does so fully knowing that if 
we do three or four events in a day, we 
may step on our own news. But he would 
rather be out in the neighborhoods, talk- 
ing to neighborhood people.” 

Indeed, Menino is quick to call his crit- 
ics malcontents or merely wrong. “Theory 
does not work,” says Menino of Sam 
Tyler’s view that the mayor’s housing plans 
are not methodical enough. Critics “should 
be fighting alongside us for more re- 
sources,” he says. And Menino is loath to 
admit to any kind of stasis at City Hall. 
“Just because I am out doing public events 
does not mean my administration is on the 
sidelines watching me,” he insists. 

Others, of course, are watching. “The 
longer he’s in office,” says South End 
state representative Byron Rushing, “the 
more people will hold his feet to the fire. 
People always hold your feet to the fire 
when they agree with your vision and 
don’t see it happening.” 8

For military re-enactors, 
history isn’t just a hobby anymore

N THE MEADOW above the far 
bank of the Concord River, the min- 
utemen form ranks. The redcoats 
wait at the bridge, apprehensive, 
edgy. It is a picture-book tableau: 
thin mist lifting from the river, the greenness of 
awakening spring, uniformed men in the 
dawn’s early light. A good day to die — again 
and again and again. 

“I grew up in Concord,” says Addison Seele, 
here to watch the spectacle, with more than a 
hint of pride. “They used to shoot the cannons 
off starting at dawn and I could hear them in 
bed as a kid.” Suddenly the crowded peace is 
snapped by a volley of musket fire, and Addison 
bolts down to the river’s edge for a better view. 
“I’m feeling like a kid again!” he calls back as he 
goes. 

The throngs of onlookers crane their necks 
and lift their kids onto their shoulders. The red- 
coats hold the bridge as the minutemen advance. 
When it becomes apparent they will be over- 
whelmed, they fall back, dodging around the 
whopping stone obelisk that was erected in 1836 
to commemorate this fight. 

Welcome to 1775, 1999-style. The battle of 
North Bridge, the beginning of the Revolution- 
ary War, is under way once more — scripted, 





choreographed, and presented by a dedicated 
corps of fully costumed history buffs. It is the 
first battle of a day-long reproduction of Battle 
Road, the day 224 years ago when the red- 
coats first faced armed colonial resistance and 
got chased all the way from Concord back to 
Boston. 

Battle Road, staged every Patriots Day week- 
end, is just one of hundreds of re-enactments 
that take place across America and around the 
world each year. What began in the ’60s as a 
scattering of small events for the Civil War cen- 
tennial has evolved into a series of spectacular 
military reproductions as logistically involved as 
Woodstock (if not the Battle of the Bulge) and 
as passionately played out as a daytime soap. 
Re-enacting is growing exponentially, in terms 
of both participants and spectators. 

It is also, increasingly, a lifestyle, a subculture 
made up of men who affectionately refer to what 
they do as “The Hobby,” and who devote seri- 
ous time, energy, and money to indulge it. Their 
dedication to history takes them out of their time 
— and, often, out of the realm of what usually 
passes for history. 

Here at Battle Road, it is going to be a long 
day. Thank goodness for recreational vehicles 
and deluxe drink coolers. 


EN GRANT, a latter-day Battle Road vet- 

eran, lives in Kittery, Maine, and has been 
a re-enactor since 1971. He is, you might say, a 
general in the camp of true believers. With his 
long, graying locks, full beard, and weathered 
face, he could’ve blended right in at Lexington 
or Gettysburg. His house is an orderly clutter of 
books, videos, and artifacts that recall seemingly 
every physical disagreement in human history. 
Paintings and photos of battle scenes, real and 
replicated, line the walls. Fifteen styrofoam 
heads sit on shelves around the room modeling a 
range of military headgear. If General Patton 
were alive today, this would be his cigar room. 

“T don’t know where [my fascination for mili- 
tary history] came from because nobody in my 
family is interested in history,” says Grant. “But 
I am. Ever since I was a little kid I can remem- 
ber being overwhelmingly interested in this stuff. 
I had my face in books rather than play baseball 
and football and all that. When I found out there 
were people doing this hobby . . . ” His voice 
trails off. The rest is obvious. 

As The Hobby grows bigger, the devotion to 
detail is increasing — a far cry from the days 
when, as Grant recalls, militiamen from different 
towns elected to wear matching polyester en- 
sembles in ludicrous colors. Nowadays, the at- 
tention to detail verges on the fanatical for many 
re-enactors. Winters may be spent seeking better 
pictures of period warriors, followed by much 
stitching and modifying. 

The specialized needs of re-enactors have 
even given rise to a booming cottage industry. 
Ken Grant's living-room coffee table (actually an 
old ammunition chest that contains some of his 
French and Indian War equipment) is littered 
with catalogues sent by prominent “sutlers,” or 
outfitters. 
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“You can go to a big event like Gettysburg and 
have your credit card with you and walk around 
from tent to tent to tent and buy everything you 
need,” says Grant. “You can buy a thousand 
dollars’ worth of equipment right there, including 
a gun, and go right into re-enacting.” 

For your thousand bucks, you get your uni- 
form, your gun, and maybe a pup tent. The deal 
is roughly the same for any period. Many sutlers 
deal in several periods: they can sell you your 
own little piece of the 18th century at a Revolu- 
tionary War event, and then catch you on the 
go-round at a Civil War show. Time warps are 
their business. 

For a guy who works hard at making himself 
archaic, Grant is strikingly practical. “Like any 
hobby, there are people in there of varying de- 
grees [of devotion] and for varying reasons,” he 
says. “A lot of people will come to the events and 
say, ‘Well, you guys are playing cowboys and In- 
dians.’ And probably to a small degree that’s true 
with some, and maybe to a bigger degree with 
others. Everybody likes to prolong their child- 
hood.” He laughs, then shifts gears. “But the 
reason most of us got into this, or my friends 
anyway, is that we have an overwhelming inter- 
est in historical stuff.” 

For information, re-enactors increasingly by- 
pass textbooks and go straight to primary 
sources such as letters and diaries. Some even 
choose specific people to play, and, like method 
actors, they learn their characters inside and out. 

This kind of historical excavating yields some 
interesting results. Indeed, the version of the 
revolution in Ken Grant’s mind is not necessarily 
the one of American myth. He'll tell you, for ex- 
ample, why Benedict Arnold wasn’t all bad, or 
why the Colonial minutemen of Battle Road 
weren't exactly storybook heroes. 
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FACES OF DEATH: a good battle re-enactment brings home truths that history 
books don’t mention. When you’re within firing range of a smooth-bore musket, you 
can recognize your enemy, and he can recognize you. 


“It was a cowardly turkey shoot, as far as I’m 
concerned,” he says. “The British were out to do 
a job and the Americans hid behind stone walls 
and in the trees and shot them all down and 
laughed while they were doing it. The reason 
they called the Brits ‘Bloody Lobsterbacks’ 
wasn’t just because they wore red coats.” 

Re-enactors’ understanding often verges on 
the professorial. And, as in academia, there are 
conflicting opinions. For example, not every re- 
enactor subscribes to Grant’s “turkey shoot” 
theory. But that’s okay. Such issues provide 
good material for debates between the enthusi- 
asts, whether by the campfire or over beers at an 
air-conditioned downtown bar. 

What is common across the board is a more 
profound understanding of the average soldier, 
of bygone ways of life, of the fact that history re- 
ally isn’t played out in books. And when it comes 
to military re-enacting, the practitioners of the 
art have a distinct advantage over the men they 
portray: if they want to better understand the 
other side, they can join it. There is more than 
one New England re-enactor who has fought on 
both sides of the Revolutionary War. 


The folk at McHugh Field enjoy the spectacle. 
A clutch of high-school kids from Cleveland are 
clearly impressed, though they don’t let their 
teenage cool slip for a second. “Here comes the 
napalm,” says one as a plane flies over. “They 
could practically load each other’s guns,” says 
another. He’s not far wrong. The smooth-bore 
muskets of the time had a very limited range, and 
as a result the opposing ranks are separated by a 
strip of dirt smaller than the width of a football 
field. They're so close that they could likely study 
each other’s features and distinguish individuals 
as individuals. When you think about that, and 
lock in on the realism, the sheer brutality and 
mad courage of this kind of warfare hits you. In 
those moments, the past is very much alive again. 

The grand illusion that re-enacting can often 
provide hinges on the dichotomy between past 
and present, or between authentic and bogus. 
From a spectator’s point of view, for every 
mood-breaking observation you make about the 
artificial product, be it an errant wrist watch or a 
moving dead man, you make another about his- 
tory. Watching 700-plus men go at it on a bat- 
tlefield drives home some sad truths in a way TV

ISTORICAL FIDELITY can go only so 

far. Battle Road 1999, for reasons of 
town planning and traffic flow, cannot replicate 
the continuous march and sniper tactics of the 
original. Instead, it involves a series of pitched 
battles and ceremonial skirmishes at various 
parks along the route. People have turned out in 
the hundreds to watch. 

At McHugh Field in Concord, a symbolic re- 
enactment of the Meriam’s Corner confronta- 
tion is staged in grand style. Blocks of men line 
the huge field and face off. About 700 to 800 
men — roughly a third the number that origi- 
nally clashed in Concord — fire blank musket 
rounds at one another, smoke puffing as the vol- 
leys crack the air. This is one of the few clashes 
of the day where muskets can be leveled at the 
enemy. “Opposed firing” is forbidden on na- 
tional parkland, which means that any con- 
frontations on national historic sites — like, say, 
North Bridge — invariably feature preposter- 
ously misdirected muskets, soldiers firing up 
and away at thin air as if in a game of armed 
blind man’s bluff. 

Re-enacting is simultaneously interesting, 
funny, dynamic, uneven, impractical, and en- 
gaging. At a day-long show like the Battle Road 
re-enactment, weird juxtapositions abound. 

This is, after all, an event at which men with 
muskets and tricorn hats get bused from battle- 
field to battlefield. One moment you are lost in 
ontological thought, pondering the whole life- 
for-country trade-off. The next, you are giggling 
at the fact that six minutemen have been forced 
to dodge around a park gazebo to get a clear 
shot at the enemy. Sometimes you are gripped by 
the authenticity of the guns and uniforms and the 
curious splendor of it all. Other times, the gun- 
fire is drowned out by a passing fleet of Harleys. 








news never could. Like the realization that only 
titanic stupidity could foster the notion that very 
general precepts can be proved, one way or an- 
other, by engaging in very particular hostilities. 
The deliberate repetition of re-enactments 
makes it embarrassingly clear how often we’ve 
let history repeat itself. 

Another truth that becomes patently obvious at 
these battles is that they were slow. It seems to 
take the re-enactors forever to load and fire. And 
it was an even slower process for the authentic 
musket men (Grant says that a good soldier could 
get off three aimed shots in a minute). Back in the 
18th century, war didn’t rage, it crept. No auto- 
matic weapons, no grenade launchers or night- 
vision gun sights to mow down the opposition 
from a distance. And certainly no long-range,

HE MAIN man behind the Battle Road re- 

enactment is Skip Hayward. He’s also 
colonel of the Massachusetts Provincial Forces 
(“So I run it on the field as well as behind the 
scenes”), president of the Lexington Historical 
Society, and chairman of the Lexington 2000 
Commission. 

He has no doubt that re-enacting is a lesson 
in history. “We have people coming away saying, 
‘I’ve never seen anything like this. I love it. What 
books can I read?’ We spend thousands of dol- 
lars of our own money to put these things to- 
gether. For the Battle Road, we actually hold 
clothing seminars to make your own clothing. 
We hold seminars on the history. We do all 
kinds of things. It’s a lifestyle, almost.” 

For many, the lifestyle is clearly about histo- 
ry. About digging up old facts and dusting 
them off. About almost crawling into the skin 
of our ancestors. As Hayward puts it, “We put 
ourselves actually in the place of somebody 
that was there. We go right back in time. We 
don’t see the crowds.” He adds, “We want 
people to realize what these people went 
through. That’s the only way you can truly 
understand people. You have to somehow 
show people the way it really was to get them 
to truly understand it.” 

But a passion for history isn’t the only reason 
people get involved in The Hobby. At the ex- 
treme end of re-enacting is a whole breed of so- 
called hard-core re-enactors who get into char- 
acter and rough it. They stay out for days at a 
time, sleep on the bare ground in camp, and ab- 
stain from even the most minor modern com- 
forts. Hard-core behavior isn’t necessarily con- 
ducted for an audience: it extends to non- 
spectator endurance trips and “tacticals,” during 
which re-enactors hunt each other over raw ter- 
rain. For one such event down south, Grant re- 
ceived a circular that warned all participants to 
watch out for water moccasins. 

Grant himself dabbles in hard-core behavior

N THE kitchen at Ken Grant’s home there is 

a calendar. The months from April through 
October are quilts of highlighted squares, color- 
coded to signify upcoming re-enactments with 
the different period units he belongs to. As with 
a good battle plan, everything is mapped out in 
advance. He uses his vacation time for his hob- 
by, breaking it up so that he can head off to 
Maryland or Virginia for extended weekends of 
mock warfare. 

Grant likes to keep close tabs on what’s going 
on in the world of re-enacting, domestically and 
abroad. “It’s gigantic in England,” he says. “And 
in the last 10 or 15 years it’s been getting really 
big in Europe. The Germans do American Indi- 
ans better than American Indians do. They’re 
tremendous; I’ve seen a lot of their stuff. The 
French, the Belgians, the Germans, and the En- 
glish do Waterloo every year, and it’s getting 
bigger every year. There are thousands and 
thousands that show up at Waterloo.” 

Virtually every period is covered some- 
where, whether in its natural environment or 
not. Romans, Celts, Picts, and samurai still 
roam the earth. Cavalry incursions and Alamo 
replays go on west of the Mississippi. And lat- 
ter-day wars are being done, too. The trench 
warfare of World War I, the artillery fire of 
World War II. There are even some Vietnam 
re-enactments. And already there are guys 
showing up at “time line” events — non-battle 
exhibitions that bring together different peri- 
ods — in Gulf War uniforms. 

As for Skip Hayward, he’s already at work 
on next year’s Battle Road. The 225th, and the 
Y2K version, it’s going to be big. He’s estimat- 
ing that as many as 1200 re-enactors may take 
part, drawing a crowd perhaps a quarter-mil- 
lion strong. The current high-water mark for a 
staged event is last year’s Gettysburg Civil War 
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you live it. Concord’s Battle Road, he says, “was a cowardly turkey shoot, as far as

and recalls the time he slept in the open and got 
earwigs in his ears. There are some guys who 
take it even further. “We've got one guy — he 
does War of 1812 and Revolutionary War — he 
doesn’t even wear shoes,” says Grant. “He goes 
barefoot and he sleeps in the mud. I’ve seen him 
sleeping in the mud.” This seems to be another 
psychological mindset altogether: no longer 
about putting on a good show, it’s about paying 
the same penance the originals did. And, it 
seems, it is a test of self. 

But, as a day event, Battle Road is more about 
presenting history. Skip Hayward has arranged 
for approximately 50 “interpreters” to give run- 
ning commentaries at the battle sites. Dressed in 
full regalia, these people (mostly women) answer 
hundreds of questions from eager spectators. 

At the day’s later re-enactments at Hastings 
Park and Tower Park in Lexington, I seek the 
inside word from a couple of other re-enactors. 
Paul Supley, from Saratoga, is a captain in the 
21st Regiment Grenadiers. What do his friends 
think of his hobby? “My co-workers and such 
support me,” he says. “They come out to the 
events. But my family doesn’t understand. It’s 
not their cup of tea. They think it’s play-acting.” 
Yet he insists, “We’re not just out here being a 
bunch of clowns. We're historians.” 

“You get more of a personal experience about 


re-enactment, the biggest congregation of re- 
enactors to date, which involved an estimated 
25,000 participants. 

Whatever its size, Ken Grant will be at Bat- 
tle Road again next year. He clearly loves The 
Hobby, and, it seems, The Hobby has been 
good to him. In his many re-enactment photo 
albums, there are countless pictures of the 
good times. Posing for the camera in uniform; 
camping out with his buddies; shaking hands 
with actors like Martin Sheen (Grant has been 
an extra in several films, including Gettysburg 
and Glory). Though their circumstances are 
wildly different, Grant finds something in 
Sheen’s interest that real soldiers have always 
found: camaraderie. Sure, Grant loves to 
learn and teach, to chase details and facts, but 
it is the friendship involved in the doing and 
teaching that brings him the greatest satisfac- 
tion. There are approximately 50,000 re-en- 
actors in the eastern United States. Ken Grant 
likes to say he has 50,000 friends. Whether 
re-enacting is history come to life or just a 
bunch of guys playing dress-up, there has 
never been a better argument than that for go- 
ing off to war. *

TONY MILLIONAIRE 


A handful of intrepid enthusiasts believe trepanation can expand your consciousness 
and improve your mood. But neurologists say you need it like a... you Know.

HEN PETE HALVORSON 
was in his early 20s, he experi- 
enced a period of deep, dark 


depression. He tried psychotherapy; he 
tried various medications. Nothing 
worked. (“The door slammed shut on 
me,” is how he puts it.) So Halvorson de- 
cided to take drastic measures: he got 
himself an electric drill and made an 
eight-millimeter hole in his head. 

Not only did he live to tell the tale, but 
he traded in his misery for what he de- 
scribes as a state of unmitigated bliss. At 
first, says Halvorson, now 52 and running 
a tree farm in Pennsylvania, “I thought — 
and I know this sounds selfish — but I 
thought, ‘Only a few people deserve 
this.’ ” 

But today, more than a few people are 
championing the benefits of making a 
hole in the skull, a practice known as 
trepanation. Along with circumcision, it’s 
one of our oldest surgical procedures — 
archaeologists have found trepanned 
skulls dating back to 3000 BC. Hip- 
pocrates, in his classic medical text On 
Injuries of the Head, endorsed trepana- 
tion for the treatment of head wounds. 
During medieval times, the procedure 
was thought to liberate demons from the 
heads of the possessed. Later on, Euro- 
peans did it to cure a hodgepodge of mal- 
adies ranging from meningitis to epilepsy. 

Of course, we’ve come up with more- 
sophisticated ways to treat epilepsy since 
the Stone Age. The procedure’s current 
enthusiasts, however, have conceived an- 
other reason to take up the drill. The idea 
is to increase your “brainbloodvolume,” a 
term coined by Dutchman Bart Huges, 
the guru of modern-day trepanation. 
Back in the 60s, at the height of the age 
of mind expansion, Huges decided to take 
that expression literally. Your level of 
consciousness, he theorized, is directly 
related to the volume of blood in your 
brain. Babies have naturally high brain- 
bloodvolume, because humans are born 
with a soft spot at the top of their heads 
— the fontanel — that gives the brain 
room to pulse. (When you look at a 
baby’s head, you can actually see the pli- 
ant tissue at the fontanel throbbing with 
the baby’s heartbeat, pumping oxygen 
through the brain.) Within the first year, 
though, that soft tissue hardens into 
bone. 

And therein, says Huges, lies the prob- 
lem. Once the fontanel seals off, your 
brain has no proper vent through which 
to breathe. To make matters worse, the 
upright stance you adopt as a toddler al- 
lows gravity to pull blood away from your 
head — the beginning of a lifelong drain. 
Pulsation decreases. Brainbloodvolume 


plummets. You get lethargic, estranged, 
depressed. What can you do? 

You can try meditation or yoga or color 
therapy or herbal remedies, or you can 
make like Bart Huges and get yourself 
trepanned. By opening up that hole — a 
sort of do-it-yourself fontanel — you re- 
verse nature’s course and return your 
skull to its original condition. As a result, 
trepanners say, you'll be happier, more 
energetic, and less prone to crippling 
bouts of ennui. You’ll ascend to the 
child’s plane of acute consciousness from 
the lowly malaise of adulthood to which 
you so long ago descended. Basically, 
you'll feel like a kid again. 

Just listen to Halvorson, a Huges disci- 
ple who now directs the International 
Trepanation Advocacy Group (ITAG): 
“With trepanation, you can willfully and 
deliberately accelerate your brain 
metabolism. You have a higher level of 
consciousness. You’re optimistic and up- 
beat. You look at problems as a source of 
entertainment. You'll feel good your 
whole life.” 


F COURSE, you’ve got to be willing 

to endure a little gore. The proce- 
dure, from a technical standpoint, is sim- 
ple. An instrument called a trepan — a 
crude hunk of sharpened flint in prehis- 
toric times, a hand-cranked auger in the 
first century, an electric drill today — is 
used to make the hole. The trepan goes 
into your skull and a chunk of bone is ex- 
tracted. You bandage yourself up and 
eventually the skin heals over, leaving 
only a small indentation. 

All the gruesome details can be found 
in Bore Hole, a book written by English- 
man Joseph Mellen about his self-trepa- 
nation. Mellen describes drilling into his 
head with a hand trepan: “After some 
time there was an ominous-sounding 
schlurp and the sound of bubbling. I drew 
the trepan out and the gurgling contin- 
ued. It sounded like air bubbles running 
under the skull as they were pressed out. 
I looked at the trepan and there was a bit 
of bone in it. At last!” 

Not surprisingly, the medical commu- 
nity takes a dim view of such goings-on; 
as far as neurologists are concerned, sev- 
en orifices in your head is plenty. William 
Landau, a neurologist in St. Louis, sums 
it up this way: “There is no scientific ba- 
sis for this at all. It’s quackery.” 

Robert Daroff, a professor of neurology 
at University Hospitals of Cleveland and 
editor-in-chief emeritus of the journal 
Neurology, is even more emphatic. 
“Horseshit,” he says. “Absolute, unequiv- 
ocal bullshit. This is a crackpot notion 
that’s not worthy of my time. And not 


only that — it’s dangerous. You expose 
your precious brain, you remove God’s 
covering, there’s a risk of infection and all 
sorts of other problems.” 

Indeed, brain doctors seem to view this 
invasion of the cranium’s hallowed realm 
as a violation of some universal taboo. 
More to the point, they don’t approve of 
amateurs like Halvorson dipping their 
fingers into the neurochemical soup. 
They will drill a hole in your head, of 
course: trepanation is performed, for ex- 
ample, to evacuate hemorrhages and to 
relieve pressure in the cranial cavity 
caused by cerebral ulcers. But for neuro- 
surgeons, the hole is a means to an end, 
and they put the bone back in place when 
they’re done. “It’s just to gain access,” 
Daroff says. 

If the hole is left open, explains Bruce 
Kaufman, an associate professor of neu- 
rological surgery at Washington Universi- 
ty School of Medicine, “the scalp scars 
down to the tissue that covers the brain. 
This tissue is called the dura, and it has 
the consistency, basically, of a shirt.” So, 
after trepanation, the only thing protect- 
ing your brain is a shirt? “It’s danger- 
ous,” Kaufman says. 

Over the past couple of decades, Kauf- 
man adds, neurosurgeons have experi- 
mented with a therapeutic procedure sim- 
ilar to trepanation. They tried making 
holes in the skull to treat slit ventrical 
syndrome, a brain malady brought on 
when shunts inserted to drain excess fluid 
end up robbing the brain of its natural 
buffer. “The brain is stuck in this tight lit- 
tle box,” Kaufman says. “We tried bilater- 
al decompression to give the brain more 
room.” Bottom line? “It didn’t work. The 
procedure was abandoned.” 


UT PETE Halvorson thinks there’s 

an ulterior motive for the pharma- 
psycho-medical complex’s stand against 
trepanation: “Trepanation restores you to 
a youthful state where you’re happy and 
upbeat, and that diverts attention away 
from Prozac and protracted psychothera- 
py.” In other words, if you’re a shrink or 
a peddler of feel-good drugs, universal 
bliss is bad for business. “I don’t have a 
problem with pharmaceutical companies 
making money,” he says. “What I don’t 
like is something that’s beneficial, like 
trepanation, being excluded.” 

The consequence of that exclusion 
struck Halvorson hard last year, when his 
wife was suffering from multiple sclerosis. 
“She was emotionally destroyed by her 
downward progression,” he recalls. “We 
hoped trepanation would slow the pro- 
cess. I wanted her to experience the state 
of great relief that trepanation brings.” 


But Halvorson no longer endorses the do- 
it-yourself approach and, despite repeated 
requests, his wife’s doctors refused to 
perform the procedure. They didn’t want 
to get involved in such a non-standard 
process, Halvorson says. Last March, his 
wife died. 

Nowadays, Halvorson is a tireless cru- 
sader for trepanation. He uses the ITAG 
Web site as a pulpit from which to preach 
the gospel according to Bart Huges. Last 
April, to bring trepanation before a wider 
audience, he subjected himself to an ap- 
pearance on the Howard Stern show. 
(“Actually, it was a lot of fun,” Halvorson 
says. “Howard was quite intrigued. After- 
ward, he said, ‘Come back with more 
people with holes in their heads.’ ”) 

And more people will be getting holes if 
Halvorson gets his way; he and his [TAG 
cohorts — about 60 trepanned people 
worldwide — are lobbying to make surgi- 
cal trepanation available on demand. Al- 
ready, he says, “we’ve located a surgeon 
in the Western Hemisphere who is willing 
to trepan anyone over the age of 18 who 
signs a consent form. Right now there are 
a dozen people in the US chomping at the 
bit. Within six months, a few dozen will 
be trepanned.” 

When that happens, Halvorson will 
make his triumphant return to the Stern 
show, with a troop of the freshly 
trepanned in tow. And when America 
tunes in for its daily dose of loudmouthed 
potty sass, they'll hear instead the soft, 
pacific voice of Halvorson as he extols, 
one by one, the blessings of trepanation. 

In the meantime, while Halvorson and 
the brain doctors duke it out, we’re left to 
ponder the uncertainties. Is trepanation 
the final solution to the riddle of the 
mind-body dichotomy? Or is it a load of 
medieval hooey hauled into the ’90s by 
New Age outlaws? Are we, the solid- 
skulled majority, just one hole away from 
nirvana? Or is trepanation, to use 
Howard Stern’s words, “a cry for help”? 

“I have no problem taking ridicule from 
the general public,” Halvorson says. “But 
I expect doctors to act as scientists. They 
have a professional responsibility to re- 
spond to this from an academic view- 
point. In the back of their minds, they 
know that something good happens when 
you open the skull. Eventually, they’ll 
come around.” 

Perhaps Mellen said it best in “The 
Great Brain Robbery,” his ode to trepana- 
tion: “All your prayers won’t save your 
soul/Adults, you need a hole.” #
